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ABSTRACT 

This document contains testimony and preoared 
statements from the Congressional hearing called to examine 
strategies for the prevention of child abuse and neglect, witnesses 
include the director of the National Committee for Prevention of 
Child Abuse, several representatives from Parents Anonymous, a 
psychiatric social worker vho is also a coordinator of the Parents 
United program, several pediatricians who have dealt with child abuse 
cases, and a father who had molested his young daughter. The 
development and implementation of hotlines, new investigation 
procedures f treatment programs, and self-help groups are discussed 
and the role of the police and court systems in getting abusers and 
victims into treatment programs is examined, 'ihe philosophies and 
strategies used by various programs are described by representatives 
from those programs and the role of volunteers in the prevention of 
child abuse is discussed. The testimony of one pediatrician focuses 
on hospital-based child abuse programs and looks specifically at 
three programs at the Children's Hospital National Medical Center in 
Washington, D.C. Strategies used to prevent child abuse in the state 
of Florida are summarized by a pediatrician from that state. The need 
for more funds for prevention is emphasized. (NRB)

The selectcommittee met pursuant to call at 9:30 a.m., in room 
2261, Rayburn House Office Building, Hon. William Lehman (chair- 
man ofthe Prevention Strategies Task Force) presiding. 

Members present: Representatives Lehman, Anthony* and Bliley. 

Staff" present: Alan J. Stone, staff director and counsel; Ann 
Rosewater, deputy staff director; Karabelle Pizzigati, professional 
staff; Marcia Mabee* professional staff; Donald Kline, senior profes- 
sional staff; and Joan Godley, committee clerk. 

Mr. Lehman. The Select Committee on Children, Youth, and 
Families Task Force hearing on prevention strategies on the sub* 
ject of child abuse will now come to order. 

I am pleaded that all of you could join us for the first hearing in 
1984 of the Task Force on Prevention Strategies of the select com- 
mittee. 

This morning we will focus our attention on what we have 
learned about strategies to prevent the terrible tragedies of child 
abuse and neglect. 

Throughout the committee^s first year, we heard a great deal 
about the increasing problem of child abuse and its toll on child 
victims, their families* and society at large. In our Washington and 
regional hearings, witnesses told us about dramatic upswings in re- 
ported and confirmed cases of physical and sexual abuse of chil- 
dren in recent years. Many States have documented large in- 
creases, and nationwide, reported abuse was up more than 100 per- 
cent b<^tween H)79 and 1!)81. The number of child abuse related 
deaths ^^Iso rose nationally last year. 

We are experiencing an epidemic, with more than one million 
children suffering abuse every year and concomitant increases re* 
portt'd in the severity of abuse. In my growing multicultural area 
of Florida. 1 am hearing more and more about the problems and 
the need for greater and more coordinated action. 

Public awareness of these problems is growing rapidly too. But, 
at the Hume time* declining resources have maoe it more difficult 
for everyone to combat child abuse. In fact, there are in many 
cases so few resources available that we can barely respond to and 
treat crisis situational much less engage in systematic ap^iroaches 
to prevent abuse— approaches that could strenffthen families in a 
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variety of wayt» and be siKniflcantly more cost efTective in the long 
haul 

We^ no means, have alt the answers* But there is fortunately 
a growing base of experience and Itnowledge about effective wa^s 
to help families prevent abuse and treat parents and children in 
situations of identified abuse to prevent reoccurrences. The com* 
nr/ttee learned about some of these in our hearings last year. 

Today we will continue our examination of a wide range of pre- 
vention issues and strategies that must be considered in order to 
confront the mi^or public health and social problems of child abuse 
more efTectively. 

That concludes my statement, and Mr. Bliley, the ranlting minor^ 
ity* may have a statement* 
Mr* BuLBY* Thank you, Mr* Chairman. 

I want to thank you particularly for scheduling this hearing* I 
want to thank the panels of witnesses who will appear before us 
today* We are privileged to have with us many of the leaders of 
this Nation's battle against child abuse* Indeed, if it weren't for 
some of the jpeople in tnts room, there might not be a battle against 
child abuse in this country; or at least not much of one. 

I am especially pleased to see with us several persons who have 
worked very hard, and very successfully, at inspiring and mobiliz* 
ing large numbers of volunteers^ both prcfessional and nonprofes- 
sional, to join the fi^ht against child abuse. The National Commit- 
tee for the Prevention of Child Abuse, Parents Anonymous, and 
Parents United are composed of thousands of volunteers, all dedi- 
cated to improving the lives of children and their families. 

Indeed, Parents Anonymous and Parents United seem to repre* 
sent the ultimate in volunteer efforts. The self-help concept which 
they employ has been the most successful in decreasing the inci- 
dence of child abuse, and stoppmg its cycle. And the way that it 
does this is one of most fascinating and inspiring accounts that I 
have heard: it takes people whom the rest of society is ready to 
give up on, and gives them the ability and the responsibility to 
help each other and themselves. 

The self-hetp concept recognizes that responsibility is part of hu- 
manity and without it, no one can be fully human. By recognizing 
and utilizing this very important truth about human nature, 
groups such as Parents Anonymous and Parents United have saved 
the lives of probably thousands of children; and not only of the 
children^ but of their parents as welt. 

I welcome here alt of our very knowledgeable and dedicated wit- 
nesses. I look forward to your testimony.ln addition, I would also 
like to welcome the many Parents Anonymous State coordinators 
vAiOi I have been told« are with us in the audience today. It is a 
privili'ge to have vou with us.

We have b«K*n convince by tbr dramatically incrt^aHiriK numbers or abused chil* 
drerk. partirularly sexually abused children, to act now. Witnesses Trom Maine to 
Utah. Michigan to (*olorado. have detailed for the Committee the increased severity 
and fretiuenc^y of reported abuse cases, as well as the increased in actual numbers of 
children involved. As a result, there is no disaffreetnent on the importance of the 
iffKue. and members of both the minority and minority are anxious to look at the 
problem in i^reater depth. 

Hopefully, we can ouild on some of the successful preventton and intervention 
models already brought to our attention. As we noted in the Select Committee s 
"Year-end Report'*: 

"Fortunately, the (Vxnmittee heard about, and learned a f^reaX deal from, many of 
i he stK*cessf ul prevention and intervention programs designed to address child abuse 
in ptirtirular. 

"In Denver, a ht>me visitor program for high risk families saved over $1 mil- 
lion in medical coHts for the treatment of severely abused children, 

"In Connecticut, there are several successftil prevention models using parent 
aides, multidiscipUnary child protective teams, and Paretits Anonymous support 
groups. 

''In Florida, multidisciplinary teams are used to investigate c«Sf« of child abuse. 
The Tampa aren hosts an innovative foster home for young mothet^ at high risk of 
aliUH*'^ iind thi'ir children, who are cared for by foster grandparents. 

''In Duluth. Minn<*w)ta. a sexual aouse awareness and treatment program pro- 
vides support for children who are victims of sexual abuse, as well as a program for 
elemrntaiy school children which helps them ^liating^iish between 'good' and 'bad' 
touching/ 

1 am looking forw^trd to today's in^epth look at the causes of child abuse, to the 
personal stories of those who have Ltruggled to come to grips with their own prob- 
lems as abusing ^rents. and to learning much from responses of successful volun* 
teer groupH. hofipttals. \t\6 health departments. We have much to learn, and are ea* 
gerly liwaitin^ today s testimony. 1 believe every member of Congress is deeply con* 
cerned with doing more to prevent child abuse, and Tm certain the record we create 
today will be read and studied in the months ahead.

Now. thirty years after the problem was first known to the mi'dical profession and 
;i (Irnidr afii^r thi* fintt notional lei(i slat ion was enacti^^ we find ourseln^s still 
Xrs%nii to st<*n> tb(* rising tide of childn^n who are known to be abused, neglected, 
aufi srxoally rnaltn'ate<l vm*h year 
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In I>r htntann H MHLI artidi* hi* cited a study done by Dr. C\ Hent7 Kempe and 
hu> culU*uKut*M reptirtmK tho rt>»iulUi of u nationwide survey of hospitals and law^n- 
foixvtnent u|j^nci<?f( indicotinK the* hi^h incidence of ^Wtered'' children within a 
one*year period. At that time a total ot 749 children were maltreated. Of this 
number 7H died and 114 sufTered permanent brain damai^. 

We are all aware that it was not until over a decade later that we kwon to under 
stand the true extent of the problem. Even today we are uncertain about the true 
number of atnised and neglected children because we know the problem ia still sulh 
stantially undeter;ed and unreported. 

While we npend billions in the support o( families with dependent children 
(AFDCK programs to improve the housing of poor families and all forms of soda)* 
health and educational programs* we stilt have not supported programa that are 
known to be successful in preventing the abuse and neglect of children. In shorty we 
are losing the tmttle. We still fail to prevent child abuse* neglects and the sexual 
exploitation and maltreatment of children. If we do not stop the ever increasing 
abiise* neglect* sexciii exploitation and maltreatment of children* the decadence that 
has long been predicted by hietorians for selfgovemtng people will certainly come 
to pass. 

It is clear that we still face a massive problem oT abuse and neglect. The legisia* 
tion we have ptused has responded to the arymptoms ^/^ the problem rsther than leg* 
islation designed to seek out and eliminate the causes. 

It is also clear that we have buried the National Center on Child Abuse and Ne^ 
xlect so deeply in the administrative structure oT the Department of Health and 
Human Si*rvices it fails to er^ the support and visibility requtrod. Dr. Frederick 
(fiven notes in his testimony that the program he heads^ . . has been placed sufh* 
ciently high in the hoapitars administrative and management structure to ensure 
that it has adequate purview to accomplish kta missioa'' The National Center on 
(Thtid Abuse and Neglect needs to be given a similar place in the Department of 
Health and Human Services. 

Today the Committee will also hear from others who are recogniied as pioneers in 
the field of abuse and neglect. Dr, Anne Cohn as well as l>r. Frederick Green and 
Dr Vincent Kontana are recogniied not only nationally but also internationally as 
experts in the Held, Dr, Cohn has been among the leaders in the field of prevention 
for well over a decade, Drs. Pontana and Green have also been involved in preven* 
tion ot this phenomenon even longer. 

I would be remiss if 1 did not mention Leonar ^ Lieber's qualiHcations to appear 
before this Committee. Mr. Ueber has also been a pioneer in the Held of prevention, 
tie has used very modest federal resources to leverage volunteer efforts worth mil* 
lions of dollars each year to help thc^ who have or fear they might abuse their 
children. The Parents Anonymous program, using largely volunteers and selfbelp 
has changed the lives of many parents who have harbored feelings ofguUt* and fear 
and provided them with a sense of self^worth* dignity^ and productivity. We will be 
hearing from some of the parents during the course of this hearing. 

I am proud to have played some small part in the passage of H,R, 1904 to reau* 
thornee the Child Abuse Prevention at:d Treatment Actt as amended. It faib to pro- 
vide as much as 1 would have liked. I!o.rever it does continue to provide an essen- 
tial national focus on the problem and contributes in a small way to the resources 
mndr nvuilabk* through the states and to thousands of pri'^ate volunteers who con* 
hnue in the battle to sove our nation s most valued resource — our children. 

It is my fond hope that our colleagues in the Senate will soon consider the com* 
panion bill to H.R. 1!)04— 8. 1M>:I -so we ccn get on with the work remaining to be 
done. 

Mr^ (*hairman. I want to extend my personal greetings and best wishes to each of 
our witnes»M*s here ttidny, I wish them every success in their work and 1 hope this is 
one are4i where we will find unified support from our colleagues on both sides of the 
aisle and in both the Mouse and the Senate.

Ms* CoHN. Thank you, Mr* Chairman, members of the commit* 
tee. 

My name it> Anne Cohn* executive director of the National Com- 
mittee for Prevention of Child Abuse* I think it is (Murtieularly fit* 
ting that you are holding this hearing today. Late last week, Dr* C. 
Henry Kemp, regarded by all of us as a founding f^re in the 
movement to eradicate child abuse, passed away* Dr. Kemp, the 
pioneer in the field* who coined the term "the tmttered child qm< 
drome'' and who initiated the first congressional hearing on child 
abuse in 1978, truly has been an inspiration for all of ua He }mb 
made his mark felt. I think this hearing is a ereat testimony to his 
work. TvfO months ago, ABC aired a special made for television 
movie called "Something About Amelia,'' which dealt with the 
issue of incest Following that movie the Nuional Committee for 
Prevention of Child Abuse received over 3,0^0 letters from people 
touched by the problem of sexual abuse* I would like to share with 
you the contents of just a few of these because I think that they 
explain quite well why we are here today: 



Somethirig about Amelia brought teare to my eyes. I was molested when I was 10 
and now I am 30 and I still can't deal with It. I have nightmares about it * * * 
Throughout my life I have M but forgotten about it. What my father did to roe has 
affected evet7 relationship I have had with any man 



To whom it may concern: 1 was molested as a child iPX father, my brother and 
my uncle. The only time my father did it is when he was dniniL My brother and 
uncle did it, 1 guess cause they i^anfed to^ 

Dear National Cdmmitteet I am a 28 year old male that still is induring the pain 
of incest after 20 wars* and the actital victim was not roe, but one oT roy step sis- 
ters. This occurred In a sroall rural I'ommunity and my Oad was sent to the State 
prison. U it cororoon for the brothers oT the victiro to live with sharoe> guilt, and low 
self^eero? 

And finally: 

Dear Friend, one night ! was watching TV with roy 15 year old daughter. She just 
started crying. 1 said: "what is wrong? She stared at roe. I thought it was some- 
thing; 1 dia Finally she said: *'Mom, 1 nave something to tell you. You are not going 
to believe me but everything I aro about to say is true." 

I sa^d, "Go on> hon/' She said: "Monit Dad has been making me have sex with 
hiro for four yeaia'* 

We received over 3,000 such letters in the last few months. Many 
years a^o, 1976, when the National Committee first began a nation- 
al public awareness campaign about child abuse, we received com* 
parable letters about physical abuse and about emotional abuse. 

tioue of these episodes need to have occurred* Child abuse can be 
prevented if we direct our efforts toward stopping it before it 
occurs. As a nation we have been aware of the broblem over the 
last decade. In fact, today we know that over 90 percent of the 
adult population is well aware of the problem, its causes, and its 
consequences, and in the last decade we have been responding to 
the problem. We have been responding in a very powerful and im* 
portant way, although our response has been largely after the fact. 

We have d' velopra reporting hotlines, we have developed a ca- 
pacity to investigate reports of child abuse, we have developed 
treatment programs, some that are really quite exemplary, such as 



Parents Anonymouis and other self-help efTorts* We have made 
progress but at the same time, child ebuse still appears to be <m 
the rise* As best we can tell, the figure increase year after y^r 
despite our efforts to respond after the fact 

Obviously, there are a lot of reasons for this* Unemployment and 
the prolonged recession have certainly taken their tolK I believe a 
significant part of the reason is that we have done litUe to tj^ and 
stop the problem before the fact* 

Why should we be concerned with prevention? We know that 
over 1 million children each year are abused* We know that ¥^11 
over 2,000 of those children die* Just the pain alone experienced by 
those children should be enough to cause us to want to stop tbs 
problem before it occurs* 

But the costs are much greater than that* Each one of thoee 
cases costs us, if we are talking about investigative and treatment 
costs, over $2,000 initially, and the costs are greater later on if chil< 
dren require institutionalization, as those abused children— and 
this happens to many of them— may grow up to be juvenile delin* 
quenttt or teenage prostitutes* teenage drug addicts, or perhaps run 
away from home* It appears that child abuse is really the linchpin 
of many of our social problems* It appears that child abuse is some- 
thing that we need to stop in order to save valuable lives as well as 
valuable dollars* 

Can chikl abuse be prevented? We don't have scientific proof that 
say& it can* I personally believe that it can* The paucity of research 
done to date doesn't give us the kind of evidence we might liko, but 
the few research studies that have been done point us in some di< 
ructions that appear to be promising* Our clinic experiences also 
point us in some directions t);at appear to be pnvmising* 

What I would like to do is take a few minutes to just reflect on 
what some of the underlying causes are of child abuse, and, there* 
fore, what focus our preventive efforts should have, and then to 
review what research has told us about those promising avenues of 
prevention* 

Based on what we know about the causes of child abuse, we 
know that parents who abuse their children oftentimes have an in* 
adequate understanding of child development, an inability to relate 
to the demands of parenting or an inability to manage their chil* 
dren in ways that appear to be positive* O^e approach to proven* 
tion would be to increase parents' knowledge of child development 
and their abilities to manage their children* 

We know that poor bonds between parents and children are 
often related to factors associated with child abuse* This is another 
area in which we would like to intervene* Research has shown us 
that parents have difficulty coping with infants* and particularly 
children with special difficulties, mfants with special needs, dis- 
abled children* and handicapped children* This is another area of 
focus for our preventive efforts* 

The burden of child care, family isolation, lack of peer support 
are also factors that our research have shown us are associated 
with abuse* These are additional avenues that we ought to focus on 
for prevention. 
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KinaUVt we know that children themselves often have an inabil- 
ity to protect themselves from abuse, and this is a flnal area that 
our preventive efTortd ought to focus on. 

As I mentioned, our research to date has been fairly slim, very 
few studies have been funded to look Mt the issues of prevention. 
Those studies that have been funded have been relatively short 
term. They usually have been inadequately funded and have not 
been able to develop the kind of experimental control gr^up situa- 
tions that the scientific community would like to see in order to 
know that the data they yield in fact are meaningful data^ 

However, there have been a few studio that have been done and 
\ v.ould like to cite them to you: 

The first is a ^udy that tJie National Committee for the Preven- 
tion of Child Abuse completed in the last ^ear It was a SW-year 
study of 11 different demonstration prevention programs funded by 
the Federal Government. This study concluded the following: That 
if one can provide different kinds of support to new p^nts, in 
other words, help to new parents around the time of birth, and 
uround the first year afi;er the birth of the child, that parents can 
develop much better coping skills with their children, more positive 
attitudes toward their children. 

The study showed that parents that go to education classes, par- 
ticularly new parents just after a child has been bom, can develop 
more positive attitudes and a better ability to negotiate with their 
children and provide them with support. 

The study showed that very caring people who may not have pro- 
fessional trainii^ but are volunteers and want to help out can 
make a positive difference. Our pn/ventive efforts n^ not rely 
strictly on professionally trained individuals. 

A study in Denver looked at a home-health-visito.^ program and 
showed tnat that kind of a program which provides ongoing sup- 
port to parents after a child is born, regular visits to the family, to 
provide the family with its various needs, can make a big differ- 
ence in reducing the risk of child abuse. 

A study in Nashville, TN, looked at improved birthing proce- 
dures allowing rooming in and some other supports around the 
time of birth and showed that when additional supports are provid- 
ed to families around the time of birth, things can change and 
abuse is le^s likely* 

These are o few studies. They provide shreds of evidence about 
how CO approach prevention. They don't convince us of the exact 
way * ?o, but they do suggest some avenues* 

1 tK.,ik that the experiences that people m the field have had 
provide much stronger support for the directions in which we 
ou^ht to go. There is a program called the Parent Linking ProieiH 
in New Jersey. This is a program that works with teenage parents 
before they become parents, as soon as their pregnancy is discov- 
ert^d. The program works with them for a full year after their 
b;ibit*s ure born, und helps them develop coping mechanisms and 
.skills so they can care for their children and also continue to live 
their lives as teenagers. 

Administrators of those programs report remarkabU changes in 
the abilities of the teenagers to care for their children and we 
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know tiH^nagi* niotm*rH arc* i\ much higher risk in abusing their 
children Ihan are older purenU* 
There is o pn^ram in San Antonio, TX* 

Mr* Lt^HMAN* The teenager parents have more child abuse than 
older parents? 

Ms CoHN* Research evidence supports that« yes* 

There is a program in San Antonio, TX, called Project ABC— 
Any Baby Can— and that is a program for parents of children who 
have iipecial handicaps or disaoilities* Those children just place ad- 
ditional stress on parents and are much harder to cope with, and in 
that sensei are at much greater risk* The administrators of that 
program showed, throuc^h their own experiences, that providing 
that kind of special support to parents of nandicapped childreti can 
make a difference in those parents ability to cope and, therefore, 
not become abusive parents* 

There are a number of other examples* There is a program called 
Bubbylonian Encounter, which is a play for children that teaches 
children about different forms of touching, good touching, and bad 
touching, and forced touching, and forced itexual touching* The ex- 
periences of the people in Kansas who developed the play and have 
taken it around to the schools and shown it to elementary school- 
children is very positive* They And that Vi*hen children are exposed 
to information about different kinds of touching and how to protect 
ihumselves and say no to touching that appears to be inappropri- 
att*, children can in fact protect themselves from different fornis of 
sexual abuse and perhaps other form» of child abuse as well* 

Our experiences are growing* There are a lut of programs acrc^ 
the country, like Parenting Unking, £»nd FVoject AbC, and Bubbly* 
Ionian Encounter* There are a lot of programs that are developing 
now using voluntet rs, using citizens in local communities working 
with the schools and ho^pitals^ that are expanding our experience 
base for the directions in which we might go in order to prevent 
child abuse. 

A number of things are clear from these exp.^nence^ and froM 
our research. F'irsU there is that there is no one approach that is 
going to fitop child ttbuse from occurring* There is no m^^ic solu- 
tion. Child abuse is a very complex problem* In fact it is many 
problems under one heading. There ore many different causes of 
the problem and in order to prevent child abuse, we reallV^need to 
dirtTt our rt'sources and our attention to many different things— to 
ni:*w parents, to parents of older children, to young children who 
have been abused, to young adults who were abused when they 
themselves were children* 

Our elTorts in prevention have to include various kinds of Lip* 
|Mirt |)n)grams lor new parents to help them get off to a ^ood start* 
(Munition for |>£irents m they can develop tetter skills in dealing 
with thrir children. 

We need to think about providing bptter child care for parents, 
hetwr atternativi>s for child care so that parents who are burdened 
l>y heavy* continuous, child-ran* responsibilities can get some res* 
|>ite fniiii that. 

We nrc*d to concern ourselves with helping abused children, help* 
inU til break that cycle of abuse Sfi they don't grow up bearing the 
scars ol abuse which oflvn lead them to become abusive parents 
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themHelvea, We nei*d to think about ways to help chiMren develop 
skills 90 they can protect themselves from abuse and so when they 
grow up they can be better parents themselves. 

We need to look at various kinds of self<help strategies, such as 
Parents Anonymous, but profnwns that are developed for parents 
before they have abused their kids, so that they can help each 
other develop better parenting skills and avoid abuse* 

We need to make sure that we have available to all families a 
variety of crisis hotlines and help lines, crisis nurseries^ and othf^r 
Hnds of emergency support so in the moment when a parent is 
about ready to lash out there is a place to turn for help. So they 
can get immediate support rather than lashing out at their kids* 

We need to think about ways in which we can help prevent child 
abuse through the woikplace* Current research suggests that a tre- 
mendous amount of what happens at the workplace affects an indi* 
vidual when they get home* We k jow that if through the work* 
place flexible working hours can be provided, chikl-care support 
can be provided^ people can he provided with a variety of other 
kinds of counseling and fringe benefitSt that these are ways to 
f^rengthen the family through the workplace and thereto prevent 
child abuse at home, 

Finall;^^ in our efforts to prevent child abuse we need to look at 
the media and look at ways in which what happens on television 
and through radio help provide information to parents and to fami* 
lies to prevent child abuse*

nes8 and trauma conveyed in these letters, A few exerpta: 

* Something ALout Amelia** brought tears to my eyes. I was molested when I ytm 
U} and now Tm ^0 and I still can t deal with it, I have nightmares about It , _ 
Thoughout m^ life I have all but forgotten it. What my father did to me has afTect* 
ed every relationship I have had with any man , ■ , 

I was molested as a child by my fother, my brother and mv uncle. The only time 
my Tather did it is when he was drunlc. My brother and uncle did it* I guess cause 
tht*y wanted to. 

I am a year old male that still is enduring the pain of incest after ^0 years, and 
the urtaal victim wan not me« but one of my step sisters. ... my dad was sent to 
pri»on for it ... is it common for brothers of a victim to live witn shame, and low 
self esteem? 

1 4tm a year old mman. Recently I've begun to deal with being sexually molest* 
as u child"^. . . by my older brother. 

'*Amrliu" hroii^ht up unpleasant memories, I was sexually molested by my adopt* 
i*d fnthtT fnmi the t^arVtest time 1 remember. It continued until my [mrenis divorced 
at age 12. Til this day my mother does know about it and I am now 27, I was forced 
to do the moHt dei^rading things. 1 was always told never tell mom! I carry about a 
KUilty ft'^'lintf with mt\ wonderirtf what would have happened if I told mom. 

f am one who t Jium*d Ht'xajil abuse within a family. I abused my stepdaughter over 
ji (leriul of st'vtTiil years My ronHcii^nfe ^rew until I finally voluntarily exposed my 
|in»hlem jind ^oX t^>unH4*linif. Hut . the problem t*aUHt*d my wife to separate from 
mtv I Uw ilone. I have somt' contact with my family, bat am in danger of losing it 
. mv ^aaifhter [.as not vet c^imf* to grips with what happened. 

I havt* a lot ol truth to tell ahoat ^hat <KTurrt*d und damaged my own childhood 
to the p^ant of my being sent to tho state prison for tr> years. I am not a bod man 
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nor do 1 wnnt nnythitiK fnm unygne except help for my mente) disorder Please 
keep an gpen hi*itrt mA ii mental picture of my pniblems as a child and tlra abuse U 
later perpetrated^ which got me placed behind bara 

In my opinion people who have incest with youngsters are sick. Tb^ Tor sure 
need some kind of help . . . One night 1 ms watching TV v th my Ifi year old 
daughter and she just Bterted crying. 1 said Krystal what's wrui.tf7 Shit Just starred 
at me. I thought it was something 1 did. Finally she said mom, ^ have mrniething to 
tell you. You re not going to believe me* but everything Tm about to say is true. I 
said '*go on honey." ''Mom dad has been making me have sen with h**ii for 4 years.'* 

In 197H when the NCPCA launched the first nation-wide public awareness cam- 
paign on child abuse* we were similarly avalanched with tetters from victints and 
perpetrators of child abuse as welt as concerned family members and friends. Most 
of the letters at that time spoke of the horrors of physical abuse and neglect. Today 
its sexual abuse. Regardless of the type of maltreatment, I deeply believe that none 
of these stories had to become reelity. I firmly believe that child abuses— in all 
forms— can be rreventedf can be hultea before it ever occurs. 

As u nation ve have* over the past decade, become aware o«' the child abuse prob- 
lem With a small, but highly visible and active Federal program^ under the aegis of 
the National Center on Child Abuse and Neglect, and the vigorous activities of nu- 
merous national* state and local orgstnizations* such as NCPCAs ongoi.ig national 

Biblic awareness campaign^ the nation has been awaken. And we have responded* 
ut our response has been primarily after the fact. We \ave worked hard at identi* 
fying cases of child abuse and getting them reported o the authorities. We have 
t>xpiinded and impmved our capacity to investigate reports of child abuse and to 
treat parents who ure the abusers. Rvery sta*e has a 24 hour capacity to receive 
reports. Law enforcement and Children s Protective Service agencies across the 
country have df>veloped sounder policies and procedures for responding. Multidisci* 
plinary teams have emerged in most of our communities to assist in triaging cases 
and in treatmer.t planning. 

Parent"* anonynous groups— shown to be one of the mtmt eflective approaches to 
treatment— have niulttpliea nationwide; the count is now well over 1000. Parent 
aide and lay therapy programs to support abusive parents have proliferated as well. 
While our success rates with treatment programs still remain low^at under 50%— 
the foundation for a strong response and treatment system* implemented by a grow* 
tngand increasingly solid knowledge base exists. 

This is pro^i»*s8. But only partial progress. For. as a nation, we have all but ne- 
glected what I regard as a much more pressing need. Its as if in our efforts to re- 
spond to this tragic problem we've become so acutely aware of. we've forgotton to 
Consider how to stop it. Donna J. Stone* founder of the NCFCA^ likes to describe her 
waKhbasin theory of prevention, 'imagine a washbasin with the stopper down and 
the hot and c*old water running. As the basin overflows^ people run to put pails 
under the sink. Some use buckets to empty the sink. Prevention is stopping the 
water." When I speak of prevention^ which 1 would now like to do, 1 speak of stop* 
ping the water How. 

Why should we be concerned with prevention? Because every year more than one 
million children in the U.S. are seriously abused by their parents and over 2000 die 
and our best information' says that these numbers are on the rise. The pain experi- 
vnvi^ by nny of those children should be enough to motivate us to stop abuse before 
it ixvurs. But if thiK is not emnigh* consider what we know about thi> manifest and 
latent i>fT4*cts abuse. Each identified case of child costs society dearly— generally 
|2tHH) or more just for cn investigation and short term treatment. When a child 
must be hospitalized or put in foster care or a parent incarcerated* the costs rise 
Kignificantly. Once the immediate crbis and response to the abuse has passed, there 
jin* UKually other costs. Abused children suffer a wide variety of developmental 
I'lTitPtjonal and physical difficulties. Some need to be institutionalized. Others re* 
ituin' spiH^'tat Hiication. Some become juvenile deltnc^uents* or teenage runawa3^ or 
ti^enagt* drug additt^ nr teenage prostitutes. Kach time this happens* society pays. 
N(»t all but a goo<l number of abused child have visible and costly difTiculties as 
iidults'-as abusive oarents themselves or even as hardened criminals. And society 
No mutter hiiw vou I'lok at it, child abuse is a lynch pin of many of gur other 
i4*ty pn»hl4*ms. problems which cost uk dollars, and productivity and happiness. 
Tin* iirguniontK lor Ktopping ahus^* tx^fun* the fact are^ I believe c*ompelUng. 

Tan child abuH4* bt* pn*vetited? BHjaum* as h nation our awareni*sM of child abuse 
pn»hl«*tn can still be characterized as froKh and lh*cauHi* as ii nation our n'S|Hinse to 
date bm largely bt*4*n after tht* facti we do not ^et have an adequiite scientific 
kiiowl4*df:i* bast* which completely answers the tjuc^Ktion. 
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Hefietirch 4*nt>rt» in ttu' rhiUt abuM* urt>a hnw been relatively meager Few have 
rocuHed prevention Thim^ which havp» betause of scant funding and short time 
rratneti. hove tfeneruMy not been viKorous or controLid enouf^h in their designs to 
meet standards of the established research community. And. because of the very 
complexity of the child abuse problem-^it^s really many problems with many causes 
characteriied as a single issue-^it is not clear to me that we will ever be able to 
design and implement prevenMon research which will yield scientifically pure dati. 

Then' have beea and are efTorts which help our understanding of the prohlemp 
For examples, the N('P(*A completed^ in 19tCt^ the first national evaluation oi hild 
abuse prevention demonstration prcgrams. a H year study which analysed the im* 
pacts of 11 diverse prevention strategies and sheds some light on how to prevent 
abuse. 

The study shuws^ Tor example, that programs which offer supjtort to new parents^ 
expecially around the time of births have been significant in diminishing the 
chancefi of abuse. Supporcive relationships with trained paraprofessionals during the 
extended perinatal period resulted in a significant change frotn negative to positive 
in high risk mothers' attitudes towards their infants. 

This is in murk<H) contrast to mothers who did not receive this kind of support. 
Parenting education was found to be helpful in dealing with specific cultural and 
soclMconomic groups as welL tow-income mothers who completed a ten-month par 
entlng curriculum, were more positive in their attitudes, mon willing and able to 
negotiate social support for themselves in times of stress, and more hopeful about 
the future th^.i were those of similar backgrounds who had not participated. And, 
the study df)cumented that nonprofessional, caring people can make a dinerence. 

Other smaller studies provide some findings about prevention research related to 
perinatal support and education programs and suggest that early contact between a 
pikrent and a new baby improved birthing procedures such as rooming in the hcepi* 
tal and home health visitors programs do liave beneficial effects in riraucing factors 
associated with abusive behavior. The finding from such studies are not consistent 
however. Some are hotly debated such as findings related to bonding and attach* 
ment, and they do not provide "proof" that child abuse will be prevented, Numerous 
studies have looked at parenting education programs; while generally poorly de^ 
signed, the studies do suggest that parenting education programs can be helpful for 
parents and children alike. And finally, a few studies nave looked at the impact of 
child^riented prevention proip^ms; these rudimentary progrum evaluations show 
that programs which provide information to children about sexual abuse^ for exam* 
ple» and how to protect themselves from iti are in fact effective in helping children 
reach out for help to avoid abuse. 

These and several other small federally funded research efforts are contributing 
to our knowledge of prevention; as too have some state and local projects. In llhnob 
for example the Ounce of Prevention Demonstration Program is currentljr under 
scrutiny by university researchers. And several dosen community prevention pro* 
grams are known to be conducting their own evaluations to assess the efTectiveness 
of tlieir programs. (Most of these efTorts have been analysed and cataloged In two 
attached documents. An Approach to Preventing Child Abuse Anne Cohn» at<^ 
tachment A. and ^'What Have We Learned About Preventing Child Abuse?" by 
Ellen (}ray. attachment B, or in forthcoming NCPC^A ^vorking paper by Michael 
Wald and RHen Cray entitled "What Do We Really Know From Re^u^arch About 
l^reventing Child Abuse/' 

In addition, we have just begun to see a priUferation of local child iibuse preven* 
tion efTorts which have resulted in extensive experience about the value or benefit 
to su I programs. (Some of these are described in the attached **lnnovative Af^ 
proaches to Preventing Child Abuse* -^.ttachment CX One common experience 
worth nntin{( is that prevention programs based on visual or dramatic presentations 
i>r t^:^^' which is some way use the mediae have clear and visible effects. For exam 
pk\ thr TV movie '^Something About Amelia'* resulted in tliousands of people 
reaching out for help to eradicate tt^e scars of sexual abuse* 

What s the bottom line? Do we really know how to prevent child abuse. Most dedi* 
cnted rt>sf*archers would say that we ao not have ^researched knowledge* about pre- 
vention; they would point to a very few studies* which provide defensible kernels of 
knowMge. Hut in settings outnide the circle of disciplined researchers^ most of us 
working in the child abuse area would say« "Yes. we know a lot about how to pre* 
vent child abuse. Our knowledge isn*t perfect. Most of it comes from our experi- 
enceK. and common sense. But we do know a lot about what causes abuse and anout 
that kind of interventions or supports for families seem to alleviate or jn some way 
impact those cauneKi thereby reducing the likeihood of abuse. 
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Hnw niri chilfl iiUilw* pn^vetitett? Boded on what we knowt our best approach to 
im^vrntKin wtuihl \n* orii* Hurt i» rr4ultifuci<tedt which addretise^ the needs of parents^

-bused or otherwise adapted to the ifpecific vuluet nonnn* morett and reftourceft of a 
Kiveii neighborhood or community or population group. 

We*ve learned that there are many ways In which community resources need to 
h<* hi;rriesMed to prevent child abu^e. BtTause child abuse is a complex problem with 
nanirmUH <.*autfes it is necetisary to implement prcKrams that will address multiple 
pntlileruK und needs and to coordinate these programs in a co: iprehensivet commu^ 
nltv^boffed prevention strategy. Based on what studies have shown about who is at 
risk und what causes abuse and with a concern for the child in the context of the 
family, the goals of a comprehf ^ive approach to prevention should be to: 

Increase future parents knowledge of child development and the demands of par 
enting; Enhance parent^hild bondingf emotional ties, and commmunicationi In^ 
crease parents* skills jn coping with tne stresses of infant and child care; Increase 

KrmiH skills in coping with the stresses of caring for chidren with special needs; 
L*rtni»e parents* knowledge about home and child management; Reduce the burden 
of child care; Reduce family isolation and increase peer support; Increase access to 
social and health services, part*' .Ay crisis or emergency services, for all family 
membt>r9; Reduce the long-term consetpiences of poor parenting and break the cycle 
of abuse; and Increase children's abilities to protect themselves from abuse. 

Based on what is known or believed to enhance an Individual's ability to function 
in a healthy way within a familyt program areas that contribute to a strategy for 
pn^r^ntlon can be Identified. These program areas are: 
Supp<»rt pnignims for new parents; 
(•/Jucutlon for parents; 

f^rly and regular child and family screening and treatment; 

(*hild care opportunities; 

lV>Knims for ahused children and voung adults; 

Life »kills training for children and young adults; 

Seirhelp troupe imd other neighborhood supports; 

Kamily support w^rvices; 

Support through the workplace; and 

Public information and education on child abuse prevention. 

These prof^iim areas begin with the prenatal period^ furnishing prospective par^ 
ents with inft/rmatlon and skills relatea to child care and child development. Th^ 
ctmtinue with services and support programs for parents of infants ana young chll^ 
dren. and include services Tor the child throughout the school years. The workplace 
Is included as a site to provide support to families. And they are supplemented with 
t^mimunitywide education. Although a community may choosr not to offer services 
In u!I pnigram areas, as a group they respond to the needs of all family members. 
Mun* aescriptions of these program areas follow: 

SUPPORT PKOORAMS FOR NEW PARENTS 

The purpose or t^upport programs for new parents, such as perinatal support pro- 
grams. Is to prepare individuals for the lob of parenting. Such programs should in^ 
ilude supports oaring both the pre- antl postnatal periods. Prenatal programs can 
build on existing medical programs and educate about^to-be parents in child devel^ 
opniimt. parent^hild reluttonshipst and adult . elationshipe. Information on commu^ 
tiit>- n*M»un*es uvuilubU* to new parents and to infants and children should be pro^ 
vided. In Htjpfilying inTormation and in teaching skills for coping with the challenges 
of being a parent, special emphasis should be placed on developing techniques useful 
in (.Himmanicating with the new baby. One focus of these services should be to devel^ 
op gr<»up activities that form a social network among new parents, thereby creating 
|M^r nOiitlons and p(>er support. Although such programs should be available to all 
jntrrntH. H}M^*ial attention should bt* paid to (irst^time parents* teenage parents^ and 
sln)^U' parents. 

Prenatal and postnatal medical care is clearly important* particularly since low 
hirth weii:)'i babies and babiea otherwise sick in infancy are at risk for being 
ahuHtNi. Many prospective parents now participate in prenatal care programs that 
go h<7and thr niedioil neHs of the pregnant mother and the growing fetus to in^ 
iladi* attention to thr demimdn of piwnting. All prenatal care programs should pro- 
vide pn»H|x*ctive parents with parenting education and other supports to ease the 
dilfH^altief- i«swK*iated with having a new infant in the home. A program such as 
AB< : Any Baby (*an isee attachment V.) offers Invaluable support to parents of chih 
dren witli spK^ial needs— in this case handicapped children.

Ah rontini^ution of the prenatal program and us part of perinatal support pro- 
gniniH. all new parents f^houjd have an opportunity to participate in a program to 
inrri*asi* thrir skIIIs in caring for a new baby. The program should be directed 
toward the creation of :4t>cial networks, through new parent groups or by pairing 
lirt*t time win*ntH with ex'^ierienced pnrents> and towara the continuation of Instruc* 
tion in rhild rurr nnd child development. 

Having u new infant in the home creates stress in any family. When, however, 
the infant requires extra or special care, stress can be greatly Increased^ putting the 
child at greater risk for abuse. To reduce the additional stresses created for parents 
by infiints with special problems following birth— for example, premature babitjs or 
th^p 4* with iNtif*KHeM. abnormalities^ or defects-^a special educational support pro- 
gram should be jivailable. The program should foof^ on group support from parents 
with similar children, and it should edui.iti' pan' ' 4 alwut the particular needs of 
their child and how to deal with those needs in a family enviror». ent. I- at 
tempt >thould Ik* made to furnish suppi>rtB that minimize distortion of the ^, lents* 
penvption of iheir new child. Separating newborns from their families to provide 
intensive care can require special adjustments for parents* and they should receive 
bi^lp that is sensitive to thin unii|ue stress, 

Among th<* problems experienced by families with young children is isolation 
from und luek of knowledge about health and social services in the local communitv. 
(*oupled with a lack of knowledge of how to detect b,A handle many childhood prob- 
lems, this puts a family at risk for abuse* As an ongoing source of support and infor* 
mation for parents, educational support programs shoald include home visitor serv* 
wi^ that consist of periodic visits to the home following childbirth until the child 
begins Kchool. 

Th(*st* visits sh'>uld be made by a trained home health aidr undei- the supt*rvision 
of na><liral pr(»f4*Hsionals* The aiar should provide informatii^i and advlre to parents 
on child nire» nutrition, und home management and should carry out routine heahh 
davkuim on voung children. In addttiont the aide should refer parents to needed 
S4»ciiil und health stTVices in the community. In some communities the services of 
the home visitor con be effectively rendered through a local well-babv program* The 
KVlV prograra in Buffalo, N.Y. ^described in attachment C) is a gooo example of an 
effort ti) provide parenting education throughout the school system.

It hm been urgued that prevention or ebutte is in part tie^. to providing therapeu* 
tic trv^utment to children or ><nin|r people who have been abused or neglected. T6 
miniitisse the lonR-term effects ot abuse, age<appropriate treatment services should 
be available to all maltreated children. 

Treatment proKr^ms Tor abused children should include a thorough diagnosis of 
physical and aevelopn<ental (social, psycholc^ical and emotional) problems. Com pre- 
hennive therapeutic services should be offered to alleviate identified problems. As* 
Histan<v should be rendered on the basis ot an individual child's nee<» and should 
include individual and gi^up services as well as an enriched day care program. The 
newly Tormed P.A. children s grour> are an excellent example of this approach (see 
atiacnment \\. 



The purposes of life skills training are first to ^uip children, adolescents, and 
Vfiuni! iidultH with interpersonal skills and knowledge that are valuable in adult- 
nm>d» <n4|»4*cial]y in the parenting role; and second* to provide children with skills to 
hi'lp them protect themselves from being abused. Knowledge ajnd skills can be im* 
parted in a variety ot ways; irrespective of the specific technique^ educational ctass^ 
en or supports should be provided through the school i^ystem and through adult edu- 
cation c«*nter». 

Skill and knowledge building should be stressed in areas of child development, 
fiimily and life management* seir<development> selfactualizattont and methods of 
seekini! help. For adolescents in particular, education in sexuality, pregnancy pre* 
vention* and issr^ related to parenting should be provided. Programs fn this area 
have proliferated in the past 2 years. Two nice examples are: the play 'Bubl)ylonfan 
Encounter', a sexual atnise prevention play for elementary school children which 
teaches them how to protect themselves from child abuse and 'Little Kids Bug Me/ 
a curriculum for young children which helps them at an early age being to develop 
puri^nting skills (both are described in attachment C). 



Social isolation^ not having imyine to turn to in times of need, plagues most famv 
lioM who are at high risk for t - o^eand neglect. The purpose of self*help groups is to 
rvduce the iHolation experienced by many parents through the development of peer 



B^inning with social networks created through parent groups in the prenatal 
and perinatal programs^ a variety of opportunities should be ofTlered for P&rente to 
participate In group activities or to establish social contact.. Examples include 
parent uroups stemming from local child care programs Foster Grandparent Pro- 
^ntmK, Part-ntH AnonymouH» and comparable problem-oriented selfhelp or support 
^nMi|m Tlw mutual aid programs should also focus on the development or stren^h- 
4-ain^ ot neighborhood* based natural helping networks. Self-help C^upe for victims 
of abuse appear to be particularly promising (see description of FACES in attach* 
ment Ci 



Uit'king imywhi^'.^' u> turn in time of crisis pute families at slgniricantly greater 
rink Utr abuite or neglect. To provkle immediate asistance to parents In times of 
stri^HM. crisis cnrv programs should be available on a 24*hour basis and should ia^ 
etude the following services: telephone hot line» crisis caretakersi crisis babysitters, 
cri^iK nurHeriest and crisis counseling. Through these programs, parents twAng im* 
mf*diiitr pnihlems could receive immediate support to alleviate the stresses of a par 
ta uliir Hituation. Help should be available over the phone or through in^person 
L'oiinNeling. 

Tht' pn>gram should also offer parents the options of having someone come into 
their homes on a temporary basis to assist with child and home care or ot taking 
thf' child to a c-risiK nursery. Because crisis care is temporary and short*termi such 
prt>^rumK Hhould be equipped to refer parents to long-term services as needed.

Aw^jreness nn the part of proressionals and volunteers is also essential to the ef* 
ft^tivrnrsfii of n ronimunity*ti prevention profC^nis. It is particularly important that 
th(^* who vitn^^* into n>ntact with fumilies, such as phyBicians and teachers, receive 
truinin^ in the dyniimii's of child abuse and information on the availability of pre* 
centiun pro^trams in the community. The NCPCA s newest media campaign is an 
enri'llent example nf how the media can be a tool for preventing abuse. With the tag 
hnr ' hike Tiinr Out, Don't Take It Out on Your Kid'* the campaign offers tips on 
|Mn*ntiriu thninuli1*V ntid radio spots^ print ads and transit advertising.

fan wr alTorJ Ui jet the paucity of our knowledge base stand in the way ofefTorts 
ro stop till' How i>f wntrr, nnd stop child abuse? 1 think not and 1 h<H>e not. We un* 
win.*in»^ly spend well trvi^v $2 bitlion u year respondiiVK to the problem after the 
luri without having a solid base for knowing how to treat the problem. Surely^ we 
shuiiM 1h* able to mn>ttrr a comparable effort on the prevention end. And^ we must, 
t'htld abuse is on tht' rise in this country. It s gmwth will not be stowed with treat* 
nii'nt pnignims. 

A t-onstjint loni'ern. of course, is do we have to take scarce dollars away from 
triMtment in ordt^r to fund prevention. The answer ts no, not always. One approach

Mr Tkhman. Th*mk ynu very much for your testimony. 
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1 h;ive Hi'venit qiu^Htions I would like to submit to you for the 
record and just a couple of queHtiuns 1 would like to ask you per- 
sonally. One is we have spent a lot of time on this subcommittee 
talking about preventive strategies on prenatal and neonatal low 
rate babies ana those kinds of problems. I just wonder, if you have 
i\ny data on the correlation between those children with poor pre* 
natal and poor neonatal care as it relates to that child's possibility 
ol being abused at a later time? 

In other words, are the same forces at work among the parents 
that are neglectful both before and right after the child is bom'' 
(*an you aln,j:;i anticipate that same child may be more likely to 
be abused and neglected later on? 

Ms, CoHN. I would be delighted to submit for the record some re- 
search that looks at this, I think there are two different aspects to 
the issue. One is that parents who receive no or poor prenatal care 
are people who are not necessarily getting support from the 
system, they are not connwted up with other people, they are not 
getting help in understanding what the demands of the new child 
lite going to be. therefore, they are at somewhat greater risk* 

In addition^ children who are low birth rate or otherwise sickly 
an)und the time of birth pose that much greater stress for theiV 
parents^ because they are much more difTTicult to care for, 

Mr Lkhman* The other question, demographically, in the rural 
areas, is there any difTerence in child abuse there or in the more 
metropolitan high density areas? I once read that there was more 
incest perhaps in rural fanriiiies because boys didn't have anybody 
but the family to relate to within 5 miles sometimes, or girls. I 
wonder whether there are any dem(^raphic data on the instances 
of i hild abuse, child nt^ligence, in metropolitan areas versus those 
in rural areas, and if you want, you can submit that for the record, 
because I think it might give us— or you can make a statement, 
som(*thing to go in about resolving this problem. 

Ms, CoHN, As best we can tell, the instances of child abuse do not 
vary acc^ording to rural or urban settings, and I think that whole 
myth about sexual abuse occurring more in rural settings has been 
exploded in the last couple of months. Just look at the letters we 
received alTter **Something About Amelia/' they are from every 
kind of community across the country, I think as our knowledge 
bas<» grows, we have a better sense of this and I will certainly 
submit information for the record. 

Mr. 1>:hman. You mentioned something about children that had 
health problems, physical disabilities and $o forth, that thev were 
tib*ised more than otherwise. I have a good friend thrt is a physical 
ltu'ni|)istt and he ^ays— he makes house calls, and he told me one 
i}\ his bi^g<*st problems in his physical therapy practice is the phys- 
ical abuse that his patients receive from other members of their 
families. Would that be a fairly acceptable statement based on your 
i'X|nTi<*nce?

Ms. CoMN. Then* is evidence Ihut suggests that, yes, 

Mr. Kkhman. And the lui^t auesljon— 1 <lon*t want to have to 

rrinvent th<' wh*'el, and tht*re are other countries that 1 am sure 

have the sana* pn>bl<*m.

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When I wn» on tht' hMucution Cbmmittee for the sheltered work- 
shops, I went to Vienna and Frankfurt to see how they were han- 
dling it, which was far superior to the way we are handling it as 
far as dealing with the problem of retanled children* I saw people 
doing things we haven^t come close to doing* 

In what other societies, even Third World or Japan or Western 
Europe or whatever, even Communist countries, are there pro- 
grams either sponsored by the government or in the private or 
nonprofit section that we can loi^ at or study that may give us 
some help in dealing with the same problems in this country* 
Many of those societies have boen much more stable than ours and 
have been deali jg with these same kinds of problems at some level 
over centuries* So I don't know if we ever have funds on this com* 
mittee to go someplace to study this problem, but maybe we could 
learn something from other countries and from other societies and 
from other cultures. 

Ms* CoHN. Most of the European nations have flagged child 
abuse as a signflcant problem and have begun to do things in that 
aren and in many cases their activities are ahead of ours, and in 
Home instances behind* Gnat Britian has some excellent treatment 
and preventive approaches to child abuse. In the Scandanavian 
countries you see some wonderfUl examples of home health visitor 
programs and providing child care opportunities for all parents 
that seem to be helpfuK However, I think the key really lies more 
in the values and the mores and the social fabric, if you will, of a 
nation* In China it is very rare to see children who are abused* 

Mr. Lehman. Where? 

Ms. CoHN. In China it is very rare to see child abuse, and I think 
it has to do with the values that that country and those people 
have about their children* They value their children more, p^r- 
htxp^. than anything else, and the notion of hitting a child, the 
notion of somehow abusing a child is so abhorrent to them that it 
doesn t happen very often. 

Mr. Lehman. The^ have a reference in the old Chinese culture 
through the generations* 

Ms. CoHN* So, I think there is a lot to learn from some nations 
because of the values that those people have about children, and 
there is a lot to learn from some other countries that have our 
same problems and similar values and trying too to combat the 
problem. 

Mr. Lkhman. If we had $r)0,(>OU to $100,04)0 to take members of 
this committee on a trip someplace, not a junket, but a real trip^ to 
*study what we could learn on child abuse from other countries^ 
where would you send us? 

Ms. (*onN. I would send you to Montreal next September because 
there is going to be an international congress on child abuse and 
neglect and there will be people from nations all over the world, 
from both developed and undeveloped countries talking about what 
it is that is going on in their couhtry. So with one short trip you 
could cover a lot of nations at one time. 

Mr. Lkhman. I think that would be gfKxi. 

What is Montreal itself doing? 

Ms. CoHN. The Canadians have a variety of interesting programs 
going on. 
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Mr. Li^HMAN. Better than uur»? Id the French Canadian different 
than the uritish Canadian? 

Ms* CoHN* I don't know that I can really give you a good sense 
of 

Mr. Lehman. I don't like conferences* 

I like to go right to see the school or the shelter workshop, or the 
child abuse center, or the placp where there are shelters for abused 
mothers and children in operation. I can learn more from that 
than I can from somebody reading a paper at a conference. I can 
understand. Other than that^ where would 3'ou go? I want to see a 
program working. 

Ms. CoHN. I am sort of biased* I would love to design a program 
for you that keeps you right in this country because I think there 
is phenominal things going on in New Jersey and New York and 
across the country. 

Mr* Lehman. I have no problems with that* 

Ms. CoHN. But if you really want to ^et a sense of how a societv, 
a whole society really cares for its children, so there is no child 
abuse, I think I would brush up on my Chinese and go to China* 

Mr. Lehman. That might not be a bad idea* OK, 1 yield to Mr* 
Bliley. 

Mr Bliley. Thank you, Mr Chairman* 

How many chapters of NCPCA are there in the United States? 
Ms. CoHN* We now have 46 chapters. Most of them are statewide 
and some of them cover a rejpon of a State* 
Mr* Bliley. Are there any overseas? 

Ms> CoHN. We have no formal activities outside of the United 
SUtes. 

Mr BuLEY* How many volunteers are involved? 

Ms* CoHN. It is difficult to count* We know it represents many 
thousands of volunteers* A given chapter may be working with sev- 
eral hundred people through its public education activities or its 
parenting classes and so on, so we don't have an exact number, but 
we know at least the membership of our chapters collectively is 
over 4,000. 

Mr* Bliley* What percentage of child sexual abuse takes place 
between family members? 
Ms. CoHN. Most* 

Mr. BuLEY> Of these, in what percentage of cases is the perpetra- 
tor a stepfather or someone not naturally related to the child? 

Ms> CoHN* 1 don't think that 1 can give you a figure that would 
necessarily be a true figure* It is a fairly high percent, but whether 
it be the ste;. ^ tther, the father or an uncle, we know that those 
three figures—a brother is the fourth— are the key figures in most 
cases of sexual abuse. 

Mr Bliley* How much of child abuse do you consider to be as a 
result of lack of knowledge on the part of parents? 

Ms. CoHN. I think all child abuse includes some lack of knowl- 
iHige or understanding on the part of parents, but there are all 
kinds of other factors that are also relevant. 

Mr. Bliley. Would you say it is more a lack of knowledge or 
more a result of a lack of emotional support? 

Ms. CoHN. I think both are equally important as are issues of 
stress that happens to be going on in a person's family at that 
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time* It muv bt^ unt'mployment, it may be flnancial difficulties* it 
may be alcoholism and druf; abuse^ it may be other things* 

Mr. BuLEV* What has your experience neen — I noted in your bro- 
chure that you are involved with the advertisin^f council in New 
York and also an ad agency^ Campbell Ewald* 

Ms. CoHN. Yes, sir* 

Mr BuL£Y* What has been your experience with the acceptance 
of this by media acr<^ the country and the willingness to air these 
public service announcements? 

Ms* CoHN. We have been overwhelmed with the reaction the 
media has had* In fact, last year the child abuse campaign spon< 
sored by the advertising council ranked third of all of their public 
service campaigns. 

You knowt they do Smokey the Bear and 3 whole host of other 
really well known and well utilized campaigns* 

The value of our campaign last year m terms of donated dollars 
was about $48 million* That is a very powerful advertising cam* 
paign and it reflects the commitment, I believe, on the part of the 
media to do something about this problem. 

Mr* Blilky. And the rraults after you did this* the response, the 
calMns, the reaction in the community? 

Ms. CoHN. I think our best measure of the response to the cam* 
paim has to do with the public polls that we have been able to do 
ana have also had Louis Harris & Associates do* that give us a 
measure of how aware the public is now of the problem* Clearly 
there are a lot of things that have contributed to the publics 
awareness* States and local groups have done some of their own 
public awaraiess campaigns and there has been a lot in the press 
and so on. But it is clear tbat since we started this continuous na- 
tional campaign in 1976» awareness on the part of the public has 
gone from maybe 1 out of every 10 adults recognizing something 
called the battered child syndrome and over 90 percent of the adult 
population not only being aware of the problem^ but understanding 
the different types of abuse and neglect, the connection to unem* 
ployment and economic stress as well as various forms of criminal 
or delinquent behavior 

Mr* Bliley. Thank you* 

Mr* Lehman. Before we go to Mr Anthony^ Mr Miller^ chairman 
of the select committee^ has a statement for the record and without 
objection, it will be inserted in the proper place in the record* 

Mr. Anthony* Thank you, Mr* Chairman. 

Ms. Cohn^ you made a statement which I think we probably all 
agree with* It is an ideal we will never reach but should always 
strive for 

You said the solution was the moral fabric of a nation* We say 
the United States is the most moralistic society in the world* We 
talk about our freedom of speech, our freedom of movement, and 
all the great things we have, yet we know we are spending billions 
of dollars, as you noted in your testimony* after the fact of child 
abuse* 

I spent 10 years of my life dealing with child abuse cases similiar 
to the ones you described, before I came to Congress. One case that 
I recall concerns a gentleman who went to Vietnam and came back 
a total nervous wreck* One of the neighbors brought his child into 
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my ofTiee one day- 1 wuh thr local prosecuting attorney— the child 
had what appeared to be cigarette burns on nis right side» under 
his tongue, between the index finger on both hands, and then Uke- 
wise between the big toe and the n^xt toe* 

I subpoenaed him and I asked him, "How did that occur?'* He 
s£iid* thut he was burning trash and it was all pn accident 

It was obvious he was a gentleman under a great deal of strestit 
from a moral commitment that his country had asked him to live 
up to; for example* serving in a war he probably didn*t want to 
fight in* 

1 guess my real question* knowing that the total solution is not 
going to be the moral faUric of ou** country, is where does Federal 
involvement. State involvement, church involvement* and private 
enterprise involvement all fit in? 

We are a non legislative committee, yet we can make reports to 
legislative committees about whether or not there needs to be more 
Federal involvement. 

You have mentioned sc^veral areas where you say prevention can 
l)e identitliKi* Quickly looking over them, they all appear to require 
some money and/or some effort* Could you quickly summiirize 
where you think the Federal Government should be involved 
versus involvement from other sources? 

Ms« (X>HN* Let me mention one* I think there is a very clear role 
for the Federal Government in encouraging States to do something 
that would create the dollars that are necessary to accompltsn 
.some of these prevention goals. There is a piece of legislation that 
was introduced in Kansas a few years ago, and passed^ and since 
been ptistted in VA other States called the ^children's trust fund/' In 
about half of the States where that trust fund has passed, the law 
actually adds some kind of surcharge or tax onto marriage licenses 
or birth certificates — in some States, $10 in others* In the other 
half of the States, instead of a special surcharge, citizens actually 
have an opportunity on their income tax refund form to check off a 
Ih>x that will take $10 out of their refund or $5 and put it into a 
pecial children*s trust fund* 

Now, in these 14 States those dollars are not a line item in the 
State s budget but rather a special pot of money that is developed 
through these special taxes or checkofTs, and those dollars are used 
rxi*luHivcly for local child abuse prevention or family violence pre^ 
vention activities. It has been a marvelous opportunity for those 
few States to develop a new source of dollars without competing or 
taking away dollars from the treatment end, and to provide oppor- 
tunitiefs for local groups to actually begin to develop prevention ac- 
ttvitit*s. 

So 1 think one important role for the Federal Government and 
for your conmiittee to play might be to develop wa^s to encourage 
StateiJ across the country to develop similar legislation. 

Mr Antmonv. Then you see the Federal rile as developing na- 
tional policy: that jh* more of a national spokesman rather than 
getting involved with more l'*gislation, or appropriating more dol- 
lar»; to the States through block grants and^or appropriated pro- 
grams? 

Ms> (\>HN> 1 am certainly not a person who is opposed to some 
itiereat^ed Federal support in these areas, but my belief is that at 
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this moment that inny Ih* siH'ondary to actually encouraging things 
to hapiHm at the Stato an<l local level* There a public out there 
that is so concerned about this problem and so anxious to do some* 
thing, they need to know what to do* ^ 

There is a tremendous amount that can be accomplished through 
volunti'er efforts. When I think about Parents Anonymous and 
what they have been able to accomplish, it gives a wonderTul sense 
of just how true that is* With the few dollars and with the right 
people involved, and incentives for them to be involved* a lot can 
be accomplbhed* 

It is my feeling that right now we need to take advantage of that 
concern on the part of the general public, the concern in communi- 
til's to do something, and make sure that at least those minimal 
dollars are available to those people so they can get started* 

Mr* Anthony* Before I leave you* let me ask you to do e little 
extra work on one of my pet peeves— the foster parent program* 
Unfortunately when we had a susppcted child abuse case in mv ju- 
risdiction—it was a five-county an that I represented in southern 
Arkansas— we would go to the support areas* Many times that en- 
Uxilvil going to the juvenile court and trying to put the child into 
some temporary safe custody, which was a foster parent type situa* 
tion* 

1 must admit 1 was not totally satisfied with the outcome in 
many of the foster parent cases, where you had termination of nat- 
ural parents* rights and sought adoptive procedures* Is there any- 
thing that your association or group could do to advise us on that? 
From lO years of experience I can say that there is a breakdown in 
this system and we need more State and local coordination* Thank 
you* 

Ms* CoHN* Thank you* I concur 

Mr* Lehman* Mr* Bliley. 

Mr* Bi.tLEV* No additional questions* 

Mr* Lkhman* The only question—I have one other question— one 
is that ^ou mentioned these trust fund moneys. There is a shortfall 
in the tunds available^ I assume, to provide for the needs that you 
set** Is there a way that we could recommend to one of the other 
committees^ some kind of a Federal assistance to the States as a 
form of leverage to increase these trust funds* that you see as a 
badly needed asset to deal with these problems? 

Ms. CoHN. 1 think that is the very kind of incentive that a lot of 
States will need to get that kind of legislation going* I think that is 
an excellent idea. 

Mr. Lehman* I have another question for the record for you here* 
and we are not going to China because I think there are so many 
other factors involved in that culture* but I was tnring to think of 
someplace either in this country or in Western Europe that had 
similar cultures that we could adjust to^ not the culture but the 
way tK<v deal with the problem. And of all the Western European 
. jties I have been to, I find that Glasgow, Scotland seems to spend 
more and do mon* for their children in the form of health, eouca- 
ti<tn* and welfare than anv city that 1 have ever been to, especially 
in relation to its economic |)roblems* And if you could look into 
that and sei* how it is either in this country or in Western Europe^ 
because it is hard for us to adjust to how they are dealing with 
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children in ('hina« how they might be dealing with children in 
Dakar or even in South America. But we should be able to see how 
programs are working in Scotland or programs are working in Rot* 
terdam or some place like this* I think we have a lot to learn with- 
out reinventing the wheel 

Thank you very much. 

Ms. CoHN. Thank you. 

Mr. Li:hman. We have panel No. 1. 

Before we do bring this panel forwards Ms. Pae Deaton, the social 
worker, is accompanied by a parent from Virginia, that for reasons 
of privacy, will have to tesAlfy without being recognized. So until he 
is able to come . n and be behind the screen, I have no choice but to 
rrapect his wish and ask that the room be cleared for just a couple 
of minutes until we can reestabli^ this person behind the screen. 
So, give me the courtesy and we will have you right back in here.

Mr. Lehman. The first people that will be twtifying on the panel 
will be Leonard Lieber and Cheri Stevens* Are you here?

Mr. Lehman. Ms. Stevens. I am glad to have the social workers 
onboard. I think the social workers are perhaps the first ones to 
identify this problem of any of the professionals that I have had 
expenence with. We would like to hear your statement It is eftsen* 
tied that you summarize it. 

Without objection, those statements in their entirety wiU ba in* 
serted in the record, so we will take the two of you and Uiep we 
will do questions and answers before we move forward to the next 
witness, so go ahead and summari2e your statement and either one 
of you can move first. 

STATKMKNT OF LEONARD LIEBER, EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR, 
PARENTS ANONYMOUS, SAN JOSE, CA 

Mr. LiEDER. Thank you, Mr* Chairman* We will be as «»oonomical 
with our time here m we are with our program* 

We really appreciate the opportunity of being with you today to 
make a few comments about things which we see around the 
United States and beyond where we have our program. Although I 
orncitilly represent the Parents Aoonymous national organization 
for parents and children experiencing child abuse, my colleagues 
from California and Virginia will direct their comments about the 
PA program and its impact on families at risk of child abuse* 

Mr. Lieber. My name is Leonard Lieber* I am the executive di* 
rector of the National Parents Anonymous organisation* I was in* 
volved with the development of the program as it began in south- 
ern California some 15 years ago* 

M^ brief comments are more general and concern the human 
sen'ices field. I think I can make some comments on that issue be- 
cause I believe I was one of the first protective services workers in 
the United States when Los Angeles County received some Federal 
funding in 1965-66 for protective services and we each had — five of 
us workers— each had a population area of I million people to 
serve as a protective services worker, and I must say, w^ probably 
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had mure fun in our work then because we knew less and people 
didn't expect as much from us then 

Mr* Lrhman. You said you had more fun or funds? 

Mr* LiEBEH* Fun* In a sense, we have learned how to have fun in 
working with child abuse* There is a way of doing that, and, not 
hiAn^ facetious, it is a matter of feeling good about doing things 
that are very productive for people* 

You. as a factfrnding committee* have heard much testimony in 
the imst several months abjut the decline in services to America's 
chilaren. in great part because of cutbacks in real dollars from 
public funds to support certain basic children's needs* They include 
minimal nutrition, housing, freedom of abuse and neglect and the 
like* 

These concerns are of merit and must be addressed for money 
buys coordination of services and certain crucial life supporting 
items, if nothing else. Yet, it is imperative for everyone to accept 
the argument that human misery does not go away ^ust because 
you throw money at it* Many of us learned this lesson in the Great 
Socif'ty era of the I960's when billions of dollars seemingly bought 
little for those for whom the mone^ was originally intended* 

I may sound extremely hardlined and conservative* Perhaps 
tho84* are some of my Indiana roots sh<ming* However, I have spent 
most of my life in California which has helped put some creativity 
into the pragmatism, that I learned early on in my first 12 years. 

What people cannot purchase with someone else*s money is pride 
and self-^worth unless they sense some control over their own lives* 
We have learned much in efforts to establish a self-help program 
for persons with child abuse problems. Our activities began in 1970 
in southiTH California* Many of the people with whom we have 
worked nationwide have received social services from heavily 
funded public agencies and the trained staff within* Yet, the turna- 
round in these families* lives came when th^ used the support and 
guidance of each other and of volunteers— professionals and lay 
persons alike— in a self-^help setting in which virtually no money 
changed hands* Our program now involve 8,000 such volunteers 
who are doing laying on of hands in a very emotional way with 
each other* 

Ah an e;(umplis we quote the study of 11 federally funded child 
abusi' ;md ni'^li'ct projects, completed in the late 1970's by Berke* 
ley {Manning Associates: 

We (mnd that fmrvnt» who participated in Parents Anonymous* irrespective of 
v^'hati>Vi*r r»ther M«*rvicf^ they rt*ceivcdr wen? significantly More likely to have their 
l>ri»i»N*4ns n»}M»tvi^l than dit^ntft who did not participate in this service* 

Wo have heard from human service personnel throughout the 
United States and beyond who utilize self-help programs for every- 
thing fnm child abuse treatment and prevention to mutual sup 
l>ort for widows, open heart surgery patients and parents of chil- 
rirc'ii with tormina! illnesHes* Hiey Hnd it t»ossibte to function 
hotter on the job because they have this access to auxiliary serv- 
ices. 

By aUf^mentitiM ^ *4r'r vices they offer to self-help programs, the 
cost efTectiveness 't**^ jur own case load increases* because they 
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an* tr('t*d up to scrvt* Jidditional persons referred from the commu- 
nity. 

Recent reports by the National Institute of Mental Health, the 
National Center on Child Abuse and Neglect, Leonard Borman and 
his associates of the Self-Help Center in Evanston, IL, Frank Reis8^ 
man at the Self-Help Clearing House in New York and staff at the 
National Clearinghouse on Family Violence within the Canadian 
(Tovernmentt all point to the unquestioned value of self-help for a 
myriad of human problems. 

It seems to a number of us that if more money is being requested 
by child serving agencies, a requirement be mandated tnat perroa* 
nt^nt plans be formulated and carried out to build in self-help pn> 
grams within these settings. And I am not talking about expensive, 
one time only demonstration projects that disappear when the 
money goes away. I am talking about establishing an agency phi- 
losophy and policv which literally gives its consumer recipients the 
responsibility ana freedom to help themselves, apart from grants, 
stipends or the like. 

I know that getting people to change, especiall* professionals, is 
not easy. Yet we owe America's taxpayers the best return on their 
dollars. We at Parents Anonymous have received public moneys for 
some time and pride ourselves on trying to find the most cost effec- 
tive means to empower people to improve their living circum- 
stances* utilizing the power of professional expertise^ volunteerbm 
and self-help« in the process. For every dollar in cash we have re- 
t'eived over the past decade, we have been able to leverage $10 in 
donated time and service. 

I would have to mention that our children in the treatment pn> 
gram began to receive assistance 2 years ago with help from the 
Federal Government. We have leveraged that small amount of 
money into 40 communities where the pn^ram is operating. We 
have at this moment over 1,000 kids in the program. It is running 
ab«)ut $H0 p^r child per service per year. This is a matter of getting 
[H*op|e involved and doing something fon out of a labor of love, not 
just because they are getting paid to do it. 

We challenge others to do the same or at least be more willing to 
help develop and su|jport a national policy on self-help in this 
country, paiticularly in the area of children's services, which will 
probably never have the kind of funding base which it so necessari- 
ly <leservi*H. 

As you all know* ILK. 1!)04 recently passed by an overwhelming 
nuijority. This legislation calls for continued support of the Nation- 
al Tenter on C!hi]d Abuse and Neglect and other selected family vi* 
nU*nce eflorts. Amended language also gave support ior self-help 
pnt^ratiis. 

It niUHt be pjinted out to you today that funding for the Parents 
Anonymous National Program, the most successful and visible 
sin^U* child abuse pnjgram ever funded by the Federal Govern* 
nient, will lose its su|jport fmm Washington in a year. H.R. 1!)04 
(lid not s|it^city oii^oin^ supimrt for Parents Anonymous. 

To date, we have rt^^eived the endorsement of four White House 
adniinistrations. niany Members of past and present C!on«resseSt 
Time, Newswtn^k, U S. News & World Ke|>ort tntma^ines, "(iO Min* 
utes."

Thank you for the opportunity to expreas our ideas and views today. 

Although 1 officially represent the rarents Anonymous ne^onal omanization for 
parents and children etperiencing child abuse, n^ oolteeguea from Calilbmia and 
Vif^ia will direct their comntents about the PA program and its impact on &mi- 
lies at risk of child abuse.

Yet* it is imperative for everyone to accept the argument that human misery does 
not go away Just because you throw m<mey at it Mai^ of us learned thb lesacm in 
the Great Society era of the 1960's when billions of dollars seemingly bmi|^t little 
for those for whom the money was originally Intended. 

MThat people cannot purchase with somemie else's money is pride and self-worth 
unless they sense some control over their own lives. 

We have learned mu^ in our efforts to estabUdi a self*help pronam for perBons 
with child abuse problems. Our activities began in 1970 In Southern Csltfbmia. 
Many of the people with whom we have worked nationwide have received social 
services from heavily iUnded public agmdes and the trained staff within. 

Yet the turnaround in many of tneee fSamllies' lives came when thev used the 
support a*id guidance of each other and of voluuteer^profeflsionals and f^y persons 
alike— in a self help setting in which virtually no money changed hwda As an ex- 
ample, m quote the study of eleven federally tUnded chUdf rJ»use and neglect 
proiectSt completed in the Im 19T0's b^ Berkeley Planning Associates.

Recent reports by the National Institute of Mental Health* the National Center 
on Child Abuse and N^lect.

HTATEMKNT OF CHKKI STEVKNS, NORTHERN CALIKORNIA COOR- 
DINATOR FOR PARENTS ANONYMOUS AND THE CHILDREN'S 
TREATMENT <:<M)RDINATOR, SANTA CLARA COUNTY, CA 

Ms. Stevens. Thank you* 

Thank you, it is indeed a pleasure for me to be here with you 
today. I am a bit nervous* It is the first time I have done this* 

I am Cheri Stevens, and I am the northern California coordina* 
tor for Parents Anonymous and the children's treatment coordina- 
tor in Santa Clara County, CA* 

We have been very successful in our county with Parents Anony- 
mous. We have many volunteers who have donated their time, 
sorvici'Ht and support to help abusive families in Santa Clara 
County. 

What I would like to talk to you about is how does a parent get 
involved* what is the process, and what happens after it is all oyer? 
Wi* hnve a parent in our group who wanted her story told* This is 
.in excellent opportunity to let you know how a parent starts out 
beinff abusive. 

This woman adopted 2 children B years ago* The night that she 
tame home with these two children she was abusing her youngest 
daughter who at that time was 2 years old* The abuse continued 
lar many months. When she went to her family's pediatrician to 
tell him that i^ometinies she sptinlied her kids hard enough to leave 
m^^rks on them he looked at her and he said^ "Hey^ don*t worry 
about it. A lot of moms spank their kidft* It is part of their growing 
up*^* 
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When shr MfKikr to hrr husband about it* when he saw the 
brui84^, the murktf* the tearsi hid response to her was, **Don*t 
worry, dear. Tomorrow will be a better day/* 

Tomorrow did not get better It got a lot worse. When she tried 
to speak to her own mother about it, her mother's excuse to her 
wa», ''If you had been able to bear your own children^ you would 
not be abusing these children/' 

One night this mom had a particularly rough, abusive time with 
her oldest daughter. She slapped her repeatedly across the face, 
causing bruise marks, and at one point she threw her across the 
room. The child hit her head. She passed out. She came to with the 
mother standing over her screaming at her to get up, wanting des> 
peratel^ for this child not to be hurt but still very, very angry that 
this child would dare to pass out. 

That night when the woman's husband came home he looked at 
his daughter, asked K^r what happened* she glanced at her mom, 
looked back at her dad and said* *^ was playing in mv room and I 
tripDed and fell on my toys. That is how I hurt myself. 

That happened in mid-November of 1978. For the next 6 weeks 
that mother did not lay one hand on either one of her children. 
She was deathlv afraid of what might happen. She saw a program 
one night on television, it was on a public television station. It was 
titled 'Raised in Anger." It was narrated by Ed Asner. It was an 
hour-long, four segmented pn>gram about child abuse. In that pro- 
gram that mom saw herself in each one of the segments including 
the last one where a father slapped his 7-month*old son across the 
face and killed him because his ring hit the baby in the temple of 
his head. That mom realized at that point just how close she came 
to killing her own daughter 

The following day she got in touch with the Parental Stress Hot- 
line in San Jose, CA, who put her in touch with Parents Anony- 
mous. The following night that mom got started in a group. Her 
husband did not want her to go. The adoption was not finalized* He 
was afraid someone would find out and take these children. This 
mom wanted her kids taken from her, but yet she did not want to 
give up being a mom, either. 

As this mom continued in the Parents Anonymous program, she 
had to examine where she had been as a child, what was her life 
like growing up, what had happened to hen wha*' events led up to 
her becoming an abusive parent. This mom finally had to admit 
thtit her parents had been abusive. She had l)een physically* ver- 
bally, and emotionally abused most of her growing up time. She 
had also been sexually molested by her father anoby two uncles 
who had both tried to coerce her into incestuous relationships. At 
2ii years of age she was raped, and when she told her mother about 
it the following day, her mother said, ^'Just put it out of your mind. 
Nobody will believe that that is what really happened.'* 

She went through two marriages where there was a great deal of 
spousal abuse in both of them. At one point she almost lost her 
own life. When she married again for the third time she thought 
that this time thi$t is going to be right* 1 have chosen the ri^ht 
person* And instead she chose a man who was emotionally abusive. 

This mom had to finally come to grips with all of this. It was dif- 
ficult to do. It was difficult to look back over the past. She had a 
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lot of peopl«^ in tht* PA pro^frtim who were supportive, who were 
there at any hour of the day or night so that she could call them 
when those feelings of rage ^ot to be at a point that was over- 
whelming, where sne was afraid she would hurt her children* 

That mom has since gone on to volunteer a great deal of time to 
Parents Anonymous* Sne became a chairperson of her local chap* 
ter* She operated a 24-hour hotline* She has been on radio and tele- 
vision* She does sensitivity training with the San Jose Police De- 
partment, which has a force of over 800 uniformed ofTioers* She 
worked with the juvenile and adult court systems* 

Throughout all of this this mom has been growing and learning, 
and her children are very safe and protected now* Her children are 
now 8 and 10 years of age* If this mom did not have Parents Anon- 
ymous to turn to 6 years ago, her oldest daughter would be dead* 
That is a fact* That mom would be in jail or worse, she would have 
ended up committing suicide herself* Instead that mom has been 
^iven the opportunity to have her stonr told because she did get 
help4 because there were people there* That mom is very proud to 
my that that mom is me ana that I am here* I knew that my day 
hud finally come when my oldest daughter, a vear-and-a-half after 
I started in the group, came up to me one nignt as I was running 
around getting ready for group* Jennie askedi ^^Mom« you going to 
Parents Anonymous tonight?'^ 

Isaid, 'TesJam*'' 

She saidi ''Do you have to go for vourself?'' 

I looked at this child whom I had almost killed* And I turned the 
question back on her 8nd asked her how she felt about it* She an- 
swered "Well, Mom, you don^t hit us anymore and you don't yell at 

us*" 

She then asked, "Do you go to PA now so you can help other par- 
ents so other kids don't get abusec^?" 
And I said, "Yes, that is what I io/' 

And this little bitty girl came up to her 6-foot-tall mom and 
wrapped her arms around my legs and saidi "Momi I am really 
prouo of you*" 

That is what it is all about* It is when our kids know that we 
have gotten better* 
Thank you verv much* 

Mr Lehman* I am not tryinf^ to psychoanalyze you, but it is the 
first time I have heard a professional use the word "mom'' instead 
of "mother*'^ I always thmk of "mom" as a term a child uses to 
address her own mother* Apparently you were so emotionally in- 
volved with this group of people ana so familiar to them that you 
spoke of them as that mom* I have never heard exactly the term 
that way from just the standpoint. Do you use that word "mom" 
when you talk in your day-to-day life as a social worker instead of 
using the word "mother"? 

Ms* Stevbns* I certainly do« because even though we might be 
professionals (I am now in a para professional capacity)« I am still a 
mom but basically more than anything, I am a human being. I am 
a person* That is what we all are* Mr Lehman, to clarify for the 
record my use of the word "Mom'' in my previous testimony, I am 
that "Mom" that I was speaking of* I am not a police officer, social 
worken probation officer, not a licensed therapist. I am considered 
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a [mratir<>(i^ioiui! rx[t4'rt in thi* (!hild Abu»e and Family Violence 
tH*)d», tloweven my two duughtcr^ junt call me Mom, 

Mr. Lehman, Whatever you call them. The one question I have is 
in our area of south Florida, we have one council run by the Junior 
U*a«ue in combination with the Conference of Jewish Women, we 
havp <ither8 run by churches, various county organizations, local 
Kovornment urgani/ations, and State health and human services. 
What role does Parents Anonymous play in brin^in^ these nonprof- 
it (groups, church, and Government groups together in some form of 
community network to take care of these problems as they appear? 

Ms, Sticvens, In Santa Clara County we have a council on child 
nbuHtv It is a county-run council that includes representatives from 
each of the different agencies to coordinate their efforts to provide 
services. We have a law that has been pasi^, SB-14, in California, 
that I think is goinK to be very good once it gets off and running, in 
that services must be provided for abusive parents, 

Mr Lehman, Does the Junior League, National Conference of 
Jewish Women^ are you involved with them out in Santa Clara? 

Ms, Stkv^inh. Yes, we are 

Mr LicHMAN, You work with them as nonprofit as well as with 
tho local and State agencies? 
Ms Stkvkns. That is correct. 
Mr. Lkhman. How do you bring them together? 
Ms. Stkvens, Very difficultly at times. 
Mr. Lkmman. Everybody wants their territory, 
Ms, Stkvkns. That is very true* 
Mr Lkhman, Thank you very much, 
Mr Bliley, 

Mr BuKHY, Thank you. 

Mr Lieber, in your testimony you say Parents Anonymous is the 
most successful child abuse program ever funded by the Federal 
(tovernment. (*ould you please give us more particulars about the 
sutWsH of Parents Anonymous? The numbers of families served 
and the cost of the program? 

Mr, LiKBEK, There have been about four separate research stud- 
ies done on the PA program since we were federally funded in 
l!(7 t. The first one had to do with the effectiveness of the overall 
pn^mm and some of the dynamics of the people who were in- 
volved HO we could find out who we were serving. That program^ 
that evaluation was done by an outside company in Tucson, AZ, It 
was found that within 2 to H weeks of joining Parents Anonymous 
groups back then most parents who had physical abuse problems 
^{topped physically abusing their children. It is not that difllcult to 
sto|> physieally abusing children if ^u havo the right kind of sup- 
port group. What is more difTicult ia emotional abuse and neglect 
ol children, because you can be literally miles away from your kids 
and still abuse them emotionally and otherwise. 

That study was followed b^ the Berkeley Planning Associates 
evaluation, which was carluT mentioned, on 11 federally funded 
<*hi]d abuse programs which used different kind of methods to deal 
with child abuse— individual counselingt familjr counseling, self- 
help. whate\'er. Again referring to that study, it was found that 
perhaps the single most effective means of intervention with fami- 
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lieH was thv use* of \HH*r Kruup Helf-holp, especially when it could be 
au|{niented by other kind^ of things* 

Half of our members are involved with other forms of services 
such as individual or family counseling* We certainly have always 
encouraged pwp\e to use whatever services can be of benefit to 
thrtn. but the studies have indicated that when you are involved 
with someone who knows how you feel and who have gone through 
the expc*rience that you have Kone through, th^ have a very spe^ 
ctal tmrapeutic quality on you, and help you to feel not alone, not 
afraid, and capable for perhaps the first time in your life* 

There was a study done by the Center for Governmental Re- 
search in Rochester, NY for the State of New York to determine 
the effect of confidentiality used hy the Parents Anonymous system 
in that State* It was found that virtually half the people who 
became involved with the PA program in their study would have 
never surfaced in any type of public or private services because 
they were too unwilling and too afraid to own up to their problems 
in any setting except that of a self-help program. It was^lso found 
that the involvement which they had was beneficial in that their 
experience helped them to reduce or stop child abuse. 

The most current evaluation going on with the PA program has 
tu do with our currently funded children's treatment piogram 
where we have approximately 100 groups in 40 cities throughout 
the United States serving about a thousand children right now* 
The first information that came through^ and I did bring some of it 
with mt\ basically spoke to what kinds of problem the kids were 
experiencing* What we are finding is that we have access perhaps 
to as much information about the problem of child abuse with chil- 
dren as anybody because our network is so large* 

One of the most interwting statistics that we were able to pick 
up was that virtually half the teenagers who were involved in our 
pn^ram reported that they are alcoholic, which we had always 
sort of suspected* But it was really dramatic to see that come out* 
Some of the other information indicated that children as young as 
2 and and 4 were showing 5 and 6 and 7 and 8 different kinds of 
very, very serious problems, from mistrust of authority to being 
afraid of the dark* 

The current evaluation that is going on has to do with the actual 
efHectiveness of the various programs in which our kids are in* 
volvedt whether they be teen mothers or whether they be infants, 
whether they be, as you will hear with our Virginia program, teen- 
agers who are helping other abused children as paraprofessionals. 
S() the evaluation is going on, showing that the program has made 
a positive effect, is very, very inexpensive, and is capable of lever- 
agin^; private support as well as helping our State and local organi** 
nations obtain additional dollars that come through the Federal 
services* 

Mr* Bulky* Thank you very much. I have a couple other ques- 
tions but I wilt submit them to you for the record* 

Andi Mr Chairman, if it is in order, I would like to make a 
unanimous-consent request that that information that you have 
just mentioned be made a part of the record* 

Mr LEHMAN. Without otgection* 
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Mr* BiiLKY* Mh. SU'VenN, in your opinion, what is the secret 
behind the success of Farentu Anonymous? 

Ms* Stevens* In my experience it is Itnowing that there are other 
people who have the same problem that you do* That you are not 
alone* That somebody has had a success in dealing with their 
abuse, of knowing that there are people you can call at any time^ 
day or night, that will be there for you* 

Mr Blilev. In your opinion and from your experience* which 
would you say is the most damaging to children, physical abuse, 
which you can ul\en see, or the emotional abuse from name-calling 
or n^lect? 

Ms* Stevens. In my opinion, short of killing a child through 
hysical child abuse, vetiml and emotional abuse arv the worst 
inds of abuses* Those you cannot see* Those you cannot put a pic- 
ture up on a TV screen and sensationalize it* Those do not lead to 
any outside marks* It is a!l on the inside, and those are much more 
dimcuU to deal with* 

Mr. Bi*iLEY* I thank you* I have a couple more questions, but like 
Mr* Lieber, I will give them to you and you can submit them for 
*he record* 

Thank you, Mr* Chairman* 

[The information follows:] 

Mr. BuLEV. C6uld you please explain the importance of nan^professionala and vol- 
unteer profeesionals to the succm or Parents AnonymouB? 

Ms, ^TKVCNS* The importance of volunteers in making f^^^nts Anonymous a sue* 
cess lies in the fact that neither professional nor non-profmsiooal volunteers are 
paid for their services. In this way* Parents Anonymous does not have to (nor have 
they ever) charged for services rendered to abusive parents. Our organisation is 
based on voluntarism thereby cutting costs and overh^ prevalent in other organi- 
zations. Volunteer |>rofessionalB ofTer their ''book leamln'^ which is V0t7 impor- 
tant and nonproTesBtonals, such as former atnisive parents* can ofTei* their eipertloe 
in dealing witn abusive families. 

Mr* Lehman* Mr* Anthony 

Mr* Anthony* Thank you, Mr* Chairman* 

Ms* Stevens^ you indicated in your testimony very ^rai^ically 
and in a heart-rendering way about your daughter grabmne you by 
the leg* She obviously at that point had gained some confidence in 
you and apparently you bad gained some confidence in yourself* I 
wonder if you would detail for the record what you consider to be 
8ume of the factors and circumstances that evolved to create the 
confidence in yourself which established that trust between you 
and your child* 

Ms* Stevens* I think one of my first recollections that I felt I was 
getting better was when I got very angry one evening, this wasi oh^ 
maybe a month after I had started in the Parents Anonymoub pro* 
gram* Being very angry, I did not hit my daughter* Instead I 
walked out of the room, and I slammed my fist against a door* It 
hurt like anything* I realized that I could have very well stood 
there and taken out my rage on this child* But when I hit that 
door 1 realized how hard I was hitting because I hurt myself* And I 
started laughing* I was so proud of myself Whei. my ex-husband 
came home from work that night I told him* I did not hit her* I hit 
the door* He walked over to see if I had damaged the door* And 
that was probably about the middle of the end* I cannot say it was 
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the beginning of the end of our marriage^ but about the middle of 
it* 

I knew that when I could sit on my hands and keep myself from 
moving forward to my children to do something to take out my 
ungeri that I had gotten better* I knew that when I could keep my 
mouth shut, and that was the hardest part to stop^ the verbal 
abuse, learning how to zip your lip is a lot hartler than learning 
how to sit on your hands and not use them on your child* Each 
time, there were baby steps at Hrst* and I would go five steps for- 
ward and maybe two or three steps back* But I hacf already made a 
forward progression. So I knew I was getting better And when my 
kids did not flinch if I raised my voice^ I knew that they were 
learning to trust me, as I was learning to trust myself* 

Mr* Anthony* So I hear you saying that you really learned the 
skill of control 

Ms. Stevens* Control* 

Mr* Anthony. You do not consider yourself cured, then? 

Ms* Stkvens* No; I do not* I maintain that that feeling, that rage 
is always going to be in there* There are a lot of things that have 
happened and I have let go of many of them* But that feeling of 
rage is there* What I do with it now is very different than what I 
did with it ti yearn ago. 

Mr. Anthony* So you had a program that brought you in for 
some treatments* Through your own action with it^ you feel like 
you have gained the inner control^ you need in order to gain your 
family s trust? 

Ms* Strvens. That is correct* 

Mr* Anthony* What skills have you learned from your personal 
experience that you could now transfer as you try to work with 
other parents and other abused family situations? 

Ms* Stkvkns* I think one of the best thin^ I have learned is that 
now that I am in the capacity that I am in with Parents Anony- 
mous and dealing with many law enforcement agencies in the 
county, that some of the newer parents tend to look at me as that 
authority figure, and that I have heard it time and again, ''You 
could not p^ibly understand what I am going through*'' That is 
when I tell them my story* Then we get on about the business of 
changing their behavior patterns. 

Like I said, we have set up a 24-hour hotline so that parents can 
call other parents who have been through it, who are learning how 
to stop* Just having that voice on the other end of the phone that 
says "*' really understand, I know what you are going through/' 
that probably is more important than anything, of knowing that 
that jmrent can call and say, **I put my kid m his room, I am 
afraia to go in there. I am afraid of what I might do.^' And have 
somebody else say, '*Would you like me to come over?'* 

Jast knowing that there is someone there that will lend that 
hand that is needed, I have been able to learn those skills and been 
able to pass those skills on* It did not happen overnight* My abi^se 
did not start overnight and end overnight. Where I came from was 
*tO-some years ago* 

Mr* Anthony* Thank you very much* I think you have made a 
very valuable contribution to our record* 

Ms. Stevens* Thank you, Mr Anthony* 
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Mr Anthonv. What wc^ urc' trying to establish today is trying to 
seek solutions to this problem. 
Ms^ Stevens. Thank you. 
Mr Anthony. I yield back to the chairman. 
Mr Lbhman. Thantyou. 

Mr Lrhman. If there are no other questions, we will move on to 
Fae Deaton. If you will summarize your statement, without objec* 
tion the entire statement will be submitted in its entirety for the 
record. 

STATEMENT OF FAE DEATON, LCSWt LP€t ACCOMPANIED BY 
PARENT FROM VIRGINIA 

Ms. Deaton. Mr Chairman, honorable committee members, I am 
Fae Deaton^ I am a psychiatric social worker with Community 
Mental Health Center in Norfolk, VA. I also have the honor to be 
coK:oordinator of the Virginia Beach Chapter of Parents United, 
Daughters and Sons United, Adults Molested as Children United 
chapter there^ and am coordinator of Parents United of Virginia 
My focus is more on the local networking of what we do mth our 
Parens United and treatment pieces, and since networking is the 
issue, I also woutd like to mention that I am on the State board of 
the Virginia diapter for the National Committee for the Preven- 
tion of Child Abuse, Virginia Bmrd of Parents Anonymous, the 
Norfolk Committee for the Prevention of Child Abuse, and the Vir* 
ginia Beach Multidiscipline Team. 

In these roles, I am able to observe the kinds of networking that 
is necessary to provide the support service to bring treatment to 
the various members of the community who have experienced child 
sexual abuse, either as a child, and now an adult who was molested 
as a child, or as the perpetrator who has molested that person's 
own chitd, or as the spouse of the perpetrator and the parent of the 
abused child. 

In Virginia we are fortunate that we have eight chapters out of 
the total no chapters that are established throughout the United 
States — which also does include two chapters of Parents United in 
Canada. There are four chapters in the Tidewater, VA, area 

Anne Cohn was mentioning the children's defense fund in the 
State of Virginia. We have b&en able to establish that under the 
title of the family violence fund, and have recently received funds 
through that and the State Department of Social Services to devel* 
op a children's play« a musical, called "Hugs and Kisses/' which is 
Kofng to be presented at the» I believe it is the thirdt national 
Hi'xuul victimisation conferencet here in Washington in April. 

There are many areas of our program that are very positive. One 
of them is the fact that we have such a good linkage between the 
different components that are needed to treat this problem. We 
have a team we recommend be established in a variety of cities. 
This includes sijcial services and the police department who go out 
to rt'spond to thr reports of child sexual abuse and investigate as a 
joint component, and very quickly then the cases are referred to 
therapy for evaluation and assessment, and an involvement with 
the Parents United support program. 
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As with PareiitH Anonymous, we have found it to be very valua* 
ble to have family membi*n» who have experienced this problem 
reach out to other individuals who are just coming into the system^ 
and experiencing the effects of the shame and the horror and real* 
i/iition that occurs for the nonabusing parent — and for ease of con* 
vendition, I am Koing to use 'tather' for the perpetrator, even 
though we know now many more mothers are being discovered as 
having molested their children also— but we have felt such a 
shame, I beheve, in being unwilling to look at this as a national 
program or problem, just as in saying, that there was an esti- 
mation of 1 in 1 million child sexual abuse cases occurring. I have 
over ^^0 such cases in my caseload who are adults nowt who were 
molested as children then, that is, 23 years ago. The national esti- 
mate is thatt supposedly^ cases are being reported at 800 per mil- 
lion, and are occurring, according to the national child abuse fig* 
ures, in 10 percent of the population* 

Well, if you figure 800 people in 1 million, and Tidewater, VA* 
hi\H n population of 1 million roughly^ that means 99*200 people are 
not receiving services, are still probably being molested or having 
the effects of having been molested as a child* 

So, as you ;ointed out, we have many, many areas in which we 
need to pn^viae services. One is to be able to get the families to 
come in for treatment. The Parents United program supports the 
concept of the utilization of the court system and the police, be- 
cause we have found in the past the families do not stay in treat- 
ment unless you have some sort of structure to keep them there 
long enough to be able to make the kinds of transitions and 
changes in their functioning and their sense of themselves, and to 
provide the kind of therapy that is necessary for the rehabilitation 
of the perpetrator, the spouse* and the victims and siblings. 

1 am not going to go into much more detail because I feel that 
this special witness who has come with me as a parent from Vir- 
ginia* who is a parent and a victim, will be able to tell the story so 
much better because that person has lived the story.

Mr. Lehman. Thank you. 

Before we go to the next witneee, I would just like to say* my 
own personal feeling is that I am a little bit troubled about testi- 
mony from an anonymous witness. I have been with a number of 
committees* and subcommittees ^nce I have been in the House* 
and I have never had this happen before. Eveiybody has usually 
come forward and been able to assume who they are* and the pre* 
sumption has been they would tell the truth, the whole truth* and 
nothing but the truth. But I certainly appreciate the courage of our 
next witness^ who is willing to come forward to tell his story. It is 
unfortunate that in our society some individuals who have gone 
through experiences such as our next witness* have been unable to 
identify themselves in a forthright way without being personally 
stigmatized and their families and themselves diminished by 
coming. Well* let's say out of the closet 

I feel that this gentleman's statement would have had a great 
impact if it had been identifiable* but I certainly agree with the re* 
quest. I cannot speak for others on the committee* but I think I 
would not be honest in my own feelings if I would not put my per- 
sonal caveat in there that I think that such testimony from an 
anonymous witness to me would not carry the same weight as it 
would have it if haU come from a witness that was fully identifia- 
ble. 

Ms. Deaton. I think the issue is that in the Tidewater network 
we have the cable network and since we are being covered by 
cable 

Mr. LettMAN. I undei'stand* but I think the needs outweigh my 
own troubles about including in congressional testimony anony- 
mous testimony. We will htar from the gentleman from the Tide* 
waver. Would the anonymous gentleman begin to make his state* 
ment for the record as soon as the microphones are moved to that 
area. 

Ms. Deaton. 1 would like to add that I have submitted some ad- 
ditional materials for your perusal. 
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Mr Lkhman. ll will bt^ without ofaiiection, submitted in full for 
the record. 

Mr But£y. Mr Chairman. 1 have some questions for Ms* 
Deaton, but I will submit those for the record, and she can respond 
to them. 

Mr Lkhman. 1 do, too, but I will wait Then we will have ques* 
tions and answers both of them totfether, if you would like to ask 
them then. 

Mr BuLEY. Thank you, Mr Chairman. 

Mr Lehman. Ready? 

STATEMKNT OF A WITNESS, A PARKNT FROM VIKUINIA 

The Witness. 1 am very honored to be here. There are feelings of 
being nervous, shameful, a lot of stigmatiem attached to my past. 
But I will continue with my story. 

1 was raised in a Christian home. There was a feeling of lack of 
being a part of the unit. I don*t know why that is there. I am 
trying to still dig into that. 

1 was molested in my midteens by a friend of the family that was 
10, 12 years older than myself. There had been a tot of trust foctors 
involved. 1 put up with that for a period of months. Got married 
and started raising a family. There seemed to be a lot of need to 
control the situation. 

1 molesteH my daughter for a period of 8 years. My case came out 
in 1980. There was some time of denial, maybe 12 hours of it before 
I was broken down by a very professional social worker that cared 
about stopping child abuse. As soon as I started admitting when I 
had done it^ I felt like the weight of the world was off of my should 
ders. 1 was very ashamed of what I was doing* but there was no 
implementation of self^ntrol there* 

Within H days I had been involved in my Tirst therapy session, 
my Tirst meeting at Parents United, and 1 had been involved in the 
legal system in the booking and so forth. I signed a confession to 
tally accepting responsibility for what I had ,done. 1 found that 
being in Parents United, mv first meeting was very scary* 1 felt 
like I was the only person in the world that did such a horrible 
thing. Yet when I walked in. Parents United had beeu formed on 
the east coast here maybe for about 6 months, and there were 
about ^0 or 40 members. 

After several meetings, my wife started attending* There were 
some victims present in our midst, adults molested as children. Lis- 
tening to their stories helped me get in touch with possibly what 
my daughter was going through, my wife, and my son. 

1 guess I first started having to admit to myself I had a problem 
before 1 could even work on it. Acc^'pting total responsibility for 
what had happened. There were many times, that mentally I would 
try to come up with excuses. But being in therapy, when I left the 
therapist's ofTice, I didnH Just leave him there. When started 
BS*ing myself and starting coming up with excuses, my therapist's 
voice would kind of click inside like a tape recording and sav; 
''What are you feeling inside? What are you doin^** And I would 
Tinally get in touch with what was happening then. 
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To nil* the hard4*Mi quiwtion linked by my therapist was: ''What 
are you feelinK right now/' and I couldn't answer him. There was a 
lack of awareness of what was being stimulated, what was inside of 
me. what makes me up* So since then I have been able to build 
thimc awarenesses to where I try to stay aware of wtuit I am feel* 
ing 24 hours a day. at least during my waking hours. 

I huve consistently tried to work on my problems, and I see them 
as growing the rest of my life. I see them as attitude changes. I 
haven't taken something completely out of my life. I still have 
times of self*centerednes8, times of irresponsibility, times of imma* 
turity. But 1 think, for me, tryitig to And the center of the road is 
where I am at with my life. There was a large time there when I 
was trying to And the why. Why did I commit incest I found tihat 
that was a stumbling block in my growth. It was just something 
else that stopped me working on my problems. 

The system that I was in had me charged with a felony* It was 
kept in a lower court system and reduced to a misdemeanor of con* 
tributing to the deliquenor of a minor. I was sentenwd to 2 years 
in prison, suspended, on trv« condition I continue therapy with Par* 
entH United until the professionals say that I donH have to attend 
any more. 

Involvement for the whole family is a need in therapy. My wife 
and daughter were i..volved. my wue still is. My son never was. He 
is still a victim of incest. The attention I didnT give him has been 
detrimental to his gi ^wth as a mature person. I relinquished all 
my control and responbibilities of telling the children what to do in 
the house which laid a larger responsibilitv on my wife. But that is 
where I was. I had told tnem so many things for so muny years 
that were lies, "I love you," but turn around and abuse them 
again. So I had to start a new vocabulary, also. 

Earlier one of the witnesses mentioned about the sound bringing 
awareness to her* One night n^ son had been drunk, and I went 
in. And 1 was very angry and I picked Mm up and drooped him o^i 
the floor. He was about 16 at the time. He was passea out drunk. 
The sound of him hitting the floor sparked something inside of me 
as to what do I want my children to hear from me? Ihave been so 
intimidating to them all of their lives. Do I really want them to 
know I really care for them as human beings? Just what do I 
want? 

So I staKed having to work on my facial features, volume of my 
voice, my hands* What am 1 telling them versus what do I really 
want them to feel for me? So, since 1980, my children have been 
able to see som ^ changes in my life* There have started to be some 
trust factors rebuilt, and it is a neat feeling* It is a large responsi* 
bility 1 fetrl un my part, which I never felt before, to nave some- 
ones trust and not use it* 

I guess right now it is n time where I am always confronting 
myself* Am I being honest with me? Am I being honest with my 
therapist? 

Ana I let*l it will be a lifetime of growth and continuing to con* 
front myself* 1 don't feel that incest is curable. I feel it is controla* 
ble. I don't feel that it is— I feel that it is generatkmaV If I can 
hitlo my children in building some awareness and self-control, and 
building their maturity and consciousness of somebody else's right. 
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weinK childmi an human btrinKH with their own rights* there is a 
possibility they can grow up to not be perpetrators* also* Thank 
you* 

Mr Lehman* Thank you* 
I would like to yield at this time to Mr Bliley* 
Mr Bliley* You said that you had failed your son* He is how old 
now? 

The WiTNGss. He will be 21 in August* 

Mr Buu^* I ^* You have not Men able to involve him in the 
therapy? 

The Witness* At the time* like I said* I had relinquished all con- 
trol and responsibility* There were times he went to a therapist 
twice* but he was acting out with pot* and the two times he did go* 
he was still coming down off a nigh* and he wasn*t honest He 
didn't want to go* It was a reluctance in going* 

He still has an attitude that he doesn^t have any poblems* Now* 
when he does have problems in his married life* then he talks 
about going to thera;>y* But* of course* when things gat better* then 
then* is no need Hoesn*t sec his problems* 

I think for mr being in therapy* being confronted in P&rents 
United has helped me understand that other people can see things 
that I not n<fcessarily can see in*my own self* And I need that con- 
frontation* He needs that confrontation he can*t see it either 

Mr* BiJLEY* Is your daughter still at home and your family still 
together? 

The Witness* My wife and I are divorced* Mv daughter just 
turned IH* She is living with a fViend that is a friend of my ex- 
wife's* She has started to build some maturity* some responsibility. 
And that is where i^e is at with that right now* 

Mr Bliley* Thank you, Mr Chairman* 

Mr Lehman* Mr Anthony* 

Mr Anthony* I have no questions* 

Mr Lkhman* I have a few questtors for Ms. Deaton I will submit 
for the record* But I would just like to recall two statements that 
the gentleman made* One was you said the problem was genera* 
tionat* Does that mean that you would think that it moves from 
generation to generation by people* each generation observing what 
happens to them or Jo you think there is a genetic factor involved* 
and d predisposition to incest? 

I would like to ask the anonymous gentleman that* Did you hear 
what I said? I will repeat the question. 

The Witness* OK* 

Mr Lehman* You mentioned the word "generational*'* I wanted 
to know whether that means that it was generational in the sense 
that one generation picks up incest from observation* or being part 
of the act. and passes it on to the next generation, or do you mean 
that tli^re is a genetic predisposition in the person that is inherited 
that would Ipaathem to these incestuous practices* 

The Witness* OK* One thing I dtdn t bring out was that 8 
tminths after my case came out* we found out that my dad had also 
mok>steH both my kids* All right* 

After digging into his problems for the Hrst time in all of my life* 
I found out that his dad molested him* I wasn't aware of any of 
that* 
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1 am UHi> a lot of thiriKH iih t^xcutws. It is generational. I did it 
btH:uusi* my dtid wuh inoUntit^. Bui, for me. I don't feel that it is 
anything except my own reaponsibility in what happens. 'Diere was 
a lot of low self-esteem> I acted out In a sexual way. For me it is 
not li ttexuul problem. I am not stimulated sexually with kids. I do 
hiivf problems with fantasy. I do have problems with stress. I 
didn't act out with alcohol or drugs. I did act out in extramarital 
afftiirs. I didn't act out in physical abuse, but there were times 
when I did physically abuse them< OK^ but I chose incest to act out 
in. For me i guestt that is the generational thing that I see. 

Mr. Lkhman. What I hear then is that you perceive somethiiffi 
genetically, that it is possibly genetic that you have inherited and 
your father inherited, and that it is programmed into your central 
nervous system or whatever to this effect? 

The WiTNi>m OK. but there are other cases where children were 
motest«>d by parents that were molested and don't grow up— 

Mr. Lehman. Works both ways. 

The WiTNBSS. And don't grow up to molest their own. 

Mr Lkhman. So you go back to your original statement. It is 
Homothlng. fmm inception or whatever^ which causes us, which I 
would think t.'«at some of the people here that are able to do anv> 
thing on thlH would certainly look into this as a form <^ being able 
to gather «oinc> data on this problem. 

1 am not an anthropologist, but I have read some anthropolo^. 
If there is one thing that cuts across every culture in the world 
from the most mmitive to the mo9t modern^ it is the anti'incestu* 
ous statement. That somehow or another the natural proclivity is 
not to Incest. The natural proclivity in every society is* I guess, ge- 
netically programmed against incest But there must be some ex- 
ceptions. 

The other question I would like to ask you, you mentioned that 
you came from a Christian home. I don't know what that has 
really to do with it. I happen to be Jewish, but I assume a Chris- 
tian home means one that is in your interpretation one that prob* 
ably wan rather rigid, one that had no alcohol, did not use profani- 
ty, one that had a rather structured program of church observance, 
and had rather tight boundaries of behavior. You threw that in as 
sort of a throwaway line so to speak. But I look beyond the throw- 
away lineH 08 to why you inclucfed that in, and whether you think, 
I'ithor I'onHciouttly or subconsciously, this Christian home was a 
factor that kept you so tightly structured that you overreacted per- 
haps against some of the mores of what would be certainly Chris- 
tian behavior. 

The WiTNKss. OK. 1 guess I brought that out to maybe help un- 
(li'rstand that there are no barriers to incest, OK? Even though 
th(*n* was, I suy. a Christian home, we did have the rigid Christian 
beliefs, no drinking) no atcohol< no dirty language< m forth. There 
wasn't any family structure that I '-•It as a part of. So there us 
Homcthing In there that was missing. 

During niy life and adulthood I also got involved to the Christian 
belief to the point I was a Sunday School superintendent, Sunday 
School teacher, gospel singer. Yet I was acting out in an inappro- 
priate manner. Ana so faith not necessarily teaches everything we 
need to know. 
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1 nt*ver hennl in tW ChriHtian areas of my own re9|>on8tbility in 
my decimon^: "Lurd. 1 am having a problem with this,*' and jpfay 
about it. and that takes care of it* And that is not the answer* That 
is the way I see a crutch or something to where I can relinquish 
my adult responsibilities* 

Mr. Lkhman* Just to show you 1 am not in any way preyudiced, 
we actually had ti rabbi once in my hometown in Alabama. We lost 
him because he followed a small child into a swimming dooI* So 
you con be a very religious person in any religion and Btill not be 
able to control yourself when it comes to children* 

The Witness* Right* 

Mr* Anthony* Mr Chairman, I have a couple of followup ques- 
tions* As 1 understand your testimony* you say you are divorced* 
Your tK*year-old daughter lives not even with the natural mother, 
but with a friend of the natural mother? 

The Witness. Yes, 

Mr Anthony* Your son is away from the home and is married? 
The Witness. Yes* 

Mr. Anthony* With or without children? 
The Witness- Without so far 

Mr* Anthony* What 1 am curious about is whether or not at the 
present time there is a sufficient amount of regaining the self- 
esteem on your own part, a comprehensive understanding of what 
the problems are* You state that the problem is not curable but 
controllable* 1 would like tu set up a hypothetical situation and 
then go back and be your therapist and ask you how you feel 
today* 

The Witness* OK* 

Mr Anthony. Your 18-year-old daughter falls in love» gets mar- 
ried, and has children* You become a grandparent* Your son has 
children* You become a grandparent again* You are suddenW with* 
out the structure of the normalized Parents Anonymous or Parents 
United. You don't have that therapy session to attend* You state 
now for the record that although you didn't know* you now have 
found out that your grandfather and father were both child molest- 
ers. Do you feel you have established that inner control* and self- 
estnem? Has that been carried over into trust to Parents United 
und to both your son and your daughter to the extent that you feel 
liko vou could have a healthy^ normal relationship with your 
grandchildren? 

You could add to that. You appear to be a fairly young individ- 
ual— possibly a new wife and a new family. 

The Witness* OK, hypothetical ly 1 would rather not deal with 
ihat, but in nnil life my daughter is pregnant* The father* he has a 
lot of my old tniits. She has decided not to marry* 

Inhere has been a trust factor to where she tells me she feels 
wmfortable in me babysitting that child* For me that stimulates 
Homi* fear* fear of my past doing* OK* But also it creates some— it 
rrrnt(*s mmv gf>od f4*€*lingH insiae to realize that for myself I have 
itunignl a lot of my lifestyle, my attitudes* Looking at myself and 
chocking and confrontinfj myMi*lf and trying to help my therapist 
imd othiT people confront me as to what they an* seeing* is it real* 
For me when I finally draw my last breath on niy deathbed and I 
ran luok back and 1 can reflect that I haven't molested and 1 
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* haven't done iUiixHH thiit wore di'Btructive, that I have been a pro* 
ductive person, I can nay it wiih for real* If I take it away from my 
therapy or if I haven't, that 18 still my responsibility from my 
growth. I tnr to grow every day, from books I read, from movies, 
that I perceive something maybe the producer has put in there for 
Homeone's growth. I can become and continue to be a very produc- 
tive person* 

We have in Parents United what we call a sponsorship training 
which is special training once a month for people that have met 
certain criteria and growth* One of those exercises that we do is 
write down what ^ou would like on your epitaph* For me, I want 
my children to write of their Dad as a loving Dad that was produc- 
tive in my life 

There was a time during tlie judicial system in the process that I 
was very suicidal, and that I had m^ pistol in my mouth three 
times* And I see this is as a very low, irresponsible way of life* For 
some reason I didn't pull the trigger* For some reason something 
came inside of me and says, you nave victimized your family all 
the«ie years and here you are going to do the ultimate to them. Is 
thnt what you want your kids to remember you as? No* I love mv 
kids* I want them to have good memories No matter how much 
time I have on this Earth or to be with them, I will try to use it 
constructively and productively for them and for myself. And socie* 
ty* 

I regret this screen, OK* There have been times when I was full 
face on T*V* and it was in an area and in a situation where they 
didn't make prints. Where it wouldn't be in the media and just to 
let the person know and the society what a perpetrator loolis like* 
It is not the dirty old man that I remember being told about, with 
a trench cot X and the bag of candy. It is somebody that you may be 
sitting next to in church, in here, or wherever, on the bus. It 
doesn t matter* We don't know that much about each other* My 
exwife, if she had known what was going to happen, she would 
have never stayed with me even though she was a victim, too* 

Mr* Anthony* When you say she was a victim, you are saying 
she was molested as a child? 

The Witness* She was molested by her cousin. 

Mr* Anthony* Was she aware of the circumstances in the home 
prior to it being made public? 

The WrrNl:ss. No, I was too good at that* I had been trained and 
conditioned as a child growing up that I used to lie to my Mom be* 
cause of the fear of what she might do if she found out and it 
seemed like she believed and it conditioned me into being a tittle 
better I wuh secretive about what I did because I was ashamed of it 
iMTaUHe there was tack of delfM:ontrol* There wasn't enough shame 
and enough motivation to stop it* 

Mr* Anthony* What is the legal status of your case at the 
present time? 

The WiTNKSH* I have been out from under the legal system for 2 

yearH> 

Mr Anthony, No problem since? 
The WiTNKSi** No* 

Mr Anthony. (Jaintutly employed? 
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TliM WiTNi^HH* Yi'H* Tho U*Knl HVHtem helped me reali2e the detri- 
mimt thot I hud dunci. f^iiriitii United and therapy helped me real- 
ite the depth ol' my problem* The legal system implemented a lot of 
areas where I used to say that person runs a red light, he ought to 
go to jail where I gave mvself reasoning as to why I am late* It is 
OK fur me, I have abided by the same rules everyone else does* and 
it has given me a motivation to put control in my life, whether it is 
Hpmling, going through a red light, or physically attacking some* 
one* The Idwh I live under and the people I am involved with. 

Mr Anthony* Thank you.

^l^ Lehman* Thank yout and my hesitancy at the first part 
about the validity of this testimony has been certainly removed At 
thiH point I really think that your testimony should nave the same 
weight as any other testimony* and I think you have made a re- 
markable witness, that you are a sensitive human being and are a 
very bright human being, and you have made a real contribution to 
tins committee and I thank you for being here.

I>r* KciNTANA* I want to thank the chairman and committee for 
invitini; me to testifv at this hearing. I will read off m^ formal 
statement and then I will be happy to answer any questions that 
mi^ht be posed* 

Ah :) tMHtiatrieitin who has been involved with the issues of child 
abUHi> and net^'lc'ct for the last two decades* I can attest to the fact 
that we have had little help in dealing; with the problems of child 
protection in this country. It has been diHIcuIt getting our legista- 
turt*H and tho community at large to understand and accept the re* 
;)lity of child maltreatment* The incidence of child abuse and ne- 
glc'cl has bc'i'n nu*t with guncTol dinbiHief as people sought ways of 
denying the* existene*e of child maltrt<£itment* 

The procest} of awareness and acceptance has been a very slow 
procest}. Today \t\ WiM, child maltreatment it» recognized by the 
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l>ruft*HHiotiulH itH im* ol* the mttHt important social medicat problems 
confrontinit uur HiKiety. More than 1 million children a year are 
multreatea in the United Stuteti* OfTicial national reports have in* 
creased by 12r> percent between the years innii and t9K2* In New 
York City alone, we average 55,000 reports of child abuse and ne- 
H\eci in any 1 year For every child that is reported as being 
ubused or n^lected* I feel there are probably five or more children 
who are goin^ unreported, undetectea, and unprotected* 

We are losing the battle against child abuse because of the gov* 
ernmental and community indifference* We feel that our endan* 
Kvred children are not endangered and we fail them-^not by a lack 
of our knowledge but a failure to act on what we know* 

(>1iild maltreatment encompasses physical abuse* emotional 
abuse* sexual abuse* medical negligence* psychological neglect* and 
physical neglect* In all these cases* inadequate parenting is the 
mtgor issue* (>>nsidering then the maltreatment of children in the 
context of thetie various signs of abuse and neglect* one can state 
that today in the 1980*8 child maltreatment is a major problem 
confronting a large number of parents caught in the web of a mul* 
tiproblem family unit* It is estimated that between 84 and ^ ^r- 
txmi of all parents subject their childr* *i to sr^me type of punish* 
ment* physical or otherwise* 

Child abuse and neglect is increasing at the rate of 15 p^tcent 
every year thrf>ughout the United States in spite of all the positive 
advances and eflorts that have been made in the field of recogni* 
tion, prevention, and treatment* The problem of sexual abuse of 
children also continues to increase and the probability of a nation* 
al incidence larger than the reported incidence of physical abuse of 
children is staggering* 

The problem of children and families in crisis is rising* When 
children and families are subjected to a continuum of abuses and 
indifferences by society, we give rise to their Tear, their neglect* 
their abuse, tmir isolation, and their despair* Complacence abaut 
this maltreatment of children is complacence about violence* If we 
do not recognize the one, we cannot conquer the other* 

Within a troubled society, children in the welfare system who 
are seriously disadvantaged are particularly vulnerable to abuse 
and neglect* In the midst of family conflicts* economic and spiritual 
poverty* alcohol and drug abuse, a child*s future growth and devel* 
upment is threatened* Unfortunately* the aSuse and neglect among 
tmm children is unrelenting and life^threatening* with profound 
consequences to the child, family, and si*' wty. 

Child abuse kills in three ways: the child* the family, and i?ociety* 
As a result, we are faced with the prospect of thousands of children 
growing up unhappy, maltreated, and dtprived* The teenage detin* 
<iutmt8. alcoholics, drug addicts, and prostitutes we see in our 
streets have for the most part been oroducts of a multiproblem vio* 
lent home in which they have si^lTered abuse and neglect* These 
atv the children that assault, rob, murder, and commit su** **de* 
These are the throwawiiy and the runaway children* 

Inhere arr thousandn of such troubled, emotionally damaged 
youth that an* growing up finding it difllcult to live with or with- 
out parents* These are the children that have been abandoned ut 
home, have developed hostility and have declared open war on soci- 
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vly and thrtr (iiirrntrt* During them timeSt the lines of communica* 
tiun MwiHTii (ittrentH tihtl child iin* nonexiBtent, replaced by harsh 
wordn and unfair punishment which intensifies and perpetuates a 
vicious c7cle of violence breeding violence within the family unit. 

The cyclical nature of family violence results in violent behavior 
pUHM4*d from one generation to another* It is deflnitely known that 
children U^arn violent behavior from their parents* The statistics 
show that children who grow up in a violent home are more likely 
to be violent than those reared in ncmviolent homes* We cannot 
undo tiieir existence and we cannot permit them to continue on 
thrir present course and tell ourselves we should have done some* 
thing to prevent this unnecessary destruction of our children* 
There are remedies and there are ways of diminishing this nation* 
al and social neglect of our children* 

Although we need to continue our eflbils to improve the quality 
of child prot^ive services, we must also recogniae the limitations 
inherent in reporting and reactive intervention* Our current ap* 
proach to protecting children from abuse and neglect centers on re^ 
f)4)rtingt which is dependent upon someone noticing that a child 
nhtws signs of possible maltreatment, and investigation, which is 
dependent upon someone reporting what they have noticed* Al- 
though ofncial reports have increased enormously in the last 
decaac* w^r are still not reaching all of the children who need help; 
the continued deaths of children is evidence of this failure* 

Four thousand children die in the United States every year as a 
result of ahww and neglect Two children a week die in New York 
City of abuse and neglect* We must confront the fact that even the 
most perfect reporting and investigation system possible may never 
be able to reach all of the children who need protection* What we 
are seeing is the upper part of a submerged icwetg* Some children 
will never be detected in time because parents can hide the reality 
of child maltreatment* Parents can learn how to avokl detection 
and the system through experience with it* This happens in all svs* 
tems. ana there is no reason to doubt that it is hapmning with the 
child iwotection Fvst^* But this should not maVe us helpless. 
There are ways and a wealth of knowledge and experience that can 
and should be put to work* 

In the fieid of child maltreatment, treatment and preventive pro- 
grams based on our current understanding of the psychodynamics 
of this pediatric problem have been found to be effective* The need 
for these treatment programs is glowing and with this growth* 
there is also the urgent need of a professional and community con* 
cemed awareness that child abuse ib everybody's business. The es- 
tahlishment of a systemic process for identifying all "high risk'' 
fumilies and children from oirth in coordinatioi: with area hospi- 
talst pediatric groups^ public healtht and family practitioners pro- 
vides a vital lintk for ^arly identification anc primarv prevention* 

Another way is the crfXHiragement of parental self-help* The key 
to true prevention of child abuse and neglect is to encourage par- 
ents to seek help voluntarily before a child is harmed or killed. Ex- 
perience with various experimental treatment programs has shown 
tliat parents will seek help if properly encouraged and offered gen- 
uine nonpunitl/e help. This approach builds on the internal moti* 
vation many abusir»g parents have to find a way out from the hurt* 
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lul lyclr of nuiltn'iitiui^nt* H* thene parentH ate reached* we can 
\H%\ti to clmv the* in tlu* |ir<i((«ction obtained through the rt^ 
p4>rtin}{-inveHtit;atint; Hyntem currently in place* 

Farent8 who are not reported can. in eltectt learn to report them- 
m*lveH for help if tho fear of punishment and retribution is lessened 
thn>UKh supportive help designed to maintain the family* 

Pun*nts under strifHs which may lead to abuse frequently seek 
help indirectly to avoid the stigma a»^ociated with abusing and ne* 
glecting pnrontH, They ask for help without disclosing tho true 
nature* of* their problem or their anxiety for the safety of their chil- 
dren. They seek help silently because they care about their chih 
dn'n, they know a cry of pain when thev ht* ^ it* they are afraid of 
tht*ir own impulses to harm their children^ and they dimly recqg- 
ni/(> that thry need outside help* 

Such parents frequently turn U. hospitals* Their request for help 
is hidden in a seemingly meaningless action* They take a healthy 
child to a hospital claiming the child is sick and should be admit- 
ted for treatments but the examining physician finds no health 
pnihlems to warrant h<»»piialization* In the past* such parents 
wt>uttl leavo thr child at a hospital* disappear for a few days and 
thvn n*turn to pick up the child* In effect, these parents are asking 
the hospital to take the child off their hands auring a crisis be- 
cause they iUir they may harm the child* Unfortunately* these 
for help are frequently not understood* or if they are* there is 
no pn)i*i*dure that allows the sought help to be given* 

lndei*d, under the hospital utilization procedures in effect to con- 
trol medicaid expenditures* admitting such a child may no longer 
be possible* Hospitals in the past would retain patients* especially 
children, for social rather than medical reasons* out this practice is 
now discouraged if not forbidden* When a child is deemed to have 
hi^n kept in a hospital without a medical cause, medicaid reim- 
bursement is either denied or the dailj^ rate is reduced* Hospitals, 
understandably, see themselves as losing money in such circum* 
>ttance>t. KITort>t must be made to find solutions to this hospital re* 
imbursement problem which impedes lifesaving rescue operations 
for children in jeopardy. 

In October WHl, the mayor*s task force of the city of New York* 
proposed to Mayor Koch the establishment of the "islands of 
safety** pn^rani to prevent child abuse and neglect* This would be 
ati operatitin which would provide £)afety for the child and a ^'bail- 
out'* for the parents. This program consisted of three components: 
A series of crisis nurseries located in various hospitals throughout 
the city; volunteer crisis information and referral centers located 
in the seh(M>t>t; and u citjrwide mass media campaign to encourage 
pan nts to He«*h help voluntarily before abuse occurs or worsens* 

Mayor Ktic* **espoMdH by establishing one pilot crisis nursery* 
Ittcated at the New York Foundling Hospital, and five school based 
program>t, located in one school district in each of the boroughs of 
the city. The majttr picked the site for the demonstration crisis 
nursery after the Health and Hospitals (Virporation raised objec- 
titaiH to instituting nurseries in the regular acute care hospitals 
under its jurisdiction. The type of reimbursement for utilization of 
ht}spital beds was also questioned* 
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Th * pittit criHiH niirmTy lit the New York Foundling Hospital wan 
inaugurated, by thv tnayiir and the city council preaident^ in early 
April 1982* The proeram provider a 24-hour capability of offering 
short-term relief to nighly stressed parents in crisis situations and 
links the parents to larger systems of social programs for concrete 
HprviceH and ton^ term counseling within their communities. The 
program jh now Z yearu old and has proven that parents wilt use its 
services if they know about them. Six hundred and four children 
were admitted to the crisis nursery from March 1982 to January 
An additional 251 children received services but were not ra* 
mitted to the nursery. The crisis nursery parent helpline — and we 
UHe the words "parent helpline** because using the words child 
ubuHe obviously is not going to get anyone to call— and so we have 
inHtituted the term ^'parent helpline and we have received over 
ri,45li calls since its inception. A total of HfiTi children and 477 fami- 
lies have b^^'n served d'lring this short period. 

The basic operating assumption of the crisis nursery is the expec* 
tation that parents in stress or crisis may need immediate relief to 
pr(*v<*ii( child abuse or neglect. This assumption derives from the 
Htn^8H model of child maltreatment, which explains the causation of 
many child abuse and neglect cases as a result of parental fnistra- 
tion^ extreme tension^ depression^ and even despair In some cases^ 
the stress it^etf may stem from issues that are not directly related 
to the child. The printing problems of the parents who have 
turned to the crisis nursery f r help are in accord with this basic 
program assumption. Many u» the parents that i *ive come volun- 
tarily to the crisis nursery were not known to the network of child 
pnitection within the city. 

Slightly more than 34 percent of the cases involved parental 
fearn of b^ing unable to maintain self-control toward the child. 
Slightly mure than one^fourth of the parents experienced dilYiculty 
in controlling a child; most of these parents were trying to cope 
with hyperactive or acting out children^ including several whose 
children were setting tires. In almost one^fifth of the cases the 
parent was distressed over spanking or hitting a child because such 
u renponse was atypical or stronger then customary. 

Perhaps as part of a developing national problem^ approximately 
one^nfth of tlie cases involved families who were unaomiciled* a 
number of wliose parents had refused to go to a shelter because of 
thi* low reputation of actual conditions in the shelter* For admis* 
siun. into the nursery there had to be an indication that a child 
could be endangered because of parental stress or crisis 

Various forms of intertwrsonat conflict were among the present- 
iiiM problems of the families who came to the crisis nursery. In 
atnitmt oni'-nfth of the cases* family violence was a problem. Most 
(pr this violence was between the parents or a parent and a boy 
friend. In sevpral cases, however^ it was between a prrent and a 
Mrandparent. In another lat^^ group of cases there was a signiil- 
cant fiimily conflict or fighting that had not^ at least yet^ reachctd 
the level of overt violence. 

Altiiough the crisis nursery was designed to operate with an 
awareness that parents can be deterred from seekiw help because 
of fears that their children would be taken away from them, we 
were surprised to discover that ir> percent of the parents came to 
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thv crjrtirt nunu^ry hc*i*miHt» thi»y wi^re actively seeking to have their 
chtldrfn placed* Most hud applied for placement of their child but 
had been retected* 

MoBt of the child 'on served by the prografn» however were not 
placed* A placement occurred in only z6 percent of the cases* 
About three*fourth» of the cases received services other than place* 
mvnt Among the most frequent referrals were counseling or ther* 
apy; day care; rehousing; welfare; shelter or temporary living ar* 
rangements; parent educaticm programs; homemaker services; and 
eiimloyment or vocational services* 

The experience of the crisis nursery during its 2 vears in oper- 
ation has demonstrated that the basic co.icept lor tne nursery as 
an '^island of safety" is a practical and ro««Udtic approach to the 
prevention of child maltreatment, aiid that it can worlt in a large 
city such as New Yorlt. It has proven that parents can be encour- 
aged to seelt help on their own» that parents will use such a pro* 
gram when they know about it, and tnat meaningful help can be 
provided to them in a nonthreatening caring environment* 

Another statistic is that 75 percent of the families that have 
bi*t'n referred to it community program have followed through after 
having been followed for a period €f I year 

Our experience in New Yorlt City, coupled with the experiences 
of other programs throughout the United States* have demonstrate 
ed that ctiild abuse can be prevented^ that parents can be reached 
before seriously harming their children* We have laid the founda- 
tion for developing a new approach to protecting children from 
abuse and neglect 

All programs that promote parental self-help, includiitf crisis 
nurseries* drop in centers, crisis intervention services, and Parents 
Anonymous* can help us reach parents who are not being identified 
by the existing reporting and investigation system* The parent self- 
help approach is the best means we nave of closing the gaps in this 
nystem* and reaching those parents that are practicing child abuse 
behind closed doors and shuttered windowsi parents who Itnow a 
cry of |>ain when they hear it* They hate themselves for what they 
are doing* thev want help but are afraid to aslt for ft because of the 
stigma of child abuse and the fear of having their children re- 
moved from them* 

Crisis nurseries and islands of safety are approach^ which can 
nil n crying need for thousands of children ana families entrapped 
in the web of child maltreatment* We have found ways of prevent^ 
ing child abuse and neglect* The issue before us is putting dollars 
into developing and supporting these effective programs* Programs 
such as crisis nursery concept offers maximum opportunity at min- 
imum expense to combat the increasing problem of child abuse and 
needless death of infant children* 

The bottom line I believe is whether we truly care about malting 
things better in this country for children and families or whether 
we will continue to brag about being a child oriented society while 
providing less and less dollars for our children's health and wel- 
fare* 

I have great concern about an administration with double stand- 
ards, one that professes strong commitment to the rights of life and 
handicapped children while cutting expenses for their treatment 
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Hvrvtcea In uddition. I aim huve Kraut concern about ignoring the 
rights of life of the 4.U00 or more normal children that die of abuse 
or neglect in this country every year while not providing the neces* 
Hury amounts of money to protect them and give them the type of 
future that we should be giving to this country's most important 
natural resource, namely our children.

Reports of chltd abuse and negtect heve risen dramatically throughout 
the United States in the past decade due In ptrt to a greater professional 
and Public awareness of XJtm problem. There tre other factors that nu%t be 
considered In the escatatlon of child tbttse* namely unenpioyMnt* the state 
of the tconooQ^ and the deftlse of the extended family. The despair and frus* 
tratlon experienced by e parent nho is unemployed or Mving fiscal problemi 
can result In child mettreatment^ The relationship betimn poverty* unem* 
Ptoyment and grea*-er r'sk fdr chfld mattreetmant Is an important constdera* 
tlon since mtny parents are finding It increaslngty more difficult to cop^ 
with the Jemands and responsibilities of child rearing. In New York City 
between July 19d1 and June 1962 alone^ reports Increased ^ 26% as compared 
with \ comparable period the year before. 46*000 city chltdreit were In- 
volved In the child abuse and negtect reports to the State's Central Re* 
gistryt The annual New Tortr state totat has more than doubled from zg*$1Z 
reports In 1974 to 64*42t In ISSt.

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Host a^sive parents are overwttelfiM by the d«unds of Parenting 
due to a variety of situational and perional stresses. In gmeral* 
abusive parents have very few llfellMS, suffarln^ frm social liOla* 
tion« lotv self esteem^ depression and Poor ielf control* During a tine 
of diminlsfied capacity to coPe« especially irfien under sltuetlOMl stresses 
Such as ffrrenclal worries, alcoholism^ drug addiction* teen-age pregnencle^i, 
Illness* death of a loved one, divorce or separation, children ere at the 
greatest rlsi^ for serious abuse or neglect at the hemls of their parents. 

tn response to these reelltlts, the concept of crisis nurseries as 
"islands of safety" was conceived and devaloped. The crisis nurierx can 
sarve as an *'Islar>d of Safety** for the ch114 and parents by providing a 
frustrated and distraught parent a *'cooHn^ off** period and human support* 
Ive services that can help prevent future child maltreatment* The concept 
of a crisis nursery ** "Island of Sefet;y*' provides, therefore, a safe 
environment for the child and a non* threatening resource for t^t troubled 
parent* It it meant for the many Parents do not Mint to hant their 
children but «ay because tfiey are on the brink of violenc acting out be* 
hevlor. A program of this type seeks to offer parents In crisis an al- 
ternative to child abuse or neglect and a path to finding help. 

tn November of L98L, the Human Resources A^lnlitratlon of the City 
of New York responded to the Hayor^s Task Force on Child Abusers proposal 
for establishing an 'Island of Safety" program In Kew York City. 

A pilot crisis nursery »*as established at the New York .oundling 
HosPlUl Center for Parent and Child Development maintaining a tiienty*four 
hour capability of responding to calls for assistance to distressed par* 
ents. fiy offering crisis Intervention to highly stressed parents and 
Unking the Parent to the larger system of social services »*1thin the 
ccwunlty* the :)0*ent1al for abuse/ne^lect Is ifflmedlateiy diminished.

Mre under ZO years old* and ISX over 35 years old. Although the 
teenage mother It generally considered to be a higtier risk for possible 
child (ultreatnent, ^bout tMo thirds of the nothars who caiae to the 
CrisU Nursery wart betMen ^ and yetrs old. 

As can be expected, the age of the nothers at the time of the birth 
of their first child* as reported to the Crisis Hurseryt is loner than 
the average age at time of contact trCth the nursery. The average age at 
Mhlch the mothers gave birth to the first chlldi they infbnned the Crisis 
Jiurstryt Is 2L Almost half of these mothers (W) first gave birth during 
their teenage years. ApproKlnately 8f Mre between 13 and 15 and 381 i«re

Although 15i of the case records did not include data on the number

Over nfnety percent t9») of th« tiwthen lAo cmt to the Crltlt Nursery 
were frommlnoHtv nroupt; bUck (sn)* hitpenic im) end one orlenUl 
tnother. Only 7% mrt «ti1te» Including RuttldJi end £ettem Europten. Thit 
deU ttfet not obtained irr seven cases that consisted of an afionymous ule- 
ptw^e conUct. The ethnicity of the fathers does not necessarily corre- 
spond to the nnther's. For example, the father of the oriental anther's 
child was hispanir but thU data was less fluently known beause of the 
limited contact with most of the fathers. 

The majority of the families [sn) ate on iielfare; tw of these families 
were receiving public tssistence in another stete at the time of their con- 
Uct with the Crisis Nursery. Another 51 of the fat.1l1es had recently been 
cut off welfare and 3.91 mrB trying to get on 1t« Ten f»erctnt mrt re- 
celvlr^i SuppimnUI Security ^ncomet disability or Social Security benefits 
or unemployment Insurance* Tmnty-three percent mrt not on i«1fare or re* 
celvln^ other benefits rnd In II of ti. cases* the mothers mr^ evasive 
about their Income.

Over one fourth of the f«r.111es tZ7l) had related a history of tub* 
sUnce abuse. Involving the parents or grandparents. Hard drugs accounted 
for 13t of this tout while alcohol accounted for 91 of this total. A1* 
most five percent involved both drug and alcohol abuse. 

tt U entirely P<?ss1b1e that these data underestimate the history of 
drug abuse wit hi ft the families that came to the Crisis 1*ursery. Parents 
m«y have been reluctant to discuss possible criminal vlolatlorrs that are 
turrefit; flwst of the reported drug addiction was described as tn the past 
or ai involving an abse^^t parent*

indiuW that they had been abused or neglected as children^ !t Is pos* 
sIbTe th^t a long-term trtatmeitt relationship^ rather than the crisis 1n* 
terventton service of the mirsery* might reveal that more of the parents 
Mre maltreated as children. In at least 9% of the cases one Parent had 
been placed as a child. 

Alflvst half of the 176 families cm to the Crisis Nursery through 
tm wys: 23X wre parents nho came to ttie New York Foundling because of 
the Foundling's general rwmtatlon; either they or a frlerd had heare of 
it or had previous contact nMh the Foundling Hospital. i$x responded 
to posters that the HuMn Resources Mninistratlon designe<t and placed in 
tnccAe Maintenance Centers, Medicaid Offices^ Day Care Centers* and Public 
Housing lobbies « Another IBS of the parents were referred by other agen* 
cies itr hospitals* Thirteen percent Mtre referred ^ the tntblic child 
Protective welfare agency (Special Services for Children)* and 6X were 
referred through a centralized parent helpline established by HM during 
the second siK months of the program's tiisteftce* Tour percent responded 
to special notices «al1ed t«ith public assistance checicst and mtother 4X 
cane on the recoovaendation of other Crisis Nursery clients* Eleven per* 
cent heard of the Pt^gram because of radio and television programs or 
articles 1n*newsPapers and magazines* 

A basic operating assumption of the Crisis Nijrsery is the expectation 
that parents in stress or crisis may need relief to Prevent child abuse 
or neglect* This assumption derives fnw the "stress moder of child dial* 
treatment, mhich eKPlains the causation of many child abuse and neglect 
cases as a result of frustration, eKtreme tension and even despair that is 
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dUplactd from thf cHtlt situation to the child. In %am cisett the 
str^s Ittetf nay %tm from Issoes that «f*e tot dlf^ly rtUU^ to the 
child* The prtstntlng protlm of the parenU Mho have tume^l to the 
Crisis Nursery for help are In tccordance with this bells progmt ai- 
suntptlon. 

Nost of the parents who have cotne to the Crisis Nursery Iwd nore than 
orte Presenting problem. For them to receive help from y» Crisis Nwrseryi 
hOMtvert the inttltl tssessment must disclose a confiectton betMen the 
presenting Problem and the sefety or well-being of a child in the cere of 
the perent. These art the Problems that were noted at the time of the 
InltUI essessment and opening of a cese. The customary experience In social 
servlceii thet e<tdK1oAel problems surface later on, Is also true for the 
Crisis Nursery. 

Slightly more than one*th1rd of the cties (34t) included parental fears 
of being unable to maintain se1f*controt toward the child. Slightly more 
Chan one-fourth (26t) of the parents reported difficulty In controlling a 
child's behavior. Host of these parents were attempting to cope with hy* 
Peractlve or acting out children* Including several whose children were 
setting fires. In only one of these cases was It clear to the staf^ that 
the child was not e behavior problemt but that the parent had a highly 
distorted view of the child's behavior. In almost one-fifth (l6t) of 
the casesi the parent verbalized distress over spanking or hitting a 
child because such a response was atypical or nuch stro«tger than customary 
disciplinary measures. 

Approximately one-fifth of the cases {I8t) Involvuti families that 
mrt undomtcned a number of whose parents had refused to go*to ^ shelter 
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because of ttia rtPuUtlon or ectual corufltlons In tha shalUr. Th« mert 
fact of umtomoclHty m% not sufficient to adtalt a ch^d into th^ crisis 
mirstry* For attelssion, there had to be an Indication that thf child C«u1d 
be endangered beausa of ptrenUI stress or crisis* The ilaU presented In 
Table 14 concern only ceses that were accepted or opened for services* 
Other hous1n9 Problems Included impending eviction idilch was reported In 
ZZ% of the cases. 

Various forms of inter^personat conflict were eiROnQ the presenting 
Problefts of the families who have c3tae to the Crisis nursery, [n tlnost 
one-fifth (ISI) of the casest fenlly violence was a current problem, mst 
of this violence involved the perents or a nother and a boyfriend. In 
severe! cesest however. It was between a partnt and a QrandPartnt. In one 
such case* the maternal grandtother had pulled a kniH on the mother during 
a heated argument and threatened her femlly. [n another large group of 
ceses iZnU there was significant fimlly conflict that had not retched 
the level of overt violence^ 

Other presenting Problens that occurred In a significant proportion of 
the cases were: Psychiatric problems Including InstitutlonelUatlon (7<)i 
recent desertion or separation of a parent (lZ%)i disputes with an tncomv 
Haintenan'*e Center* usually over the closing of a case for failure to keep 
appotntments Parents seeking Placement of their children tl$t); 

health orobleets of a Parent* child or close relative (ISI); depression 
About 1S£ of the children had overt signs of t>e1ng tbustd or ne- 
glected when Seen during the Intake interview. 

The Crests Hurler/ is designed and operated with an awareness thac 
Parents may be deterred from seeking help because of fears that their 
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children would be ttMn tway from Vm. Thus It mi tfttrestln^i to find 
thit tlnost ISX of t*if Partflts came to the Criili Hursery because thej^ 
were actively mkinq to hm their chlldm PUcedt ll»t bad epPlled for 
Placement of their children Into foster care but had been rejected* A 
mjnber reported that they were told by the CUy^s Special Services for 
Children Agency workers that their children could not be placed because 
they hed not been abused or neglected* This PhenoMena inay reflect the 1«- 
Pleiwnutlon of thi Child Welfare fteform Act which seeks to keep children

FolTw'UP Results 

The authors Attempted to obtain foTlcv^uti Information on each of the 
families which has received any type of service from the pr09r4m. In 
901 of the cases* such infomtlon was avallabim from thft parents or an 
agency to which they Mere referred. These follov-up inquires wre per- 
formed *t thirty and sixty day intervals folloiting the Program's la^t 
service contac t^lth the family, tn slightly more than half the cases* 
the services to which they mm referred had ^ provided ami completed. 
In about one-fourth of the caser* the family bed not followed through on 
the referrafs or Proved to be ^'unamenable" to them, tn seven percent of 
the cases« the family was either on a malting list or an Initial appoint- 
ment ^s scheduled. Five percent mr^ partially engaged In the rifferral 
services. 

In « of the 176 casest one or more children In the family were placwJ 
in foster care through the Crisis Nursery. Follow-uP data «*as available 
irt 48 of these cases- rn n (ir 69*?)* the placement was still In effect,

Ms, ScHUCHKRT, Mr* Chairman^ members of the committee* my 
name is Johanna Schuchert. t am executive director of Parents 
Anonymous in Virginia* As you have heard from other members of 
thii4 pane) child abuse and neglect is a m^or national concern 
which we miLst come to terms with if our society is to survive in a 
less violent manner than now exists* Historically, we are just now 
leurninK how our behavior effects our children* We have identified 
biisic physical and emotional nee<ls which all human beings have 
ut birth which must be met if they are to grow and develop into 
mature, responsible, caring adults* When many of the child s needs 
are not met over a period of time, he or she develops physical or 
behavioral symptoms which we now refer to as abuse or neglect* 
Parents Anonymous recognizes six forms: Physical abuse> physical 
neglect* emotion il abuse* emotional neglect* verbal abuse, and 
sexual ubu*se* 

Much of the acting out behavior children exhibit carries clear 
mesHiiges of uninet physical and/or emotional needs* Examples are: 
Tru;mcy or underachieve men t in school, juvenile delinquency, emo* 
tinrial pn>ble*ms, such us depression or multiple personalities, run- 
riitig away ^Suicidei (jsychological autopsies of suicide victims in 
C^iliiornia indicate emotional abuse or neglect prevalent in the 
families involviKj; drug and alcohol abuse; Parade maga/ino March 
*V litsi* states! that sitrong supportive familie*s help childrt^n over- 
amw \)vvr pn's*sur<^ to try drugs and alcohol and the example of the 
futhiT wns th(' stnjngest 4J4't<'rr<^nt- 
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T<H']ia^'t* pro]nis4*uity aihl pri*Knancy— sexually promiijcuous teen- 
a^^i^rH an* ofXvn viilims of s<*xaal abuw. We often hear teenage girls 
say they become sf'-xually active bt*i^aUMe they need to feel loved, 
SometimeH pregnancy occurs accidentaPy because of lack of infor- 
mation. Sometimes girls want a baby so they will have someone to 
love them. (Vime— an LKA study in 1979 showed thai M percent of 
the tKu>ple serving time in the prisons they studied had been 
abused or ni»glected in some way as children. Virtually all the rap- 
ists they interviewed had been sexually abused. 

T<K) often, adults react to th^* behavior, rather than the message 
it carries, which causes children to demonstrate louder messages 
through their behavior. If no one in(m*venes, or listens our children 
otlini grow up physically but not emotionally and tlnd themselves 
still trying to get their own needs met and unable to meet their 
children's needs when they lx*conie pan*nts. 

Add to th*s the dissolution of the extended family as a support 
svsleni and the added stress of the economy and .societal pleasures 
to he a perfect parent who should know all the oiiswers about child 
rearing ami we get several million families wh.> are hurting, And 
S4> the cycle eonunbi's, Tiie |ifirents we shake our heads about and 
point our fingers at; the i^eople who commit crimes and develop 
mental dis4)r(leni: those who abuse their spouses; th<^jse who can t 
hold a steady jo i or get nlong with others, are very often grow up 
ai>ust*d children. They cau be found in all segments of our society, 
Wheij they are yoong, we tend to feel sorry for thvm. When they 
grow up ue ridii'ule and judge them or Iwk them up and put them 
down. 

How can we ri*s|K)nd to one another in a more supportive away 
and break the vele of abuse? 

As you hav(^ heard. Pari*nth: Anonymous is one organization 
wh(»se philosophy is helping pan^nts and children learn to help 
themselv^'s. We helieve in ri»sponding to pariiits who find them- 
selves challenged and unable to iiiiri^nt the way they wish, in a 
nnnjudgmental. supportive, caring manner. Remember, we are 
ik^aling with |)tK)ple who have low self-esteem, much guilt, no 
coping or iiiirt^nting .skills, little Information about child develop- 
ment, and theri»fore. unrealistic (^xpwtntiojis of their children, very 
low t^ust U^vels. many stn*ssi*s in their lives, many unmet emotion- 
al needs, anil are isolated both emotionally and physically from 
suppnil systems. 

Parents Anoriynions has responded to tbtw pari^nts and children 
in II ruinifH'j' of vvnys. The pr<»gran]s which liave hivn developed 
and continue tn 1h^ ileveloped are based on what families say they 
urri\, not on what someone else thinks they nwd. 

We Ity tt> rench parents before arry serious problems (Rrar, al- 
fliongh uuiuy nune to us as serviect private agency or court 

reli rrals. The ctiaphT. whieli is a mutual sup|)ort. guided selfdielp 
and parent eihuation group is the traditional inmlel we have used 
sirirr the nriL;inal rontepl was devel(.|K'd Bringing tcigethor pe*>ple 
whri have rornrTinn nerds .aid rtnirerns, lirl(>s break their isolation. 
They are aru r^idit iorially arceptetl and rrspcK-led as people vvtiich 
helps thrrn Uwvi) U> like tlieneeUes and in turn, helt)s d(^Vrd(ip 
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Par<*rits (lov<>I(>i> n new Ht^nse of themsetves; they learn skills to 
cop*' with stress; im^nUTs and their sponsors establish a telephone 
support system which additionally aids in breaking their isolation; 
they learn how their children develop emotionally and ways to re- 
spond to their behavior that won*t hurt anyone; they experience 
the feeling of being understood; parents experience a growth proc- 
ess which takes timOt so they generally stay in a chapter for I to !1 
years. 

Volunteers are used as sponsors who guide the group*s growth 
and development. They work closely with a parent leader called a 
chairperson. Parents are never charged a fee for joining a chapter 
Empowering people to take responsibility for their own growth and 
change has proven to be a successful method of serving them. 

We have long recognized the need to work with children in a 
structured wayt while their parents are learning new skills. Early 
on. Parents Anonymous offered child care as a companion service 
but many chapters saw the potontial of formalizing their child 
care. Our national organzation was also aware of the need to devel- 
op a nati< nal network of children's programs. Thirty sites were se- 
IkKtvd iiiitiaHy and given seed money to begin program develop- 
ment. Since then la additional sites have been funded. Richmond 
and Norfolk were selected in Virginia. Today^ we have three suc- 
cessful programs in those areas* with three others in Charlottes- 
ville, Manassas, and the Eastern Shore. Two are therapeutic play 
programs for children under 12 whose parents are in chapters. The 
third is a teen support group for children 12 to 18. This group is 
open to children from the community, with parental permission, as 
well as those whose parents participate in Parents Anonymous. 

Goals of the«ie programs are to help chtldreri develop positive 
self-esteem; trust adult authority figures; learn to identify their 
feelings and express them in appropriate ways; learn to communi- 
cate with their peers* parents, and other adults; develop feelings of 
competency based on their age and developmental levels; learn to 
id<'ntify and use support systems which are available and develop 
soiini and coping skills. 

We have tried a unique experiment for the last 1^2 years with 
our Richnjond play therapy program. We have a residential place- 
niimt called the Methodist Children s Home, for children ages 7 to 
1H who have hwn removed from their homes for reasons relating 
to child abuse and neglect. A cottage of eight boys If) t^ 17 reached 
a iHTsonal growth level where they wanted to do sonii' volunteer 
work in the c<inimunity. When we became aware of their need we 
telt there was special potentiM^ for a mutually benellcial relation- 
ship b<'twe<'n older abused children and younger ones. 

We saw the older boys as having a unique sensitivity toward 
y<)im>;er ehildrt^n who were having similar problems. We saw the 
chanee to help the boys learn to nurture* to improve their self* 
pstei^ni by btnng role models to younger children; and to demon- 
strat<* appropriate behavior control in this setting. We also felt the 
boys could h<Op u.s I<*arn more about the chilHrt-n we wrve. Many 
ot th<* children in this |>iirticular prognim eome rom single parent 
families and had no positive male ''ole mcxiels jn their lives. Many 
had difficulty trusting adults but might learn to trust a teenager 
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'rh<* j>nij*H*t lias \h*vu a hum* success. Thi* fW»dl;)uck from counsel- 
ors ;M tUv how has ovrrwh^'lnun^ly positivt\ Our projjrum 
ainnliJintoi has h»4*i) (>lons*Hl as w**IK Two wt»eks a^o* we he^an 
working with a settjnd cottajic of 1 1 boys. We hnve teurnt»d that ev- 
ery^me has something special to offer others if ^iven the chance. 

In May l!)Hh l^trents Anonymous was made aware of the unique 
of the inrarcerat(*d mothers at the Virginia Correctional 
Center for Women in Goochland, VA. Inmates were concerned 
alxmt the lon^; sejjiirat ions from their children; they \.anteH to es* 
tahlish a su(>jM>rt system within the institution to aid them in deal- 
inti with iKiinful isHues involving themselves and their families; and 
they wanttnl to learn pim*nting skill*? to assist them when they 
went home. 

l*an*nts Anonymous was contacted by the prison chaplain as an 
organization with national rt-cognition, whose philosophy is sup- 
portive to parents and the self-help co;icept which might be inter* 
ested in :leveloping a program to meet their needs. Our awareness 
of the fact that most o'^them were abused or neglected in some way 
and probably had problems parenting before incarceration* regard* 
less of their olVense, prompted us to view this as a prevention ex* 
[HTiinent in a setting which may not be accepting of tne self-help 
eoneept 

After many meetings with a core group of 12 inmates and after 
contacting every other female correctional institution in the coun- 
try^ we identified a team of professionals in various disciplines who 
agnvd to voluntwT their time to iissist with the development of 
two of the HC*ven program components now known as MILK (Moth- 
ers/Men Inside l^oving KidsJ> 

Other volunteers have been located lo assist with the implemen- 
tation of the other components. The MILK program consists of: 

Onet a stories of child development classes. 

Two, a sc*rit*s of parent education classes^ 

Three, ongoing support groups. 

Four, extended visits with their children at the institution. 

Five, a guardian support program. 

Six^ ways and means projecti* at the institution^ 

Sloven* connection to Parents Anonymous chapters or other s^up- 
port systems when they return to their families. 

We have an inmate board of directors which makes all policy de- 
cisions for the program. 1, as the outside sjjonsor, and the chaplain^ 
iiH the inside sfKHi.sor, guide the group and have equal votes as 
nieniben. of the iKHtrd. Sinw li)Sl when we started we have begun 
five MITjK gniujw, serving a total of llfZ women. Approximately 95 
have returned to their fi^miltes, 7 have dropped out of the program 
ami liu are currently members. Five have returned to the institu- 
tion witli other offens*'s> This rwidivism rate is considerably lov\er 
than the *it* percent exiK^rienced by the general population at the 
institution> 

We art^ f 'irrently helping Brunswick (\>rrt*ctior il Center start 
the first M*^n Inside lioving Kids program in Uwrei ceville, VA. 

We have learaed that the same self hejp concepts used in the 
eorninunitv can work within the eurrcHtionnl system and met*t 
many of tlhe emotional needs of incarcerated iwirents. In addition, 
we have allowed a few women who are not parents yi*t» to partici- 
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(Kite in tlu^ pro^nmi to proptire them for the job bt^ibrt* they have 
dirliiren. 

W*^ h;i\v id4'utinr(i juhHtinrmI pnmrnm components which are 
ru*t^de<l to further riuvl Ihe needn of our wonten. They are classes 
in s<Of't*stwm, ussertiveness tratnint;, atresH management and inde* 
[)end4^nt livinjj skills. It coats approximately $rj»000 per year to 
miuntiUti the MILK program but to enlarge the scope of the pro- 
gratn, iiml give ttvhniail assistance to other inntitutions requesting 
rt, more f unding is ne4^ded* 

We biise the succ*?ss of the program on the unique relationship 
that exists among four groups of people: Parents Anonymous, the 
institutional administration, the inmates and the volunteers in the 
t*4mimunities all over Virginia who support the program* Another 
pHJgrani is ofTert^d women in the work release center in Richmond 
which consists of more intense pareniing classes which are offered 
in the spring and fall. 

Two men's institutions are interested in starting Parents Anony- 
mous chapters for their inmates. 

In Virginia, these services are coordinated by a State organiza- 
tion t*onsisting of a board of directors^ a part time executive direc- 
t4ir* part time swretary and many dedicated volunteers* The or- 
gani/atiori exi.its on a very low bur' t, s* ing nilies rbr approxi- 
mately $75 a year. 

The most im|>ortant lesson I have learned from working wrth 
familit^ for iMi^ years is this: if people are to become productive 
citjz<*ns and capable parents they must be able to do the following: 
Like themselves, have the ability to trust* feel secure^ experience 
envimnmental stimulation by other people^ and experience the 
freedom to be unique individuals* not extensions of someone else* 

Prevention programs initially must be geared toward the individ- 
ual and helping him/her meet the nbove stated emotions needs. All 
(Kirenting classes in the world seem to fall on deaf ears if a (K^rson 
do4*sn't have a |»ositive image of who he is» firs- Once a person — 
th4* younger the better— feels OK about himsell. then skills build- 
ing tn prepare for parenting is appropriate. 

Many of us in drfferent ways are trying to respond to the needs 
of f*an)ili4's in various ways. Generally, we see a lack of coordina- 
tion of servici^s to families in many of our communities. Many 
times a family may be receiving services from several aget ies, 
none of whirh are aware of whut the oth*T is doing. Knch may be 
t4'lling the fjiniilv s4irnethrnM different wl h, ofeoursi', is counter- 
prt?(Jnetiv4\ 

In Virgiaa. Tti mnnnunitJ4's have est isheO multrdisciplmary 
t4^ams ior child aljuse and neglect. These are matie up of all the dis- 
crplin4*s inV4jlved in the id4'ntification, treatment or prevention of 
diild aljns4\ Th4'se t( jnis ti to assess community ne*.*ds and re- 
sfiond t4i them as W4^1l as h4*(p social services staff t nses and share 
information atxjut what 4'aeh agency is doing. 

tn additioti, our (lovernor appointed an advisory committee on 
thiUl aljus4' fUid n^gleet which suggests State policy and takes a 
[lart in a[)[»ropriat4' stat4'wirlr activiti4^. 

A'i\\ro a NatidfTal (^hihl Ahns4^ lV4*venti4>n observance* was pro- 
4*Iaimecl in II'Sl' we have formed th<* Virginia Coalition for (Inild 
Abase l*r4^vc^rUiori which plans activities for the State and assists 
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ltK*jilitit*s with h*(*liiii(*al nHHistance and materials/ Nine organiza* 
tiuns art* tiow itietnlnTs with more wishiiiK to join next year* Joe 
Theisman has agreed to be our honorary i*hairman this year* 

Networking is the only way we will have a coordinated positive 
impact on hurting ramifies* The National Committee Tor Preven- 
tion uf Child Abuse and Parents United h^p two organizations with 
whom we work very close ly in many areas* 

In Virginia, Parents Anonymour and the Virginia chapter of 
NOPCA are preparing to share offline space, a statewide hot line* 
materials and a secretary if we can fnid funding. We feel this effort 
will maximize our efforts atid effectiveness and minimize our over* 
lap* 

We have made great strides in a relatively short period of time 
in Virginia, considering we were one of the last States to adopt any 
laws protecting children* However, gaps exist which must be dis- 
cussed if we art^ to develop strategies to Till them* 

iVhen o'lr most recent child i>buse and neglect law was passed in 
H)75, the Department of Social Services was mandated to investi* 
gate rt*ports of abuse and n^lect* They were also mandated to set 
up a statewide hot line and central registry. All this had to be put 
in place in about 4 months time* Social workers had no format 
training in child protective services in college or on the job prior to 
the law* Ik*fore 1975, less than 400 cases per year were reported 
statewide* During the first year afler the law was passed, 10,000 re- 
ports were received. Workers were totally overwnelmed and had 
few services to offer families* 

Needless to say many families have been underserved and mis- 
handled due to the lack of training and resources* The Virginia De* 
partmnnt of Social Services was aware of the problem early on* 
After a 11 year search for funding an experimental training pro- 
gram was created which is superior* Training has begun for tne 600 
worlters statewide who need it* Another m^jor concern for qualified 
workers is the elimination of a social work degree as a criterion for 
employment in a socia* vrvice agency* We have history m^ors in* 
vestigating child abuse and neglect cases in some areas while 
MSWs a»'e unemployed* 

This may differ from college to college* but many schools of 
social work do not have undergraduate or gradaute classes in child 
abuse investigation* treatment or prevention* Agencies should be 
ahle to shan* information regarding training ne^s with local uni- 
versities which should then develop classroom training which is 
relevant. 

Another major concern is the placement of abused and neglected 
children in foster care and adoptive homes* They are formally clas- 
situ*fl as s^KTial ne^ds children but the families in whose care they 
an' committed receive no special training to help them deal with 
many problems brought with them. Families are at a loss when 
trying to deal with some of the behavior problems which exist. The 
children get no special counseling and there is no after care for 
aimiru'* once a child is adopted* 

We l*ave treatt^d many parents in Parents Anonymous who, as 
childr(*n, were abused or negkn^led in foster homes or moved each 
time they actrd up- They have grown up to find themselves hardly 
able to fifirent thrir own children* Parents Anonymous of Virginia

was askt^l to dtwrlnp and present a workshop for foster and adop- 
tive families at thrir national conference on this topic, I was 
ama/ed to Hnd many purenU ivho desperately wanted training to 
help them deal with their special needs children. Some local foster 
parent assfxriations are just now starting support groups* training 
sessions and counseling groups for their children* Small amounts of 
funding are needed to help this effort. I see Parents Anonymous as 
being capable of lend' g assistance. 

With alt the cutbacks in agency funding we have seen caseloads 
go as high as SO per worker because of staff cutbacks. If prevention 
programs were available, they were the first to go* Federal funding 
streams tend to be categorical in nature* Services such a& Aid to 
I)ependent Children, foster care and adult service end up receiv* 
ing the largest allocations* Prevention programs are at the bottom 
of the prioiity list. Could the Government not develop guidelines 
which encourage States to prioritize prevention programs different- 
ly? 

In view of staff and service cutbacks* I see community resources 
8\ieh as Parents Anonymous being underused by local agencies* In 
Hfime casi^ professionals seem threatened by the idea of self-help* 
In otherSf turfism exists; in still others workers simp!y don't think 
to use Parents Anonymous as part of their initial treatment plan; 
only as a last resort. A staff person from the State Department of 
Social Services and I have developed a half day workshop for local 
agencies to help deal with various barriers which may exist toward 
usin^' Parents Anonymous for a client We also offer training on 
how to effectively refer a parent by developing liaisons with their 
local Parents Anonymouf: chapters and using them in the referral 
process* 

We see several cultural barriers for parents who need help* 
Many minority groups feel their destructive behavior toward their 
children is justified and acceptable* We need to educate parents 
more about appropriate parenting techniques and the efTecta of 
severe discipline* et cetera* We have noticed that social workers 
don*t receive adequate training for serving minority families. We 
need to make stronger efforts to reach and understand our minori* 
ty populations* 

We are also not reaching middle class parents who are hurting* 
Our society expects us to somehow know all the answers to parent- 
ing' riur rfiildren when we physically have them and tends to look 
down on those who have difTiculty* Therefore^ families go to great 
len^ahs to cover up their problems for fear of losing their children* 
social poivition or resjpect in their communities* The higher the 
K<K'ir>H'Conomic level of a family^ the more means they have of cov* 
ering up th<» prnblem, 

We nml t* 'lelp people fcpl moie comfortable about accepting 
tilt' fitct that L.*^y doi t have all the answers and that it is accepta* 
ble and even responsible to ask for help with this every challenging 
job, Alt nf us mu^t gear some of our literature and public aware* 
nc*ss information iu this fact* One of (he best pieces of literature 
produced by lUnilth and Ilumiin Services was a comic book for par- 
entt; leaturing tennis the Menace* It dealt with this issue beauti* 
fully. They printed a million copies which were gone within a few 
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nm .ths. 'Vhvy nvvi\ rmuH'y to print more. We miss having them to 
iiiv** f(i parents. 

We jee a gap in nervices available for sexually abusive families, 
We are just experiencing an awakening to this form of abuse as a 
widespread problem. One in tour women in the United States by 
the ane IS hii« bt*i*n sexually abused in some way. As a result of 
television programs and magazine articles recently, victims are 
coming (nward for help and many of our communities simply 
haven't any available. We are developing sexual abuse trauma 
teams to investigate cases and begin working with families immedi- 
i»*ely. We have structured family therapy* individual therapy, and 
Parents United. All are part of a total support system for parents. 
Iloweven the tidewater area of our State and Roanoke are the only 
ones in which all the above types of service exist. Parents Anony- 
mous H4*rves sexually abusive families where no other resources 
exist. In facti the spouses of perpetrators do very well in Parents 
Anonymous chapters and their children are being served through 
our kids programs. However, supjport groups for young adult vie- 
tinm of s(*xual, as well as other rorms of abuse, are still needed. 
( Vmimurtity professionals need educating about the efTectiveness of 
tht*se resources and encouragement to support their development. 

We see little coordination of service development for families 
amoiig the nmjor tigencies such as social services, menial health 
and cnrrectionH. All rt*ct*ive State and Federal funding to operate 
but all stH*m to have differt'^nt priorities even though they all may 
hi* serving the sfime families. The boards of these agencies might 
try ^ome ctxirdination ot* priorities, goals and program strategies, in 
th( form of prescription teams, 

C*orr(>ctions in Virginia are experiencing major budget cutbacks. 
Pn'Vention and treatment programs were the first to go. There are 
^tatT cutba^^ks taking place whic^ are putting enormous pressure 
on remaining ntafT and inmates. The StPte penitentiary m Rich- 
mond, fur example, has ju±;t tost four counselors, leaving six to 
hartdle prisfiners. I sc'e the potential of many community agen- 
cies otTering voluntwr services to restore some of what has been 
Idsti but the pris<*ns don't have volunteer coordinators. Therefore* 
no mechanism exists to utilize what I suspect to be a variety of 
s<*rvicf»s to prisoners. 

We we few stTvic(^t; in our communities for the families of pris- 
oru^rs. The ehildren of prisoners are often ostracized, lonely, and 
isolatttl. We see them continue the cycle of crime in port because 
we an* not responding to their needs for acceptance and emotional 
support. I see schotils as being an integral part of the support 
s>s)ern berr as well as ihc juvenilegustice system if they (children) 
;ire itt truirhte. I*an*nts Anonymous is looking at the possibility of 
sf*tting up conimunity peer support groups for adolescents whose 
parents are incarcerated. 

St*luH)ls eouM he playing a much larger part in child-abuse pre- 
vention Uy offering farnily^life education and child*deveiopment 
i'lasses hi hi^'h srhtiol Ktudents. In Virginia, our Department of 
Kducation feels very uncomlortuble with this roiei confusing it with 
sex educntion and teaching morals, Many of us involved in this 
rii*ld supported the bill in oUi^ general ass^^mhly thif; year asking 
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that tumily-life c*i)uration he mnndated in high schools* It was con- 
tinued until next yeur. 

We also aee taechers who have not been trained to work with 
abused and neglected children in the classroom. Many of them act 
out frequently. Insteadt teachers often overrespond to the negative 
behuvior, adding to the child^s pain* Some schools do have inservice 
truininK in this area but more needs to be done on the college level 
in preparing teachers to deal effectively with special-needs chil- 
dren. Parents Anonymous has found that staffings with school per* 
sonnel regarding children whose parents are in Parents Anony- 
mous have been helpfuL With the parents permission we are able 
to suggest ways of dealing with a particular child in the classroom 
that we have found successful in our kids program* We can also act 
as parent advocates and interpreters if parents and teachers have 
difficulty communicating without feeling angry or threatened. 

Last, we see a lack of funding on the State and national levels 
for programs which are proven effective* We Hnd ourselves con- 
stantly writing grant proposals with a new twist to catch someone^s 
eye wnen we could he developing and coordinating our programs 
whieh *serve families* I believe moneys should be set aside for credi* 
ble, etTective programs as well as funding for new ideas* Programs 
like Parents Anonymous are so cost effective we don^t need large 
nmuunts uf money, but we do need a more solid funding base both 
uD uur State and nutiunal levels* 

Networking, cooperating, and sharing are the keys to our suc- 
cess. The collection and dissemination of information about organi 
zations, agencies, and program help us assess family, and communi- 
ty nr>eds, and keeps us informed about what is being done to ad- 
dress them. It is my hope that the Government can take an active 
role in Oiling a gap being created by the dismantling of our Region* 
al Resource Centers for Children, Youth, and Families, They have 
been m^jor conduits for the flow of information and have brought 
many of us together who have common goals* 

Our center helped us develop a regional Parents Anonymous con- 
sortium which has greatly enhanced our networking ability. The 
center also created a consortium for all the Social Service Commis- 
sioners* The two groups are planning a joint conference at the end 
of May which will deal with compliance to Public Law 9H-272* 
When the centers close, all the resources materials which we now 
borrow will be absorbed by the universities where the centers are 
located- Please be aware of the effect of your decision regarding the 
centers and look at the possibilities of maintaining and sharing in- 
formation and resources through the National Center for Child 
Abu«f and Neglect* 

In elosing, 1 believe we have learned and continue to learn much 
about how to prc'vent child abuse and neglect. Our challenge is to 
U*arn how to use the resources we have and creatively* collectively 
mobilize additional ones to more successfully meet family needs*

TtHt uftriL ndulbt react to the behavior, rather than the message it carries, which 
oauses childrrn to demonstrateMouder messages through their behavior If no oni* 
mterv«>n4*s. or listens our children often grow up physically but not emotionally and 
find themselveH Htill trying to get their own needs met and unable to meet their 
rhildn*ns m*eds when they becomi» parentSn Add to this the dissolution of the ex- 
tended family ivA a supp'^rt iiystent and the added stress of the economy and societal 
pressures to be a **perfect** parent who should know all the answers about child 
rearing ond we get several miliion families who are hurting. And so the cycle con* 
tinut^K. The parents we shake our heads about and point our Hngers at; the people 
who ^'fjmmit crimt^ and develop mental disorders; those who abuse their spouses; 
those whti can't hold a steady job or get along with oiherst are very often grown up 
abused children. They can be found in segments of our society. When they are 
young, wi' tend to ft>el sorry for them. Whey they grow up we ridicule and judge 
thrm or lock them up and "put them down'\ 

How am we respond to one another in a more supportive way and break the cycle 
of ahuM4»? 

Ah you haw heard* Parents Anonymous is one organization whose philosophy is 
helping parents and children learn to help themselveSn We believe in responding to 
parents who find themselves challenged an unable to parent the way they wish, in a 
noi>judi,'mrntal* supportive* caring manner Remember, we are dealing with people 
vvho huvv Itiw st*lf-esteem. much guilt, no coping or parenting skilk little infoi ma- 
tifMt ah4»ut < hilit ilevelapment. and therefore, unrealistic expectations of their chiU 
rlrrir vrry luw Irast lt*vi»ls, ninny strejtses in their lives* many unmet emotional 
ui***4^. who iirv isolated both emotionally and physically from supportive systems. 

Parents Anonymous h;is responded to these parents and children in a number of 
v^nys. Thr programs which have been developed and continue to be developed are 
hasi'd on what f -^^ ilia's say they need, not on what someone else thinks they need.

We have lonK mxi^ni^ed the need to work with children in u Htructured way, 
whilt* their parents are learning new %k\\\B. Gurly on, Purents Anonymous otTer^ 
child enre a i^inipanitin service but many Chapters saw the pottfntiul of formaliz- 
their ihild care. Our national organiauil ion was also aware of the need to better 
sk*r\v ctiildrt'n and, thrn*rore injttati'd a li-year projec*t aimed at developing a natior > 
al network of ohildren'rt programs. I^t* sites were si*K*cti*d initially and K>ven seed 
monies to he^in program development Sina* then U* additional Hitt»s have been 
rundc*d Kief niond and Norfolk wen* selected in Virginia. Today, we have ;i success- 
ful programs in thost* areas, with thret* nthers in Charlottwville, Manassa»4, ind the 
l*itstern Shore. Two are therap(*utic piny programs for children under 12 whtjrtepar* 
ents tire in Chapters. The third is a teen suppott Kn>up for childrt^n lii-lK. This 
^roup is opt*n to children from the community, with parental p(*rmiBsion, us wel* ns 
thiMw* whiwi* parents participate in RA. (loabt of these programs are to help children 
dcvliip positive s<'lf-esti*em; trUst aduh authority (iifurt^s; learn to identify their 
I , lin^ ^,1(1 expresji them in appropriate ways; lejirn to communicate with their 
pn*viA, parents and other adults; develop fet*lin^s of i^omprtency based on their a^fe 
and developmental k vols; learn to identity and ust* support systems which are avail* 
able^ and develo{> social nnd t.'opin^ skills. 

We have tried a unique experinfient for the last 1 *a years with our Richmond play 
therapy prit^^ram We hav** a reftidential placement called the Methodist Children s 
Hoiiu', fur < hiMrrn aji»»s 7 IH who have been remtwed from their homes for reasons 
n*latin^ to child ahune and m^Klet^i. A cottaKe of eijjht boys ages 15-17 reached a 
ftt*rsonat jjnwth level whert* they want^^d to do some volunteer work in the commu* 
nity When we btvanfie aware of their need we felt there was special potential for a 
mutually henericial relationship betwt.>t*n older abused children and yoUn^r ones. 
We saw the older boys as having a unique sensitivity toward younger children who 
were having similar proJih nis. We saw th** chance to help the bo>^ learn to nurture; 
K } itiipr<,ve their self estwin by being role models ta younger children; and ta di^m- 
onstnito approprijite N*havior control in this salting. We also I'elt the boys could 
h»'lp IIS learn more jilwiut the childrt*n w(* starve. Many of the childrt*n in this par* 
ticular program come from singi* parent families and htid no positive male role 
mislrls in their )iu*s Many had difnculty trusting adults but might leam to trust a 
tei*nagiT 

The pr(>jet*t has b*'en a huge success. The feedback from aiunselors at the home 
has tK'i*n overwhelmingly pcmitive. Our pnj^ram ^coordinator has bi*en pleased as 
well Twu wiH*ks ago, wr N^gan working with a secorxi iHrttage of 11 boys. Wc have 
learniHl that evervone has something special to olTer trthers if given the chana*. 

Iti May, ni^l, )*arvnts Anonymous was made aware of the unique needs of the 
aicareerat4*d tnathrrs at the Virginia <*orrKtionaI Center for Women in (toochland, 
Virgitvi 

Inmates were t^mcerm^d about the long separatiorKi from their children; they 
wantt*d to establish a samxtrt system within the institution to aid them in dealing 
with painful issu4*s involving tnemselvini and their families; and they wanted to 
leam t»arenting skills to assist them when they went home. 

Parents Anonymous wjts contacti'd by the prison Chaplain as an organization 
with luitiaiial HH-ogiiitian, whosi' phikis<>phy is supportive to fiarents and the self- 
help cr>ateijt which ini^iht b** interested in d(*veIoping a program to met*t thtir 
<i>'e(|s Our awareness of the liut that mimt of them were abused or negWted in 
some ^^^\^ and pnibably had problems (larenting helure incarceration, regurdK^ss of 
their ofTens**, prompted Us to view this as a prevention experiment in a slotting 
which may not be accepting of the self-belp conc<*pt. After mnny met*tingH with a 
cure group of I:* inmates and Jtfter i^)ntacting every other female correctional insti- 
hilifai III Ua* coiinlrv. we identifi^^ a team of proft^ssionals in various dis4.MplineH 
wh^i agM'ed ti* volunteer iheir time to iissist with ihe development of two of the 
seven program couifsirients ntw known as MJ.h.K. iMotherMMen liisidi* I^oviiig 
Kulsi (Hhcr volunteers have bi»en l<K'ati*d tii a'^t^ist with ti>. implementation of the 
uiher conifionents The M M K program consists of I. a s<'rii*s of child development 
ciass*'H, J a sera's ol fwm*tit educat^an class<*x, ;i on going siip|w>rt gr()U(>s, 1. ex* 
trndeil visits with iheir clnlHreii at Ihe institution. a guardian sumxirt program,

We 
have ail mtiiate board of tliM*ctor> which taakes afl isjiicv decisinn^ for the pn)gram

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and have eiiwA vmIch hh tut*m\x*rn the bcMird. Since 11>H1, when we staited tl3 of 
whnm joined the ortKinn) l«f> we Knvr Ih^uii M.I.LKh groups, serving a total of 
women. Approximately % have returnt.'d U> their ramUiefl* *i have dropped out of the 
pniKrum and *M} are curre/>tly memberSn ^ have returned to the inatitutton with 
other ofTent^es. Thb recidivism rate Is considerably lower than the «{()^ experienced 
by me Kc^neral population at the institution. 

Wr «ro currently helpin|{ Brunitwick Correctional Center start the first Men 
Inside U)Vin|{ KidspniKrum in l^wrenceville, Vlrigin'-i. 

We have learned that the nam^ sel^help concepts ut^^^d tn the community can 
work within the correcttonal system and mt^ many of the emotional needs of incar* 
cerated parents. In addition we have allowed a few women who are not parents yet, 
to participate in the pn^ram to pre(^re them for the job before they have children. 

We have jdentifjed additional program components which are needed to further 
meet the needs of our women. They are classes in; self^tee.n, assertiveness train* 
iHK* Htrew management and independent living skills. Tt Costs approximately $r).OI)0 
per year to maintain the MILK program but to enlarge the scope of the program 
and givt' technical aHsistance tn other institutions requesting it more fu.iding Is 
needed. 

We base the ftu^wss of the pnigram or tht* unique relationship that exists among 
four grijupii of people; Parents Anonymo is^ the inisthuttonal administration, the in- 
mate»4 and the volunteers tn the communities all over Virginia who support the pro- 
gnim Another program is ofTered women in the work release center in Richmond 
whu'K (.otmiHlH of more intense parenting classes which are ofTered tn the spring and 
fjill 

Two men s institutions are interested in starting RA. Chapters (or their inmates. 

In Virginia, these services are coordinated by a state organisation consisting of a 
H<nird of direttors. a part-time executive director, a part*time secretarjr and many 
iledinited vo{untt*4*rH. The organization exists on a very low budget, serving Ibmilies 
for approximately per year 

Our national office in California provides many support services to our state and 
tiN^iii orgiiniziition^ and is the glue which keeps us connected nationwide. We have 
deep conctTns iibout the possibility of our national ofTice not remaining open due to 
funding ( uts. The credibility of being part of a national organization is real. The 
Herviees and products; they ofTer us enhance what we ofTer families and the leader* 
ship of national stafT guides us in providing the services just described. 

The most important lesson I have learned from working with families for 
years is tins: if p«*ople are to become productive citizens an^ capable parents they 
must be able t<i do the following: like themselves^ have the ability to trusts feel 
Nivure. pxptTience environmental stimulation tby other pwplet and experience the 
fn*4*dom to be unique idividuals not extensions of someone else, 

I'reventiitn programs initially must be geared toward the individual and helping 
tiim^her meet tho above stated emotional needs. All the parenting classes in the 
Aorid ri«^^'m to fall on deaf ears if a person doesn't have a positive im^e of who he 
IS. fir^t. Once a person (the younger> the better) feels okay about himself, then skills 
building to prepare for parenting are appropriate. 

Many of uh in difTerent ways are trying to respond to the needs of families in vari* 
fiuH ways. (ieneriUy, we see a lack of coordination of services to families in many of 
iKjr nmmiunitit^ M;iny timi*s ti family may be receiving services from several ag€n* 
riifs, nrknp nf which tire iiware of what the other is doingn Bach may be telling the 
family somi^thing difrer«*nt which, of course Is eounterproductive. 

In Virginia^ communities have established Multidisciplinary Teams (va Child 
Abuse and Nrgtect. These are made up of alt the disciplines involved in the identifi* 
coition, treatment or prevention of child abuse. These teams try to assess community 
tUHHlH jitui n*H[»>nd to them as well as helping social services staff cases and sharing 
iiifi»niinti<in nUtut what eat h e.gency is doing. 

In mldition our gi>vern<fr apH^nted an advisory committi^e on child abuse and ne- 
glect which suggests stiite policy and takes a part in appropriate statewide activi* 
t ies. 

Since a Nationjil (*hild Abuse Prevention observance was proclaimed in we 
havr rttrinid tht* VirKinui r<Hilition for Child Abuse Prevention which plans activi* 
til's lor thr statr ^iiul ^kssist;4 loi'ulitii'S with technical assistance and muteriiils. Nine 
organi/titKtns n<fw ^irr nirmWrs with more wishing to join next year Joe Theisman 
h^is ii^n'inl to be our honomry chairman this year. 

Networking is thr only way we wid have a coordinated p<»si1iv(' impiict on Kurtiog 
l;miilii<s. Thv National Conmiiltee for the Prevention of (*hild Abus«' and Piirents 
Tnited arr two <ir>;tmi/^iti(«rm with wh<im ^e work very closely in many areas. 
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In Vii^iniu, INkn*nt» AnonymouH and the Vir^inJa Chapter of Nc'POA are prepar* 
to Hhan* otIVe u >ttutewi(te (uit line, materuiU und a aecn tary if we can 

\uui fundinK We ferl thJn elTort will iniuiini/je ouf erTorU and erTec^tlveaess and 
niininii/e our overlap, 

We h<ive mude Kteut strides in a relatively short period of time in Virginia, con^ 
HiderinK we were one of the last Btat6« to adopt any laws protectinff children. How^ 
evrr. KopH exist which must be discussed if we are to develop stratt^ies to Hll them. 

When our mutit recent child abuse and nefflect law was paaae^^ In 1975, the De* 
|Mirtnu*nt of Social ^>e^ ices was mandated to investigate re^torts of abuse and ne* 
^U*i:t. They were altio nu ndated to sec up a statewide hotline and Central registry. 
All this hud to be put i,i place in about four months time. S^icial workers had no 
formal traininu in child protective services in collef(« or on the job prior to the law. 
Before ni7r>, less than 40'l cases per year were reported statew.de. Otiring the first 
year after the law was ^B^sed. I(M)(K^ reports were received. Workers were totally 
overwhelmed and had lew services to offer fanoilies. Needless to say many families 
have been underserved and mishandled due to lack of training and rcfources* The 
Virginia Department of Social &.'rvices was aware of the problem early on* After a 
:t->ear search for funding an experimental training program was created which is 
superior. Training has begun for the 600 workers statewide who need it. Another 
major concern for tiualified workers is the elimination of a social work degree as a 
criterion for employent in a social semce agency. We have history majors investi* 
gatin){ child abuse and neglect coses ir> sonify areas while MSW*s are unemployed. 

This may differ from college to college b .i many schools of social work do not 
huve underj^raduate or graduate classes in child abuse investigation, treatment or 
pn*vniiion. AKrncit*» tihould be able to share information regarding training needs 
with loi.il univrrnities which should then develop classroom training which is rele* 
vant . 

Aniithe major concern is the placement of abused and neglected children in 
foster care ard adoptive homes. They are formally classified as '^speciKl needs'* chil- 
dren but the famiht^H in whose care they are committed receive no special training 
to help them deal with the mimy problems brought with them. Families are at a 
loss wncn trying to deal with some of the behavior problems which exist. The chil- 
dr«*n itet no spet^ial counseling and there is no after care for anyone, once a child is 
adopted. We have tn^ated many parents in P.A. who. as children, were abused or 
neKlected in foster homes or moved each time they acted out. They have grown up 
to find themselves hardly able to parent their own children. Parents Anonymous of 
Virginia wait asked to develop and present a workshop for foster and adoptive fami- 
lies at their national conference on this topic. I was amazed to find many parents 
who H'^pf*rately wanted training to hel» them deal with their '*speciai needs" chil* 
dren. Some local Foster Parent Associations are just now starting support groups, 
training s«>SNionK and couseling groups for their children. Small amounts of funding 
are nunled to help this eTTort. 1 see Parents Anonymous as being capable of lending 
osKiHtance. 

With nil the cutbacks in agency funding we have seen case loads go as high as 80 
per worker because of staff cutbiacks. If prevention programs were available, they 
m*re the first to ko. Federal funding streams tend toDe catagorical in nature. Serv- 
ices such OS Aid to Dependent (Children, foster care and adult services end up receiv- 
ing the largest allocations. Prevention pnjgrams are at the bottom of the priority 
lit^t. <\iuld the government not develop guidelines which encourage states to priori^ 
tiM* prevention jirottrams differently. 

Ill virw of staff and service cutbacks* 1 see i'ommunity resources such as Parents 
Anniiyninus lM*jng anderusiKl by local ai{encies. In some cases vrofessii^.ials seem 
threott*ned hy the idt*a of self-help. In otherst turfism exists; in still others workers 
simply don't think to use P A. as part of their initial treatment plan: only as a last 
ref«>rt. A staff person from the State Department of Social Services and I have de^ 
vi*lotM*d a ^ day witrkshof); for local agencies to he?p deal with various barriers 
whirli muy exist toward using P.A. for a client. We hIso offer training on how to 
rtti^'tivf'ly n*ft*r a ptkn*nt by developling liasons with their loco) P.A. Chapters and 
usin^i ihem in the rt^ferrol procews. 

W" see several caltural barriers for parents who need help. Many minority groups 
\W] thrir dt*structive tkehavior toward their children is justified and acceptable. We 
iuH*cl to eduniie pan*nts more about appropriate parentinit techniques vnd the ef* 
jW fs ttf tw'VJ'n* diM*ipline, etc. Wr have notiml that social workers don't n*ceive ade* 
ijtijilr training for M*rvin^ minority families. We need to make stronger efforts to 
reiul> jiml understimd our minority |>opulutinns. 

Many citi(»s in oar stnte have bt*come the new honies for Asian refu^;ees. Some of 
their child ri'Uring practict>s. aivordmg to oar laws, art* imippropriiite. They also 
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Unil tt)rrnM*lvi«M tiniliT rniirrnoUH HtreSH, r4*tat4*d to Ifin^fuaKe barrier»t frnancial and 
jiih rrl;ih*<l < omrni'' nhA iwilnhnlr SimjK^rt rt>HtemH an* bem^ formed, but our »erv* 
iti* ji^ritrirs whti tMHiiirir invnlvi>fl with ttu*Ht* tnn)ilu>Hf ol\cn Hnd thrtniielv(>f< forcln^f 
our cultiiriil ^ iilut's on \H*i>pU* who havt* r>o (ratnt* of rffvrencv to understand.

when the community trie's ta intervene. Social workers are sometimes met by dad 
)iitliiin|c ;i nhot^fun 

Our ini^ninlK anil nshrrrnrn on the KiiKtern Shore are two other t^roups who have 
tiniqur life styles. Ix'KnIly, s<>me of their |>arentin^ pnictices are regarded as neKlect, 

We IwiVo olso hiid to deal with the wirentinK pnictin'M of reliKioun cults which are 
Mjinrtimi*H seen as iihusive or n4*f{lectful. 

Our htark poptjhitions, both inner city {md rural, »ometimi*s have values which 
rontnidid the law and/or <*ommuniVy valuen. An example involn^ a black male 
inmiitr who I worked with in a litmp last year, who is from one of our cities. We 
were tnlkint; aboct appropriate discipline. He believed that a responsible way to 
tend) his son to be more respectful to his mother^ was to ooint a gun at him and 
thmitrn "to blow hi« head ofr*, if he di^n*t straighten up. The father had used this 
nii*thi>d mniiy times 

Awarding (o stutinticSt 22 pereent of our |)opulation are blackr >Mi percent are 
white ;md percent an* other. Uist year^ liii percent of the reported caJies of abuse 
and neglect in Virginia were black; f * ercent were white, and 2 percent were 
other 

Thi^* figures indicate that we must try to betti r understand o^r minority popula* 
UiihK imtl rind ways of protecting their children without threateninif their cultural 

vattii*H. 

We call, in fHctt learn much from them. Many of our minority groups for exampler 
HtitI hjiVe the extended family as a support system. 

It niy hi^lief that white families are not reported as oftett as minority families, 
lor *ihuse and m'glectt m the above statistics may not be a valid indicator of oropor* 
tioniite rhild maUreatment. 

I li*4'l that more interaction im sociidt education and service levels among all o*tr 
populations may serve to bridge the gup. Training of service providers for minority 
groups muy also iissint tht* process of learning to respect and protect all 'Cultures 
n*pr4*sentea in our romniunitiiii. 

We are also not reaching middle class parents wito are hurtingn Our society ex- 
piH^ls us to s^imehow know all the answi to parenting our children when we phys- 
ically have them and tends to look down on those who have diiTiculty. Therefore, 
r^imilirs go to grejit lengths to cover up their problems for fear of losing their cliiN 
tjren. social position or respect in their communities. The higher the socio*economic 
lrV4*l of ;i faioilv thr more mi>ans they have of covering up the problem. We need to 
help projile feel more comfortable about accepting the fact that they don*t have all 
thr ;inswrrH and that it is acceptable and even responsible to ask fo^ help with this 
very t hallrnging job. ,MI of us must gear some of our literature and public aware- 
ness infornmtion to this fact. One of the best pieces of literature produced by Health 
and Human Services wjis a e<tmic book for parents featuring Dennis the Menace. Ii 
lieiitt with this issue beautiiully They printed a million copies which wore gone 
within II few months. They need money to print more. We miss having them to give 
(o piireots. 

Wi* M*4* {i ^ap in MTVia^ aviiilahle for sexually abusivt.* families. We are just expe* 
rten< rn^ ;iii Hivfikening to this form of ttimtte as a wide'Spread problem. One in four 
woiTien io the U.S. hy th<* age of IK bus been sexually abused in some way. As a 
Tt^uW of television pri>grams and mfigaxine artJcli*s recently, victims are coming ?'or* 
v^urd lor help and many nf nur Communities simply haven*t any available. We are 
(h*\-elnping M*xu!)l abuse trauma teams to investigate cases Hnd oegin working with 
liiniilii^s itaoiiHli;)te1y We ha\*e strut*turL<l family therapy, individual therapy, and 
TiOi^ni^ (Nnti-^l Ail an* part of o total Mupport system for parenta. However, the 
T](]i'w;iti*r- iireii o( our state Hf\6 K«>anoke are Ihe only ones in which all the above 
lytH's nr ser\'it*i* exist Por4*nts AnnitythouA Servian sexually abusive families where no 
rjlhor res«)Urci*s rxist In fact, the spouses of perpetrators do very well in RA. Chap- 
ters unil their t^hiliiren ure being served through our kids programs. However, sup- 
\nirt ^roiit^s for yt)ung adult victims of sexualt as well os other forms of abuse are 
^till Tieeilinl (\»MinHtnity pn>fi*ssionj»ls need educating about the effectiveness of 
Hk'M' fr^ioun'es ati(i etutmrage^l t^i sup|xrrt their (levelopment. 

We «i'e little eiM^rdiojition of s«*rvier f^'velopnient for families among the mi^or 
ai^efu ji's '-JU'h a;; stu'inl servin»s, menial health and Cornvtions. All n»ceive state and 
leilf*nd luniling to ofHTiite hut all se4*n1 to hnve dilfrrent priorities even though they 
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all miiy be tH*/vin|f the mm** famtlieti. The boards of these aftencfes might try some 
coordintttion ^ uru>rUu*tt. i^miIh nnd pmicram iftrateKies^ in the form of prescription 
tefiftiH. 

Corn*ctionfl in Virittnia are eitperiencinK mi^r budt^et cutbacks* Prevention and 
treatment programs were the first to go. There are HtafT cutbacks tak*ng place 
which are puttirg enormous pre^ure on remaining staff and inmates. The state 
penitentiary in Richmond, for example^ has just lost 4 cwnselors, leaving 6 to 
handle 1NH> prinonem. 1 fiee the potetttia) of many community agencies offering vol 
unU*er nervicen to restore Home of what has been lost* but the prisons donH have 
volunteer cf>ordinators. Therefore, no mechanism exists to utilize, what t suspect to 
be, a variety of s^^rvices to prisoners. 

We see few wervices in our communities for the families of prisoner*. The children 
of prisoners are often ostracized* lonely, and isolated. We see them continue the 
cycle of crime inpart because we are not responding to their needs for acceptance 
and emotiorial support. 1 see schools as being an integral part of the support system 
here oh well oh the juvenile justice system if they are in trouble. Parents Anony* 
mous m looking at the possibility of setting up community peer support groups for 
adolescents whose parents are incarcerated. 

Schools could be playing a much larger part in child abuse prevention by offering 
family life education and child developntent classes, to high school students, tn Vir 
ginia, our Department of Education feels very uncomfortable with this rote, confus^ 
ing it with sex education* and teaching morals. Many of us involved in this Held 
supported a bill in our general assembly this year asking that family life education 
be mandated in high scnools. It was continued until next year. 

W(* nlHt) see teachers who have not bwn trained to work with abused and neglect- 
ed children in the classroom* many of whom act out frequently. Instead* they often 
over^respond to the negative behavior, adding to the child's pain. Some schools do 
have inservice training in this area but more needs to be done on the college level 
in preparing teachers to deal effectively with special needs children. Parents Anony- 
mous huH found that stafflngs with school personnel regarding problem children 
whock* parents are in P.A., have been helpAil With the fuirents ftermission we are 
abh* to suggest ways of dealing with a particular child in the classroom that we 
have found successrf'ul in our kid's program. We can slso act as parent advocates and 
interpreters if parents and teachers have difftuulty communicating without feeling 
angry or threatened. 

l^ustly. we set* a Inck ^of funding on the state and national levels for programs 
which are pn>v<*t effective. We find ourselves constantly writing grant proposals 
with a new twist to catch someone's eye when we couU be developing and coordinate 
ing our prrjgriims which serve familif>s. I believe monies should be set aside for cred* 
ih1e« elTective programs as well as funding for new ideas. Programs like Parents 
Anonymous are so coHt-effectivo we don't need large amounts of money* but we do 
need a more solid funding base both on our state and national levels. 

Networking. iH>operating and sharing are the keys to our success* The collection 
snd dissemination of Information about organizations, agencies and programs help 
us assess family and community needs and keeps us up with what is being done to 
addn^sif them. It is my hope that the {^vernment can take an active role in filling a 
gap \n*\m cn*att*d hy the dismantling of our Regional Resource Centers for Children^ 
Yoiit1t« iihd Kimuli.*i4. They have been mi^r conduits for the How of information and 
hav(* bn^ught nuiny of us togetht*r who have common goals. Our center helped us 
devt*lo)XHl li rv^iomil Parents Anonymous consortium which has greatly enhanced 
our ni^workin^ ability. The a*nter al^'i created a consortium for all the Social Serv- 
in* (Commissioners. The two groups are planning a joint confe^nce at the end of 
M{iy. which will desl with compliance to PL When the centers close, aM the 

n*s<)Ur< r* mat(*rijilM which we now borrow will be absorbed by the universities where 
th<* n*nt(»r** im* hn^aUKi. I'Icase be aware of the effect of your decision regarding the 
ivtititrs and Wk at the possibilities of maintaining and sharing information and re^ 
s<Mir(*<^ through tlu* National <:*»nter for Child Abase snd Neglect.

Dr. (;r££N. I take the time alloted to me to highlight the sa- 
lient points of m> testimony. My testimony will focus primarily on 
h(>spitnl-ba»ed chilL abuse programs and look speciHcally at three 
HUCh prourums at thr Children's Hospital National Medical Center 
|CHNM(^| here in Washington, DC\ 

I nm Dr Frederick Green. I am a pediatrician and associate di- 
rector ofCHNMC. I am also the director of the hospital's OfHce of 
Child Health Advocacy* a professor of child health and develop- 
nient at (teorge Washington University* and vice president of the 
National Committee To Prevent Child Abuse and Neglect 

IloHpitals have been called gatekeepers for the identiHcation of 
I'hild abuse and neglect. That is, sooner or later, child victims usu- 
ally are brought to a hospital— to an emergency room if their con- 
dition is acute^ or to some department if their problem is less im- 
mediately threatening to life or limb. When this happens, specially 
trairuni and highly skilled health professionals will be able to diag- 
nose the clinical symptoms and initiate appropriate interventions. 
This is a vital aspect of h<^pital services, but it is no means the 
only .service hospitals can provide for children at risk of maltreat- 
ment. Hospitals can also be gatekeepers for the prevention of child 
abuse nnd neglect. 

At <*HNMC\ preventive efforts are focused in the Office of Child 
Health Advocacy. This ofTice was established in 1978 as a concrete 
expression of the hospitals commitment to meeting the needs of 
the whole child by going beyond the walls of the institution, to join 
font^s with the community we serve. As further reflection of this 
commitment, OCHA has been placed sufficiently high in the hospi- 
taTs administrative and management structure to ensure that it 
haK adequate purview to accomplish its mission. 

Primary prevention is the principal mission of OCHA's largest 
outreneh arni» the Comprehensive Health Care Program. Through 
this program's two neighborhood clinics^ we have been able to offer 
thuusands of the District of Columbia's neediest children the pri* 
mnry. preventive health care that is their due and their entitle- 
ment. This care is essential in .nsuring the early identiflcation of 
ihildn'n and families at-risk for abuse or neglect. It also provides 
as with continuing opportunities for educational interactions with 
parents, helping thi^m understand normal child development and 
develop realistic expectations for their children's capabilities and 
behavior. 

OCIIA also has carried its prevention efforts intc the District of 
( olurnhin imhiic sch(Kjk The j^chool health project, established in 
lt»Sl. iirvulves nunJical students from Ceorge Washington Universi- 
ty in t*<lucational outreach with District junior und senior high 
schirt)! students. Over 100 medical students and fM) schoolchildren 
h;ive how participated in the program, which has the goals of pro- 
vtrling young (XHiple with the triformation they need to make in- 
furmf*<l d(*cisions alH>ut their owii health and well-being and that of 
their children or future children* and providing physiciuns-in-train^ 
in^ with (rinimiinity health knowU^dge, skills, and exp(*rience. 
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The common dcnonunutor of all these programs, as well as 
others undtT the (KIIA umbrella, is prevention tailored to commu- 
nity needs* 

Our efforts specifically on behalf of abused and neglec ed chil- 
dren provide a classic illustration of advocacy in action to protect 
child health* These efforts began in the late sixties, and, by 19*1 5| 
we were successful in obtaining funds from the National Center on 
Child Abuse and Neglect tO establish a national demonstration 
project which we called the Child Protection Center This effort 
was expanded in IWJH wheii the Law Enforcement Assistance Ad- 
ministration granted us funds for a special unit to care for child 
victims of sexual abuse. 

A reor^anization of these programs in 1982 brought both staffs 
together into a single administrative unit called the Division of 
Child Protection* The original grant funds have long since expired, 
and the division is currently struffgling to maintain its tlscal bal- 
ance with a precarious combination of medicaid and other third 
party reimbursements, hospital support^ and a patchwork of rela- 
tively small public and private grants and contracts* 

In VMi, the Division's clinical teams managed over 1»000 cases of 
child maltreatment Over 90 percent of the caseload is black, most 
reside in the city, and at least 60 percent are low-income. The aver- 
age age of child victims of n^.ysical abuse or neglect is 3 to 5 years, 
while the average age of ually victimized children is 8 to 9 
years* There is a span from o .nonths through 18 years. 

The fundamental mission of the Division is to protect individual 
child victims from reabuse— secondary prevention— and to protect 
potential victims from harm— primary prevention* The critical 
path *^ay to secondary prevention is — of course — the treatment pro- 
vided to the abused child and his or her family* 

In cases of battering or neglect, treatment goals may include 
helpinff the parent to gain a cognitive understand ir^ of what hap- 
pened in relation to the abusive incident and what the potenital or 
actual consequences may be; reinforcing the parents' positive or 
adaptive parenting skills; enhancing the parents' ability to recog- 
nize and confront stress constructively* et cetera. 

The central concern is to maintain the family unit if at all possi* 
ble and to strengthen it so as to assure the future health and well- 
being of the child* 

The succt»ss of the Division's treatment approach in halting the 
abusive cycle ha> been amply demonstrated. Recidivism; this is, re- 
peated incidents of abuse of a child, occurs in less than H percent of 
validated cases* 

This is a striking finding when one considers recidivism is about 
M) pf'reent in vmvi^ of child abuse in which no intervention is made. 

In addition to its extensive case management responsibilities, the 
divii{ion al>;o carries out research, organizes and implements a wide 
varietv of professional and community education programs, and 
provider legal support services, such as court accompaniment With 
stxTiflc n^ferenee to prevention programs* three division initiatives 
Hinmi out* and I would like (o describe each briefly. 

The Division H Parenting Skills Fducation Pn^'ram provides the 
District with a valuable resource that meets the nt^ds both of par- 
ents i.nd <if <ith*T providers of child abuse and neglect services. The 
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purp4iHi» <ir thr iin^rain \h to olTer speciHc instructions to modify 
abusive pun*ntinK bi'havior. The objectives of the program are: (1) 
to ucquaint parents with the normal growth and development pat- 
terns of children, (2) to identify alternative disciplinary approaches 
and techniques necessary for healthy childrearing^ and (3) to facili- 
tate management of speciHc common chiJdrearing issues* 

The program is entirely voluntary* Any parent is eligible to par- 
ticipate. Referrals are accepted from court social services, protec- 
tive services^ foster care, l^gal aid, and a number of other agencies* 
In addition to knowledge gained, the classes also have therapeutic 
value. Parents receive ^roup support when they engage in class ac* 
tivities. an especially important benefit for abusive parents who 
tend to be isolated and to lack informal support networKs* 

Another of our programs I would like to share with vou is the 
school -based sexual abuse prevention program* In spite of the prev- 
alence and seriousness of child sexual abuses most children receive 
little or no information about this hazard and are not taught effec- 
tive technicfues for protecting themselves* A child may receive 
vague warnings about not talking to strangers, but the reaS9n for 
this prohibition is usually Ifft clouded* Moreover, most children 
who are sexually victimized are abused by someone they know* 
Often, the offender is a member of the child's family or a close as- 
sociate of a family member* There is perhaps no other actual or po- 
tential danger faced by children that is so completely obscured by 
parents, educators, health professionals, and our society as a whole. 

The Division s school-baaed sexual abuse prevention program is 
designed to address this issue. Its purpose is to help children under- 
stand what is meant by sexual abuse, teach them ways to protect 
themselves from being abused, and acquaint them with sources of 
help if they are being abused have been abused, or are abused in 
the future. 

It is also intended to educate parents about the nature and 
extent of sexual abuse, wa>^ in which they can protect their chil- 
dren^ and where they can get help if abuse occurs* Finally, the pro- 
gram i^* designed to train school personnel in the identification and 
reporting of abuses as well as in getting assistance for abused chil- 
dren who come to their attention* The program is now in its 3d 
year, working with third and fourth grade students* parents, and 
iKlucattirs in f<iur District elementary schools* 

Our Juvenile Abuser Treatment Program is the final .^ogram I 
would like to discuss today. I have been a serious student of child 
maltreatment over the years* At the present time, I know of no evi* 
dence to suggest a genetic basis for child maltreatment. While the 
twn program components discussed above are directed tov/ard pri- 
nuiry prevention, the division also stresses secondary prevention as 
is exempUniHl in the Juvenile Abuser Treatment Program* This 
program* initiated in ll^Kl with grant funds from the National 
(Vnter on Child Abu^te and Neglect, provides both short- and long- 
t<'rtn outpati<'nt treatment for adolescents who sexually molest 
younger childn^n. The program functions tis both a pre- and post- 



loms in the District of Columbia and surrounding Jurisdictions, 

The JATr was established as a rt^sult of the growing awareaess 
on the part of division staff about the niagnitud<* of the problem of 
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Hexual abuHf' b^v adolcHOentn. Ot ihe IfiOO cases of sexual abuse 
known to th^' dwistou, 47 {HTcent involved juvenile offenders, with 
over :i2 percent of these involving family members. 

Regardless of the offender s familial relationship to the victim, 
these abusive incidents usually have negative psychological and 
social consecjuences for the victimized child, the adolescent abuser* 
and the family members of both the victim and offender. Moreover, 
current researcl findings indicate that most adult sexual offenders 
begin their sexually assaultive behavior during ^olescence, usual- 
ly victimi^ing younger children. Quite simplyt current research and 
treatment findings suggest that the adolescent sexual abuser of 
today, if entreated, is likely to be the adult sexual offender of to* 
morrow. Vet* despite the prevalence and seriousness of this prob- 
lem* litt'e is known about its etiology or the rnost efficacious treat- 
ment of juvenile sexual abusers and their families. 

JATP seeks to dev(*lop, evaluate, and ultimately disseminate a 
specialized model for etTective intervention and treatment of the ju- 
venile sexual abuser. This treatment model is designed to: (1) en* 
hance family stabilitv by reducing the frequency with which either 
iuvonile abusers or their victims are removed or ^xpnelled from the 
home; (2) demonstrate success in cognitive restructuring and behav- 
ioral modification of juvenile abusers in areas related to their abu- 
sive behavior; provide sufficient flexibility and comprehensive- 
ness to be accessible to the m^ority of juvenile offenders; and (4) 
be cost-effective when compared to alternative approaches. 

Although it is too early to speak of conclusive findings, prelimi* 
nary program data and clinical observationn are encouraging. To 
date, there has been no identified recidivism by the adolescent 
who have entered treatment. The proportion of clients who have 
terminated treatment against the caseworker's advice is remark* 
ably low, far less than 15 percent. In fact, half of the juveniles 
either have entered or remained in treatment with no coercive 
court order 

To a great pxtent. the success of all of our efforts at CHNMC de- 
pends on the degree to which we are able to tailor our interven- 
tions to the needs of ohr community. Any a^essment of a family in 
which abuse has occurred must include simultaneous examination 
of the professional, institutional* and community resources and re- 
sponses that impact on that family. It is not sufficient to look 
Himply at **intrafamily * functioning in cases of child maltreatment. 
Katner, it is imperative to examine the ecology of the family's 
living environment and the impact of external stressors upon the 
family's viability. 

Most of the families served by the division of child protection, 
dut* to their low socioeconomic and minority status, exiwrience 
multiple ptDblems. Thus, the crisis of child maltreatment is often 
intertwined with other ?r*jtical issues such as unemployment, poor 
housing, severe familial medical problems, and internal family con- 
fficts. Treatment of the multiproblem family represents a distinct 
challenge to th«' clinical worker and requires some unique exten- 
sionH of traditional thenitHMitic practices. 

For example, whib one traditional gmil of intervention with an 
abusive parent is to assist in the development of skills for handling 
stress^ with multiproblem families, it is also necessary to provide 
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iinictiral itHHiHlamv tii help Holve Home of the family's immediate 
survivul probleiuti, such m iiHsiHtinK in ubtainint; appropriate bcfne- 
fits from various entitlement programs. 

Similarly^ flexibility in scheduling appointments is often indicate 
el A client's late arrival or failure to keep an appointment should 
not be assumed to be an indication of "'resistance to therapy/* but 
should be seen in light of other factorSf such as lack of transporta- 
tion or difficulty in arranging for child care. 

It is most important that the worker indicate that he or she: one, 
understands the pressures that the client must contend with and is 
willing to meet the client halfway; and two, cares about the clients 
toUil welUbein^. 

A second critical aroa is that of cultural and ethnic value sys- 
tems, an area which inevitabljr has important implications for as- 
sessment and treatment. This is a highly complex topic but a few 
main points can be made. The value system of the clinician is 
shaped b^ his or her own experiences. Thus, a clinician is likely to 
liave difficulty accepting a cuUural perspective which does not fit * 
his or her own. Similarly, he or she will have to work to gain an 
adiHjuate undonttanding of the impact of personal or institutional 
racism as contributing ecologic catalysts in abuse cases. We recom- 
mend that the clinician consciously articulate any discrepancy in 
value orientutidn between himself /herself and the client. 

The clinician should actively seek the familial and cultural 
»4trengths that are presented by the family, rather than dwelling on 
the perceived familial or community deficits. An extended kinship 
system or a strong church affiliation, f(ir example^ should be recog- 
nized as very important external supports that can and should be 
incorporated into the plan for addressing the targeted clinical prob- 
lem. 

I could provide a number of other examples of the work being 
carried out at CHNMC to prevent child abuse and neglect— initia- 
tives in our Child Life Program, our newborn intensive care nurs- 
ery, our outpatient department^ our department of social work, and 
many more 1 hope, however, that the examples I hav(^ already out- 
lined will serve to illustrate the multifaceted role hospitals can and 
should play in prevention. The keys, I believe, are: 

One. to establish a core of expertise, such as we have developed 
through our division of child protection; two, to integrate preven- 
tive stratt^gies into the full range of other hospital services — for ex- 
ample, teaching parenting skills during routine well child visits^ 
training staff to recognize and manage early indications of families 
at risk; three, to conduct planned and structured outreach efforts 
to ram' public awareness about the problem, how to prevent it and 
where and how help can be obtained; and four, to plan for and 
vi*rry out all services and interventions so that they are sensitive 
and responsive to the needs^ values* and culture of the communi- 
ties served. 

Ill these* ways* hospitals can truly serve as gatekeepers for the 
pr(Aenti<in of child abuse and neglect— as long as they remember 
always to keep the gate open with communications flowing both 

ways. 

Pan^ntheticaUy. I see this committee as having a very important 
role as a Umi] point in t'ongress for idenlifying targets of opportu* 




nity tor I^Vdmil lo^iHlation, l^'edc^rul initiatives^ and support of ap- 
propriations nmled to make the live» of all children nuch better 
Through your investigations and hearings 8uch as these, you will 
give a far greater insight into the appropriate Federal role in 
behalf of vulnerable children.

Tho DiviHiEinn Parenting Skills Bducation Program providefi the District with a 
vuluahli* rt^igrce thur met'ts the needa both of parents and of other providers of 
rhilil iibniM* und ni*Kled JH'rvice». The purpoee of the program i» to offer specific in- 
HtruciK>n til mtxlify abuHivi* parenting behavior. Theprograni i» an at^unct to thera- 
p4*utio s<*rvia*s und i» myt intended iw a subtitUute (or psychotherapy or individual 
c<iun5u^1inK Hnwiwer by lu^uirinK new information about child development and 
parFntin^ techniquHt jind by retiHM*HHinfC attitudes, parents are often able to replace 
ineffiM^tivi' and Jibujiivi' pructices with healthier childrearlng approaches. The objec- 
tiven of rhe proK'^Tn "re: 

To arquuint parentn with the normal growth and development patterns of chil- 
ilreii; To identify alternative disciplinary approaches and techniques necessary for 
healthy childrearing; and To facilitate management of speciflc, common childrear* 
ing tHtiuea 

Th4* program in 4'ntiri*ly voluntary, and any parent who is having difficulty man* 
aging bin iff her child is eligible to participate. Referrals are accepted from court 
*w*cial !*ervices, protective services, foster care, legal aid* volunteer attorney services* 
and a number of private agencies. 

The I'ight-week series of classes comprises ten hours of instruction^ which concen* 
tniti* <in th4* yHirs fnim infancy to age sli. Equal emphasis is placed on material 
innivrning growth and development and that addressing behavioral management of 
chtldrc^n. inHtructiunal methods include lectures^ films handouts* small group discus- 
slonst hiimewjirk assignments* role modeling* and demonstrations* 

In additinn tii kniiwled^e gain <whlch is measured through a protest/ poet*test 
design!, the cliTsses nlsfi havi' therapeutic value. Parents receive group support when 
they t>ngu((e in clasK activities, an especially important benefit for abusive P&rents 
who ti*nd tu be isolated and to lack informal support networks. Over 75 parents 
hjivi* taken ihi* course^ earning Certificates of (>)mpletion which provide concrete 
evidi'nce and reinforcement of their achievementn 



In «ipite of the pri*valence and seriousness of child sexual abuse^ most children re* 
cvivi* littU* or no information about this hazard and are not taught effective tech- 
niuueH for protecting themselves. A child may receive vague wamingis about not 
talking to strangi*n;« but the reason for this prohibition is usually left clouded. 
MnreoviT* mtmt children who are sexually victimised are abused by someone they 
knnw. Often the i>ffi*nder is a mem' ^*r of the child's family or a close associate of a 
family mi*mber There is perhaps nii other actual or potential danger faced by chil* 
dn*n thut is so completely obscured by parents* educator^ health professionals and 
our society as a whoh*. 

Thi' Division's School-Based Sexual Abuse Prevention Program i« designed to ad- 
dress this issue. Its t^urpose is to help children understand what is meant by sexual 
abuHe« ti'arh lhi»m wuys tu protect themselves from being abused, and acouaint 
thrni with sourrtw iif help if tni*y are being abusedt have been abused* or are abused 
in tlir hiriJN' 

It also inti'nd(*d to t*ducate piirents about the nature and extent of sexual abuse* 
wiiVs in which they cun pnitect their children* and where they can get help if abuse 
<KCurH. Kimilly. the program is designed to train school personnel in the identifica* 
tinn und rep^irting of abuse* as well as in getting assistance for abused children who 
amu* in thrir ntt4*ntiiin. 

Thi' [jrogriitn is nijw in its third year* working with third and fourth grad^ stu- 
t\vn,s, piiretits* and d*ducators in four District elementary schools- The curriculum 
fur thr progrum ih currently being refined and evaluated, with the goal of dissemi* 
netting it ait a mtxli'l f<'r replication in other urban school systems^ 



WhiU' thr two prf»Knini oi>mpon*>n1s discussed above ^re directed toward primary 
prt*v<*ntioti. tho Divisint! tilmt stri'sHt^s secondary prevention as is exemplified in the 
Juvrniir Abuser Tn*utni#*nt Pnjgrum. This program* initiated in llWl with grant 
funds from th*' Nntionul Center on Child Abuse and Neglect. pNivides both snort* 
und IfmK-term iiutpiitii^nt trv^atment for ndolescents who sexually molest younger 
(hildr<*n Thr progruni functions us both a pre* and post^ac^udicalion diversionary 
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|(ljit-rttH*iit lor tlu* MivniiN* jiintin* HVHtrtim in thr Ilistrit'l (^nlumbia and surround^ 
in^' jnriN<lu'hnns It is thrnnlv »|H<i<inli/J>d tn'ntment iintKnim fur juvenile scxuaJ of* 
U'^^di*rs m rhr Wnshin^'tun Molrnpolitaii Ami, and. ti> iiur km'wlMK«*» om* unly a 
liumlful or such proKramn nationwide. 

Thv JATI* wiw established a» a iwult of the f^rowinK awareneaa on the part of 
J>ivisN]ii stnfT nhtut the magnitude of the probJem of sexual abus«? by adolescenta, Of 
thr lji0(> aisi^ u\ Kuoh nhuHi* known to the Diviision, 47 percent involved juveniJe 
Dllenilers, with over -11* percent ot thest* invnlving family members. 

K<*^Mrdli*HS nf the oRender^ familiaJ relationship in the victim, the^e abusive inci- 
dents UHuallV hav4* m^K^itive |)sychi]loi;ical and siniaJ ciinwxiui'nces for the victimized 
ehiW, the lulnh^vnt ahus4*r, and the family memb^^rs of both the victim and ofTend- 
er Mnn'twer, current res*'arch findinKs indicale that mmt Adult sexual ofTendtrs 
hi%\f} their si*xunlly assaultive behavior during adolescencei usually victim*zinK 
younger ehildren. Quite simply, current rtwarch and treatment findings surest 
rhjir thi* aih>l(*sa*nt sexual abuser of today, tf untreated, is likely to be the adult 
^*K]ial offender of toniorn^w, Yet, despite the pre^-alence and seriousness of this 
preblem, little is knnwn uhiut its etilogy or the most efficaciouu treatment of juve^ 
nile si'xual ]ihiis4*rM jiiid their familii>s. 

JATP M*i*ks lo dovehip, evaluate iind ultimately diss4*miniite a specialized model 
\ur erhi*tive interventiiin jind treatment of the juvenile Ht*xual abuser. This treat- 
ment model is designed to: 

Knhjince fiimily stability by reducing the fret^uency with which either juvenile 
»tl»is4*rs or their vietinis arc* removed or expelled trom the home; 

l>4*monstnUe s]Nei*ss in cognitive rt^structuring and behavioral modification of ju- 
vrtuL* al>usi*rs in arf*as n*lat(>d to their abusive behavior;

\U* eost-i'lfivtive when ci>mpan>d to alternative approaches (e.g., incarceration, im 
ili\iduat traditional psychoanalytic psychotherapy, etcJ 

The »IATt' model cnnsists of a ilivi-rsiomir^ pnicess which allows juvenile abusers 
\u entrr treatment iis so<m as poHsihle following diuclosure, even while l€«al proceed* 
lotis im* t'tmtinuing. Tn»titment consists of individual psychotherapy for the abuser; 
nml, in intrrf^imtly cnsi*s, individual counseling for the parents and the child victim^ 
atid fjimily therapy for the family unit as a whole. 

Although it is ttm early to speak of conclusive Hndings, preliminary program data 
and elinical Hbsi*r\'at iims are encouraging. To date, there has been no identified te* 
I'idivism by the adoli*scents who have entered treatment. The proportion of clients 
who have terminiit<*<l treatment against the caseworkers advi'Te is remarkably low, 
(,ir less than I't |K'rcent. In fact, hjdf of the ^veniles either hive entered or re- 
tnaim<il in frratnn*nt with no ct>ercivr court ord ^ 

We U*ltev+* the dATP is of critical lo(.al ar 1 national significance. Ixxrally, it 
^ervrs ;is (he only existing diversionary and treatment resource for the District of 
TfJumbKi ^ind lor jidjacent jurisdictinns of Maryland and Virginia. Nationally, it 
holils the promija* of pnividing a mixJel for treatment and intervention in an area 
that virtually has be(*n ignored in the past. 

\tt a gM*at extent, the sucxx*ss of all of our efforts at CHNMC depends on the 
ttrgn*«* to which we are able to tailor our interventions to the needs of our communi- 
ty Any ;tss4*SHtnenl of a family in which abuse has incurred must include simultane- 
rMK t xatTiinatitai of the prttfessional. institutional, and (.community n^sfiurces and re^ 
..|KtnH*s that it}i|»ii*t un that famtlv. It is not sufficient to lo<]k simply at **intra- 
lamily" lum tiontng in uim^h of child maltreatment. Rather, it is imperative to ex^ 
amine ihi* reology of the family's living environni(*nt and the impact of external

Thus^ o clinician is likely to 
hiive difTu'ulty um^plinK a cultural perspective which does not ''fit" his or her own. 
Siiailurly, Kr or she will hiive to work to i^ain an adequate understanding of the 
imjxuct of ps*rsanal or inH'itutiomil nK*ism as nmtributin^ ecoloKJc catalysts m abuse 
nises. We ret^ommi'nd Ihut the rlinrijin amftiutmsty urtivuiute any discrepancy in 
vnlue orientiitiun between bimseir/berselr und the client. Kurthen it is important 
lor thf iliniiian to pnntice reversing roles in an attemfit to fcain better understand- 
iim of the valui' issu(*s that arise in a {(iven clinical situation and their potential 
impiKt on the treatment approach. 

The cHaicjm should mlively wM'k the famiUal and cultural streni^hs that are pre^ 
^ientt*<l by the lamily, ralher thim dwelling on the pi^ix^eived familial or community 
deficits. Ati extend^^d kinship system ur ii stnin^ church afilltation^ for exumpUv 
should be rtnxiKni/^'d us very import int external supports that can and should be 
in'Mirponited into the plan for addressing the targeted clinical problem. 

finally, the utilimlum ut multidisctplinary and interracial team reviews of treat* 
tnetit plans is <na* of the best ways of assuring appropriate and effective interven- 
titles Wh^t n^iew and Kupervision are critical venicles for identifying missed cues^ 
imippn>priate inti^rpretiitions, or countertransferences. 

I c^ailil pnividi' a number of other examples of the work being carried out at

in the Stiite of FIcirida. 

Initially I had intended to build an ur^umetit that child abuse 
was a niiyor problem in the United States, and also in the State of 
Florida. But (rther speakers before me have done that very efTec- 
tividy, nnd I will not repeat that data except to say that one of the 
lactors that I believe was highly rc^^ixmsible for passage of recent 
legislation in the State nf Florida were statistics that related to the 
Rdntionship betwt^m juvenile delinquency and the history of child 
abuse in the family, At le;u*t 50 percent of families reported for 
abuse or net<Urt had at least one child later Uken to court as de- 
lin(|uerit or un^^overnable, Among these delinquents they were 5K 
times more^ likely to commit rape than their control counterparts. 

As has been mentioned before, in sexual abuse, sexually active 
and promiscuous twna^^e ^irh ^mve a history of sexual victimiza- 
tion in at least SO percent of the cases studied, Flor'da has a histo- 
ry of havin^^ developed an effective statewide network of child-pro- 
twtion teams which are multidisciplinary teams, primarily operat- 
ing alter the lact. And therefore* subsequently an attempt was 
made to develop le^^islation which would address the issue of pre* 
vention dirtnrtly. 

This legislation was introduced by Representative John L* Mills; 
a contpaition bill was introduced by Senator Robert McKnight and 
Iwrame law in the State of Florida on March 20, becoming 
chapter l*iiws of Florida* This bill, then law, introduc*.*d the 

concept of a statewide Task Force far Child Abuse Prevention, as 
w(^ll as creating district task forces in each of the HRS districts 
within the State. These ttusk forces were given certain mandates. 
Stati^wide activities of the task force included n projaam to provide 
instructiiin to all school personnel on a statewide basrs^ 

The st*cond nngor emphasis wiis on education of all law enforce- 
ttierU pt*rsonnel on a statewide basis* The third was statewide in- 
volv(^nierit in an extensive ongoing public awareness program con- 
ducted jointly by the public information, office of the secretary, 
and also the child protection Teams throughout the State* All three 
of tht»se oonqionents are now in place and are now active in the 
State of Florida. 

Th(T(^ are a total of 2(i individual projects which have been so- 
le(*ti*d hy district task forces to be implemented throughout the 
Shl^(^ Tliose are suminari/t^l in the materials that have been pro* 
vided to \nu. I will not detail them individually except to talk in 
tt^rrns of generalities as far as types of programs. One type of pro- 
L:r:Nn is a pn^natal-and iierinataUsupport-services program, very 
sirnil*ir lo some of those* which you have heard described to you 
today, and alsfi in prt*vious testimony. Within th(^ prenatal sC'^rvrct's 
('unipun(*Tit, til** program was made available to all prenatal clinics 
.11 rhi* district in which it was implemented. This particular conipo* 
nrni primarily an educational coni|)(>nent as well as identify* 
IT1U t)in>e hiK^t risk individuals coming into (irenatal clinics who 
t oiild nrrive riTtairi snpporHve activity such :is group^tlierapy ses* 
>ion>. spet ilK- edurational s(*ssions as far as iianMitltig is cnnc*>rrt**cL 
thi*N to etiti*r inti) a perinatal*s(^rvic<*s component in which W(* pro* 
V i(tt* labor voi(;.*hi*s (rntn a cadr<* ol" vrdunti^ers. 
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SubsHjUrnt tu thtU ^hv individuals go into our postnatal pro- 
^ram. /^hich proviili^ hoiuo health vigitors who actively are in- 
vrived in ncunatal and perinatal stimulation of the infants as well 
as the ^jeneral education program and group activities for the 
adults involved. 

This particular program has increased significantly {^rental 
knowledge about the ne^^ds of children in developmental 8tages» has 
dt^Teased family isolation and increased peer support. Has in- 
creast*d un appropriate utilization of social and health services and 
also incre£ised parental knowlodRe about household management. 
We have been particularly corcerned about sexual-abuse preven- 
tion activities in the State of Florida* as has been mentioned to 
you, at least parenthetically, sexual abuse has always been thought 
to be preventable by talking in terms of the dirty old man or the 
individual ridmg in the car asking the child to get in. As we know, 
we are talking; in terms of i>ossibly as much as 20 percent of sexual 
abuse when we try to prevent it by talking to our children in those 
terms; 80 percent* on the other hand, is committed by individuals 
who are very well known to the child, and therefore would be total- 
ly left out tmni any program that approached it in that way, 
'fherefore* we are currently in school systems in several districts in 
the State of Florida providing a good-touch-^bad-touch program for 
children in kindergarten through second grade. This has, again as 
was noted by previous individuals, been very effective in clanging 
concepts children have of their ability to say no and their ability to 
protect themselves against what they then perceive as bad touch. 

The concept of a crisis nursery has been very adequately spoken 
to in previous testimony. There are three crisis nurseries currently 
in place in the State of Florida^ and are working very effectively as 
a place where a parent can find respite when it is needed. Until 
r(>cently the entire approach of funding the problem of child abuse 
was spent in identifying, diagnosing^ and treating after the fact* 

I hope it is not confusing to the committee or anyone else who 
hears testimony on prevention of child abuse in that there seem to 
be a variety of ways that are effective. That in fact is true. There is 
no one single answer. Those of us who have worked in the field and 
are involved in the Held become more and more acutely aware of 
the fact that it is necessary to fund a variety of kinds of programs 
b<*c*ause they all have some direct effect on family function and 
then'fon' have some din'ct effect on child abuse as a problem. 

First, we would suggest from the standpoint of potential legisla- 
tion and funding would be one to reserve funding primarily for 
service programs which provide direct service to the largest popula- 
tions pixssible such as perinatal* prenatal^ and postnatal programs, 

Seeond^ fund sorviL'e« with heavy emphaf*''^ 'm utilization of 
trained volunttvrfi for tht* service provision as this has been shown 
to he extraordinarily effective with abusive families. 

Third* preferential funding for programs which reach a large 
population on a longitudinal basis> that is patenting programs in 
schiKils. newb*)rn, and p**diatric agtme'les. 

Fourth, fund program^; which provide evaluatiort systems for 
measunibk' t'lTcctivoness in changing attitudes and behavior and 
measurement of educational objectiveK. 
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M(wt iin|M>rliuity* we would suK^est an absoute commitment to 
nhe health and mifvly of our children by fostering any effort which 
would elevate them to first priority status*

Arc4>rdint( to national child welfare stutistics, it is estimated that over one million 
rhtJtlivn ure physically abused, sexually ttbused. neglected or emotionally maltreat- 
I'd eiK'h year in the United States* with an estimated two thousand children ^y}t\% 
each year from abuse and nefcleci. llie problem outranks any disease as a prime 
killer of childrwi. Mortality statistics an* not only highly significant, but also fraght- 
ening. If morbidity statistics are added. *he i.iagnitude of the problem as a public 
heat^n issue is this country is brought into perspective. Those who survive abuse are 
estimated to have at least a tlO percent channe of permanent physical or phycholc^- 
CP itequelae. 

(*hiM i^buse rates ure increasing nationwide. In a (tft^ state survey completed oy 
\hi' Nntioniil C^tntmitteo on Prevention of Child Abuse in November 1983, rorty-five 
st^itett indicated tttat reports ot child abuse increased. Thirty^ight states sata that 
the types of cases being reported were becoming tnore serious. A similar survey 
comhieted by the National center earlier in 1983 showed the number of deaths due 
to ciiild abuse increiising by an average of forty-four percent in over half the states 
reporting 

If health issues are not enough to speak to the need for child abuse prevent! in 
pnjffrums, we ran look to jnatistice which relate the problem to a variety of other 
serious social t^rohlems. In the Source Book of LViminal Jitstice Statistics, published 
in 1;'>*1, it was noted in a study by Welch thut ninety-seven percent of hardK^ore 
delinuuents experienced a history of severe physical punishment and assault in 
their home. In another study* tt was noted the New York State Aaoembly Select 
Committee c>n Child Abuse In 1978 that fifty percent of families reported for abuse 
or neglect had at least one cStld later taken to court^ as delinquent or ungovernable* 
It was noted among other fliidlngs that Uiese delinquents were Hfty^ight time.^ 
more likely to commit rape thun their control counter^parts. As a footnote it should 
he menrioned that in lj79 t|i** Federal Government soent $398 million dollars in 
correct ii.r:.tl costs in addition t> the $^0 million spent oy states for this purpose. It 
should be ^ oted that in the same study in one-third of all New York homicides a 
history of ct^ildhood abuse in the perpetrator's Dockground is present. Others have 
noted tha* two-thirds of prisoners convicted of first degree murder report previous 
chiUhood histories of physical brutality. In the study done by Benward Denson- 
Tturbe^ ^n 197$, it was noted that female teenage prostitutes ^ve a history of sextial 
virtimization as younger children vn eighty percent of the cases studied. 

t^ysical abuse or neglect is a significant cause of b^.^^term mental retardation 
arid drvt'lopmentul delay in a multitude of studies doni the past several years 
mm\ \\\m iH a prominent cause of cerebral palsy developing su^ sequent to the new« 
h<irn period. Knowing the tremendous costs of institutiorialWtion and special educa- 
tion for the groups mentioned above, ^ne should have no grUit difficulty in making 
a significant case for prevention of child abuse from the human standpoint^ as ymi 
UH the potentially tremendous savings in the costs treatment or institutionalization * 

Whrt> rhtld ^thuse reporting laws were written across the country^ the emphasis 
ytm itiitiallv aci dev4*lopinK systems for crisis interv«?ntion for abt'sed and negleci^^l

In l>ecember or HlHK a Bill was filed in the Florida House or Representatives as

Ing to the prevention of child abuse and neglect. House Bill 2% required the Florida 
IV(»irtment of Health and Rehabilitative Services to develop a comprehensive state 
phin for the prevention of child abuse and jegtect to be submitted to the Uovernon 
tho t*residi*nt nfthe Senate, and the Speaker or the House on January 1, 19H^i The 
Bill c*mited an Interprogram Task Force whicli retjuired participation by the De> 
purtinent of h^u^iilioii and local ogencies and organ iziitionSt as well as provided for 
stx'ciric dutii*s <kr the Task Force. The Department of Health and Rehabilitative 
Services and the Dt^jurtment or [Education were additionally mandated to develop 
meth<idM of instruction Tor public school personnel in the detection of child abuse 
tmd neglect imd to develop curricula on child abuse and neglect. The bill required 
thr* Florida tV(»trtmeiit </ iwiw Fnforcemrnt and the Department or Health and Re^ 
hjibilitativ4* St*rvin*s to jointly develop ways or inTorming and instructing appropri* 
jite hiw 4*nr<>nt*ment peritonnel in the detection of child abuse and neglcN^, and the 
appi^>priitte methods of handling suspected cases. The Department or H.RS. was 
Further requin«<l to «^ucate the general public regarding child abuse and neglect. 
K*at*h distrkl of tho Dcpitrtment (»f Healtn and Rehabilitative Services, which com* 
prises eleven diHtrif*tH gt^H^raphically distributed throughout the State, was n>:;ndat* 
ed to develop a diHtrict plan and to establinh a District Task Force. The format for 
rlistrid plant* wax provided for in the Bill. An appropriation of one million one hun* 
dred thousand dallarH was initially included for the im piemen tat i^m of the act. The 
Bill further pmvided that all futun* appropriations for child abuse and neglect pre- 
vention cfTorts be based on the State plan. A Companion Bill^ Senate Bill 7it7, was 
filed by Senatr^ Robert McKnight luemocrat~Miami» for consideration in the 
Senate. Itfith Btlts piwsed without amendment on March % 1^2, and the Bill was 
Hign4*d into law bv (tovrrnor Bob Graham on March ^t>, lt^2, and became Chapter 
H2-ti2 UtwH of Florida. 

Thf State Tttsk Korce was convened subsequent to the passage of the Bill and pub- 
lishi^d a Htatc plan for compn^hensive >proach to the prevention of child abuse and 
hegh^ct in Florida in December with provisions thin plan be updated everv two 
wars. In thi* i***P;'rt, guidelines for creation of District Task Forces were clearly de- 
Iiiu'at4'd. Th4W Tusk F4>rces we re made up of a broad representation of the commu- 
nity representing all agencies who bad direct or indirect contact with abused and 
oeglected children, and who might have the capability of providing expert input as 
to d4*vetopment of prevention programs in the area. These District Task Forces* 
through a series of met*tings, %vere able to identify a variety of local needs, and at 
thr nomination of needs assessment, requested proposals irom vendors for all4>c*a* 
lifktt tkt fundH AlUfcalionn were Mubs(*quentty made and proKrams implemented.

Ovt'r a ()enod of time it became evident that these worker? especially dingle 
intf<k<*. were bi*ing n^quired to make decisions re^rardtng the abused child which 
they wen* not f|ijalir)t*d to make. Often, in order to i^erform a complete Investigation 
ul a rejMjrt of th»ltl ahusi*, a mt^dical ard/or psychological evaluation is necessarv. 
Thes*^ n*s<>urct^ were unavnilahli' or re|uiri*d inordinate delays to tSe CY&F work* 
ers. and they wert' r(*iiuired to nuike ii d^usion alone even thouKh untrained to do 
so 

In an attempt to improve servii*es provided to abused and neglected children by 
the state. Ihe Florida l^egislature allocated funds to the (^hiktren s Medical Services 
Program Office to b*»gin the ftrst (*hild Protection Team. The Team began providing 
srrvkes In SeptembiY Due to the success of this pilot project, the CMS Child 
ProfK'tJiMi Team Program has been expanded each year and currently one Team is 
in placi* III every major metropolitan area in Florida. Bach Team is responsible for 
prtpvldih^ serv ices to a spetilic number of countjee^ and now e\ery one of Florida 8 4i7 
r DOTtties is rKcivlnn S4*rvit***s from a (*hild Protet*tion Team.

Art work frequently depicts male genitals as we)) as violent fee)- 
jngs. The* work is accepted, understood and displayed. The ch])dren often engage in 
iigrmive behtivior. use sexually exp)jcit language nnd openly masturbate. The staff 
understands the reasons for such behaviors and work with the children to resolve 
the underlying conflict^. )n a "regular'* preschool with staff untrained in dealing 
with sexual abuse, this understanding and acceptance would not be possible.

Mr Blilev, I think I will lei you begin inasmuch an one of the 
panel members happens to come from your State; even from your

Dr, Puntana, I wiis very impressed with your testimony. Could 
you tell me what the cost of the safety program is in the city of 
New YorK 

Dr FoNTANA. The cost is about $200,000. We talk about the one 
child l>eing admitted tV;r a night or 2 nights. It is probably $80 a 
night, or less than $S0 a night for a child being rescued from a 
vhWii situation. 

Mr. Hi.M.KY, Thank you ver^ much. I will have some other queo* 
Uonn for you. But we have a time problem. 

Ms. Schuchert« it is nice you could join us todav^ One question. In 
your testimfmy you said that programs developed by Parents Anon- 
ymous are based on what families sav they need> not what others 
say they need. Could you please elaborate on that, and perhaps 
give some examples of both kinds of programs? 

Ms. StrHUctHKHT. I think all of us in the Held who have been 
studying families for a number of years have learned a great deal 
from them* If we take time to listen to what they say their needs 
are, and develop sensitive programs to respond to those needs* we 
find that the services ofTered are more efTective. So I think all of us 
have learned from the people we serve in terms of 

Mr, Hlilky, Can you give us some examples? 

Mr, 8i MUcHKHT, Parents Anonymous is one example. The pro- 
gram di*velo|>ed for the corrections system in Virginia is another. I 
think we hovt* learned that volunteers are a great resource because 
(amilit*s ne€*d to have a model for parenting. We are treating par* 
i*nts who were not parented in their own growing up years, so we 
are Hnding that onv has to go back and have thiif feeling of having 
oru**s iuH*ds met in order to provide for the needs of the children. 
Sf) w<* have h^arned that the use of volunteers is very helpful as 
well f rom the parents we serve, 

Mr, Blilky. Thank you very much Thank you, Mr. Chairman. 

Mr, Anthony, Thank you, Mr Bliley, 

I wnuM like to thank all of the members of the t»aneL I think 
y<Mir h*stimnnv has i^ontributed greatly to our record. Each of you 
haw i|ide|}<*ndently, though, hit on a couple areas that I am per- 
sonally conierned aiiout^ even before I lame to the meetingr 

Twri of you have hit;hlighted problems that may be as ^ result of 
S4irne1hing that Congn^s was doing in a different area: nu! is> the 
Toodirare arra. ( would liki* to touch on that first. 

Dr, OreiMi. you siiiiJ you supported what Dr Fontana said about 
tlir fact that the (\)ngr*»Si< wns trying to save tht* medicart* system 
wh<*n wf put in pros;peetive payment. We now havt* a medicare cost 
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contuinnirnt program with 1)K(Vh* ^>o you have any suggestions to 
make to this committee that we might pass on to the committees of 
jurisdiction about this particular problem? Is your ; ssociation fol- 
lowing up with the prof>er oflicials of the committer's of proper ju- 
risdiction to see that l^islation will not hinder your efforts? 
l)r Fontana, first^ 

Dr, F<>NTANA> I think it is a real problem that has to be worked 
on by the legislators and people having to do with hospitals' admin- 
istration and fiscal matters^ because right now we cannot admit a 
child for social rt'asons. It has to have a medical problem^ If we can 
find some kind of medicaid reimbursement to pay for that child's 1 
night or 2 nights until the social problems or family problems are 
dealt with, and that child is either placed back with tha parents or 
plactnl in the social program with foster care or whatever the 
point to be made is that there are a lot of empty pediatric beds 
today in hospitals that are not being filled that could be filled so 
that a crisis nursery could be in every hospital. 

The only stumbling block is the process of payment. Hospitals 
will not accept a child unless they get paid for it, There is no way* 
no diagnosis we know of that we can put on a child that comes in 
unless the child has been abused. Once a child is abused and bat- 
tered there is no problem about admitting the child> But if the 
child is on the verge of being battered or abused or even killed and 
the mother wants to drop the child off as a rescue operation, there 
is no way of that child being admitted. 

Mr> Anth<)NV> You say this really is an unintended conseouence 
of trying to solve the escalation in health care costs. But you con- 
sider U to be a major problem in dealing with the child abuse prob- 
lems? 

Dr F()NTANA> I think it is a megor problem in view of the escala- 
tion of child abuse. We are thinking about HO percent of our fami- 
lies today that are going to be troubled, not enougl to bring a 
family to a hospital setting but in our 2 years the nu<nber of chil- 
dren we have seen, we have ha ' over 4*000 parent h^lp calls 

Mr, Anthonv> You gave a staggering figure. You said a 15 per- 
cent growth factor in child abuse. Why? With all the programs we 
have ongoing acros:^ the United States why is there a 1") per- 
cent 

Dr. FoNTANA- Kven more so. why are two children dying every 
mn'k in N<*w York t'ity? And I am sure the same is going on 
throughout the country^ The fact is thai we have had an epidemic 
of teenage pregnancies; <>()(),000 kei'p their babies and there are 
babies raising babies without any t>^UL*nting, Parenting is not some- 
thing yoir are born with, ft is something that is modeled* They 
haven't h ul this parenting inputs 

Scrorul is the drvoav and setmrntion, that epidemic in this coun- 
try, in fiddition to ihe fact we are having increase in alcoholism 
and drug addietjon> 

Uist but not Irasti the economy where patents have to go out to 
wr)rk or pnn^nts are not working and taking their frustrations out 
on ihnr kid. Wi» are talking about verb;»I or physical abuse. You 
(Inr/t necrssaniy have to bn^ak n kid s arm hv al>usi«g a child, you 
can hn^ik his spirit—^'you're dumb, you'rt* n wlum\ get out of my 
way." 
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What th<^ (Jovrnuurrit in doin^ at the present time, instead of in- 
crtshsin^ funding tor diiidnm and the family support system it is 
deiTeusinK^ As I mentioned, we are concerned about a handicapped 
child, Baby Jane Doe. That is fine; we should be concerned a^out 
handicapped children. But what about the 4,000 children that die 
in the country that are normal children? Yet, the funds are being 
cut. Sixtt*en million dollars are bein^ provided, which means if 
there are a million kids bein^ abused that is $IH per child. It is ri* 
diculous. 

Mr. Anthonv. t don*t know if you saw '*(>0 Minutes'' last night. 
Dr. FoNTANA. Yes, 1 did. 

Mr. Anthony. The parents of Baby Doe made the same point you 
are making f rom your position of expertise. I take it your program 
is funded by New York City? 

Dr. FoNTANA. Yes. 

Mr. Anthony. Your program is funded by the District of Colum- 
bia, or in-house? 

Dr. Okr£n. Medicaid program, a variety of small grants. No Fed- 
eral funds at the present time. 

Mr. Anti!<)nv. Dr. Whitworth, yours is strictly a State pr<^ram? 

Dr. Whitworth. About 90 percent State, 10 percent Federal. 

Mr. Anthony. The one you are with, Ms. Schuchert, is Parents 
Anonymous, which does get some Federal funding? 

Ms. St^UfCitKHT. Through our national office; Federal funds are 
paying need moneys for our children's programs right now. That is 
all. The rest of us have independent funding. 

Mr. Anthony. That brings me back to the most sensitive part of 
the issue. What is the proper role for the Federal Government? I 
think that is what we are trying to determine today so we can es- 
tablish some type of record as to whether or not $1G.2 million in 
one small preventive and treating child abuse program is sufTi- 
cient, or if we need to expand the program with dollars, or expand 
it into what you referred to as networking. 

Dr. FoNTANA. Mr. Anthony, this 

Mr. Anthony. What do you see as the Federal Government's 
role? 

Mr. FoNTANA. It has to be to recogni2e the fact that we are abus* 
ing and neglecting our children. We are not providing them with 
th*' aecvssary support systems. We are spending more money on 
Iragmentitig families than on keeping families together. I think the 
Government has to recogni/e first that children are this nation's 
most important natural resource. There is the future our society, if 
we are allowing them to go out on city streets and be kicked out 
and thn)waways and runaways. 

'Hie |>oint l am trying to make is that I don't believe* well, 20 
yvi\rs ago when 1 spoke to St^nator Humphrey about child abuse 
and we trit*d to get the Senate* together with Dr. Kempe and Dr. 
Hrlfer. the n^marks made by some people in legislation was read 
abnit i hild abuse in one of the magazines.'* In other words, [ don't 
brlirve the eornlmihily as well as* the people * hat are running our 
nmritry reco^niM / tlie fact that child abuse is one of the most im- 
portant meditat social prnblerus we have to be confronttKi with. It 
leeds into the crime and violence we are seeing in our count ry* and 
\viH\H into the juvenile (lelin(|uency rate. Alt these things. It is not a 
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matter of just utw vhiM IxMnff abuHC'd and u parent abusinj; a child, 
it in a tact that it is deKtruction o(*our family unit, deterioration of 
our society* 

Mr. Anthony. Let me interrupt ^ou there. Let us say that is a 
tiiwn, we all a^ree with that. But in the Congress we have difTer- 
ent viewpoints as to how you solve a problem. Some say you just 
catrt throw money at the problem and solve it. Some say that you 
can put more money into these prof{rams and solve the problem. I 
nm trying to iisk you what the Federal Government's role is in this 
problem. You have all stated in your testimony that funding is a 
problem. You have approached it from different directions because 
you are involved in it from different directions. But I am in the 
rVderal Government. That is really about the only part that I can 
play right now otht*r than making recommendations to the Cover* 
nor of the State of Arkansas or to our local community^ trying to 
establish some of the prof{rams that you have ffoing. 

But for instance, should the National Institutes of Health be im 
volvtMi in this? Can we do more throujfh vocational education and 
maternal and child health programs? I am asking if there are 
other (iroKrams available to network with? Can we network what 
have already going in the Federal Government to tie the pro- 
grams togethf^r in a more comprehensive, cohesive action? I agree 
with you and am well aware of the problem. I spent II) years of my 
l ife tH*fore c*oming to (Vingress dealing with child abuse of all kinds 
tn>m the judicial standpoint as a deputy and as an elected pros- 
ecuting attorney for a five county area. It is a terrible problem and 
a problem not many people really understand. When I would go 
back and tell my friends and members of my family some of the 
things going on in their community, they had a hard time even ac* 
knowtedging or believing me until something happened with one of 
their close friends. Invariably they would come and say, **Hey, let 
me tell you what I just found out about." So just making people 
awan\ No, I, I think is a very severe problem. 

Dr. CfKhKN, More than that. Prior to 107!t, when there was no 
National (Vnter on Child Abuse and Neglect, there were only three 
or four States in the country that had reasonable programs ad- 
dressing child abuse and neglect. In the 10 years since the National 
Center has been in existence there has been considerable improve- 
ment in the identification, in t^e management, in the totlow up of 
children across the country. 

The Federal Covernment should act as a catalyst to make cer- 
tain that programs develop not t)nly at the Federal l*?vel but also to 
stimulate States to develop their own programs, and to support and 
monitor and fvnluatf thosi^ programs, 

l)r. KoNTANA. The National Center at the first 5, (} years started 
clf^eloi^ing innovative programs. We now know those innovative 
pn^ranis which have been found elTective, multidisciplinary ^'^ 
proach effective in Hi) percent of the most deprived individua., dO 
wr can turn him around and keep him together. We know that. As 
lar as 1 ant toacerned, being involvt*d with the National Center a 
f^rt^at deal of that money weat right down the tubes. We shouldn^t 
allow that to happen to (lovernment money. I think what we can 
do is be able to take that money and put it into programs, replica- 
tion of prograni.s wp have found to be eHective throughout thr 
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CDtirttry. We havr lo hnvr n National Center. But that National 
iViitor also as we fifHl pmiKiHi^ which it never carried out is to 
have a committee of people who can have* some input in policymak- 
ing und directive so that grants that are approved are not being 
iipproved by simply the bureaucracy who has been in there JIO 
years and not really concerned about what is happening out on 
the front line, but to have people involved in programs to make 
joint decisions as what programs should be funded and what should 
not, which in not going on at this point. 
Mr. Anthony. Ms. Schuchert. 

Ms. ScHUcHKKT. Dovetailing your statement. Dr. Fontana* is the 
fact that the National Center now has an even more important role 
rn k(*t*ping us all together and helping ys know what everyone else 
is doing. Your dismantling Regional Resource Centers on Children* 
Youth and Families at the end o'^ ihe year. They have helped us 
network and it helped coordinate programs for children, youth and 
families on the regional level Without those centers I see the Na- 
tional (Center as being a conduit for information, national voice for 
child al>MS«* and neglect. It is one that needs to be heard if we are 
filing to i*ducate our communities. 

Another issue is the moneys you send to States. The moneys that 
you give to health and mental regardation, social ser\*ices* correc- 
tions, is pretty categorical. Prevention priorities tend to be at the 
low end of the priority totem pole* if you will. If you can think of 
some ways tu encourage States to reprioritize prevention in a 
higher strata so that all of the tigencies who work with families 
will look at prevention as more appropriate and cost effective than 
warehousing or providing services, hopefully this will help us treat 
familit*s better because the focus has to be prevention. 

Mr Anthony. Dr. Whitworth, we will let you be the cleanup 
batter. 

Dr. Whitwokth. To fuither amplify that comment, as you look 
around at various States you will find some are doing a very good 
job as tar as s[K'nding dollars on prevention^ and also child abuse in 
general. One concept that may well be efTective for those States 
that iire not doing that, who are not addressing the issue» is the 
potential for matching funds, for the individual States to have to 
come up wi'h dollars to be able to tap Federal dollars to get sup- 
port for the programs they want to get started. 

Clearly, I would not like States that have dont* a good job to not 
be able to get continuation of iunds. But at the same time» looking 
at it from a national perspecti\'e 1 would like to see some effort 
made on the national level to encourage States to get involved. One 
way to do that i^ to provide dollars with a hook. 

Ms. iS iiiu iiKKT. iMi-272 is a beginninjj. OK. Are you familiar 
with providing treatment services to children before they leave 
their homes? That is a good bt»ginning. Let us expand on that 

Mr. Anthony. 1 would like to thank the panelists, and the other 
people who have tratified, on behalf of the chairman and other 
nieniU^rs of our task force. I think that this is just a small begin- 
ning in trying to esf.ihlish u good public record so that we can 
make some decisions as to how to correct, what I must agree with 
you. from jx'rsonal exf^erience. is? a !c*rriblo problem. We haven't re- 
st)lved it over the years or with all the effort we liave put into it. 
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Wt* should Mahlisli it Ms tmv nfour Tiational priorities. Wf will try 
tn find the proper answers and submit su^{j{<*stionH to the proper 
Committees of jurisdiction. 

I would tike to close on this note. I happen to serve on another 
eornnnttee that haj; juri^Kliction over the medicare issue, I was right 
in tlx* middle ol tryin^t to establish prosp(*etive payment. I know we 
have a n*port due to the (-onuress on how it is working. I would 
love to work with you two gentlemen, and look at possible correc- 
tions and solutions to what I know is an unintended* problem, I 
would also like to take a look to see if there may be a way to help 
solve the problem by using another piece oflegislation.

The epparont levelling off of reporting follows 
s period of rapid development of state reporting 
systems* durltu whioh the total number of raporta 
was sensitive to the Introduction of new state 
legislation and policy. For exaaplet neglect was 
not considered a rlmortable condition In all 
Juriadiotions until 1979. While state syttems 
continue to change* the changes are more a matter 
of refinement in technology than addition of new 
reportable conditions.

Accordingly, ^ut menU^ers no>i consist not only of state 

officials, but also representatives of compiunity based treatment, 

prevention. <^l*ir^4t ion, and research a9enclesi as well as Individual 

proff^ssLonals and others interested in the alcohol and druQ field*

Child abuse is a m^or problem in the United States, although 
the number and severity of child abuse cases per year is unKitown due 
to the reluctance of its victims to report each incident. NunerouS 
studies do indicate that there is a significant relationship between 
alcoholi other dru^ abuse and child abuse. But a9aini because of 
Lnadc^iuate research and data, this relationship Is unclear* It Is 
estimatedt however, that alcohol may play a role in one-third of all 
reported cases of child abuse. 

tm^idents of family violence^ le^ child abuse, will not be re- 
duced unless the alcohol or other <1*«9 problem Is treated* This 
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cuncopt id evident in data provided by the Ndti^nal Institute on 
Alcohol Abuse ai>d Alcohoiism. An enalysie of the Hetioiwl Alcohol 
Profile Information System Jata^ retreived from alikost SOO HIAAA- 
Eunded treatment Pro<|ra»St shoi^s that thirty-five percent of pereons 
entering these programs reported fighting and quarreling with other* 
as a measure of thoir behavioral imp«in»6nt« Six months after enter- 
inq the proqramf there wee e reduction of thirty-nine percent in the 
r^umber of people reporting this behavior U97fi)« Therefore^ there 
is some Indication that treatment' for alcoholidm can reduce violence 
hy alcoholics* 

Treating the alcohol or other drug problem will not neccessarily 
stop tho violence. However^ it is easier to address the violence 
if thd alcohol or other drug problems are resolved first* According 
to Lt. Convnander Daniel W« Behlin9 of the Naval Regional Hedical 
Center in Long Deach CA. , "Unless the alcoholism i* treated, any 
apparent success in case management will be temporary and 'bandeid' 
treatrlsnt at best*** In additioAt Mayer and Black (1977) have found 
that alcoholics who were bei g treated for their alcoholism Mere 
able to recognizee the potential for abuse of their children and to 
develop ways to deal with situation* which might lead to abuse. 

National and State efforts to address the problem of ehild 
abuse mmst take into account the family history of alcohol and othsr 
.irug abuse. Social service agencies* hospitals^ alcoholism treet^ 
ment programs and shelters ere not Recognising thie imperative 
relationship. According to Hargarst H* Hindman in her article on 
family violence* *Pew services aimed at abuasd children and battered 
wives focus on alcohol involvement. Even in cases Where the abuser 
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18 identilfied <1Q alcoholic^ the Issue of treatln9 the alcohol 
abuse is not always pursued. This functions as a serious barrier 
to crestjnent In the view of some professionals.* 

AOPA has several recoomndatlons tQt responding to child ebuse 
end alcohol/drug problensi 

The Federal Coveriunent should take a leadership cole by fund* 
ln9 programs whlcht 

1* Provide training for sobstaace abuse professionals and 
child abuse professionals on the interrelstedness of 
tnese two Issues; 
2* Provide training Ifor »tealth end social service profes- 
sionsls In the identUlcatlon of slcohol and drug problems 
In child abuse situations; 
3* Provide denon strati on prograns to test Verlous nodels 
that provide a comprehensive approach for treatment of 
families where alcohol/drug problems and child abuse are 
^ present; 

4. Provide resesrch which e«plor«s the relationship between 
alcohol and other drug usege* alcoholism and drug addic- 
tion and child abuse) 

5. support programs to increase volunteer efforts in address- 
ing child abuse problens. 

The Federal covernnent should reccnnend to states that theyi 
' 1. Develop licensure stenderds for aleohol/drug treatment 
Progrsis requiring that thav have cooperative Agreements 
with loc^l child abuse progr^os* have spproprlate intake 
questions to determine the possibility of child abuse 
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«nd require tr«inif»9 for itdff on issues of child abuMf 
2* Develop licensure etefkd«rde tor child abuse treatnent 
proqrane requiring thet they heve cooperative egreenente 
with local alcobol/druq treatment prograne^ have appropri* 
ate IntaKe queetiona to determine ttk« poaalbility of 
alcohol Of dru9 related problems end require training for 
staff on issues of eicohol and/or drug problems* 
In conclusion^ AOPA urges the committee to eee the treatment of 
alcohol/drug sbuse problems aa an integral part in the prevention 
of child abuse. It ie knom that there is a definite aaeociation 
between these two isauee. If we are to see the eventual decline in 
child abuse Inoidents, we must atart with the tr«atment.of the abusara^ 
who often have an alcohol and/or drug abuse problem* Barly identi^ 
flcation of drug abuaers and alcoholic child abuscra will provide 
the abuser with a quick placMont in a treatment program which Inte- 
grates eicploration of the connection between alcohol and violence. 
In ad&ition^ the child victim will be more quickly referred to tho 
social service or other sppropriste agency for interventive aotion^ 
thus Insuring safety for the child*

1« Trained volunteers are availaA>le by telephone 24 hours a 
day* to parents In crisis* Their responsibility is to 
listen to the parent and offer resources to help meet his 
needs* If the parent attsnds a local ctiapter he/she also 
has the other psrents avallsbla to him as well as profess* 
ionally trained volunteera» called sponsors* who work with 
the chapter* These services help bre^ fanlly Isolatlovk 
and build aelf^esteem^ 

In conjunction with Chapter ineetln9s» volunteers also 
provide transportation for faailiee to Parents Anonymous 
meetin^a^ Parents In the chapters are encouraged to car* 
pool whenever possible « 

Sponsors will also make hoo»e visits If necessary to 
deal with crisis situations^ They My transport parents 
to doctor appointments or to the hospital in eiierqencles^ 
Host offer additional supportive service to parents or 
connect thera with agencies i4io can help» as well* 

Trained t.'olunteers also provide services to children 
through various play therapy and teen Support programs* 
Most meet weoKly for at least two hours* Volunteers for 
the teen programs are usuelly available by telephone during 
the week for crisis counsellr»9« 

Some parents Anonymous organisations sponsor and/^r 
maintain crisis nurseries Which give parents time out from 
the children as an alternative to abusive situations^ 
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The availability of voItmtMra in th« mnn«r« a««oribed* 
serves to provide alternate ohenneliA^ of etreee end enger 
into laoro appropriate outlets* Ttie netiiorking initiated 
by P*A* volwiteere hnlpm create a atronger eu^ort ayetm 
for fioiliea wider etreee* thue building trust in the 
coamunity* 

2* If cosMunitiee are to ad«*qaetely aerve nulti-probleoi faniliee* 
each agency in the eupport aysten met be aware of i4)at the 
othere are doing* so ae not to confuee feailiea with con- 
flicting advise or dilute the effectiveneee of othere* 
efforte* This networking effort helps fatoiliee build truat 
When they aee ageneiea working together for their benefit* 
and alao aide agenciea through mutual cooperation* ttowever* 
there are many barriere to thie et>noept» turfistt* confi* 
dentiality* lecK of comunication and la^ of truat* Our 
etrategy in Virginia hae been that of developing pereonal 
relationships with the directors and etaffs of public and 
private agenciee* Our feeling hae been that if a trusting 
relationship can be eetabliehed through peraonal contact* 
then comunication will develop* turfism will diminish and 
confidentiality Issuee can be worked out cooperatively* 

We have endeavored to become awere of agenciee* needa 
and whenever poesible we have offered to help* (let free 
staff training* serve on boarde and multidiaciplinary teama* 
reaource for speaking engagements* etc*) 

When working with etate agenciee we use the approach 
of getting to know the etate level ataff and asking them 
to encourage their local people to use our eervioes or 
help establish P*A* chapters if none exist*

In regard to family life ethication curricula in schoole* the 
Virginia Department of Education doee not mandate the teaching of 
such curricula in Virginia schools. The Department has just pub-^ 
tished a booklet entitled* Tamily Life Bducstion - Curricmlum 
Ouidelires*** but does not advocate ii^Iementation * They leave the 
decision entirely in the hands of local school boards. Independent 
living skills are a major part of ^at should be taught* The 
Department states in the booltlet* ^'Oomstunity intereete and velaee 
may present some school divisions from uaing some of the content 
contained in the instructional sheete*** 

The State School^Ags Parents Comnittas on tdkiCh 1 serve deals 
with issues relatii^ to teenage pregnancy and parenthood* A menber 
of this group* Den Oreshburg* drefted legislation last year which 
would mandate schools to teach some form of Family Itife Education* 
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rUR 1^4 was carried over to th» IW% General AeMnbly Meeioih* 
Hany people «ee tbe value of ieaohing obiidren ho*i to be iiMlefev^eit, 
re8pon9itle» caring adults, iritHin o«tr aohool ayaten* Aewiter 
parenting ie the noat diffictilt job in the Mrld and the one for 
Which ^ receive the leaet anotmt of training* 

In rtj^ard to the cpieation concerning fundingt More organisationa 
n<fed fundinii than thero ia public or private laoney available* 
therefore^ criteria have been eaty>liahed to aid irith tha alloeatioii 
of ftinda* However* ooat public aikd private criteria include guide- 
linee for **new and/or innovative ideaa or approachee** * Moet tiant 
to provide aeed w>ner to get a program started* Punda to keep a 
succeasful program going are few and far between* Coo^tition for 
funda haa partxaliy created thia pfoblem* The Pedaral lk«9iater 
denkunatratea thia philosophy* t feel federal mney ahould be 
divided to insure the survival ot those programa which have proven 
aucceaaful* Of course* funds need to be available for developing 
niore nnd varied approaches to societies^ multitude of needs* Out» 
private non-proifit organisations like Parents Anonymous^ must be 
given consideration by public and private funding sources if we are 
to continue the high quality programs we now have*

In regard to the question oonoeminf? parenting clase^i and their useAihtesa for 
parents with problems: 

First* let me state that this not a blanket statement. However* the m^lority 
of iwrents we serve don't haw ability to see pest thetr own needs. Thisis be- 
cause many of their basic emoUiii*^. needs for acceptance <love and nurturingli secu- 
rity^ trustf freedom to be who they are, etc. were never met* Until you eiperieti^ 
those positive feelings* the tolting on of academic information and ability to care 
about meeting the needs of others become loiv priorities. So, expecting people to 
learn skills in a parenting class to help respond to tlieir children^ ^leeds^ when they 
are still trying to get their own needs met has not proven very successAiL This same 

Shenomenon can be observed in abused chtMfen: One of the first indicatose we may 
e aware of tn indenti^ing an abused diild (on ■ who Is not getting emotional or 
physical needs met) is dropping school grades. If that child receives no intervention 
he will grow up biologically but not emotionally. He will still be trying *i fini him- 
self and may continue to do badly In school; may drop . ut; may not be t *e to hold a 
job: may get into delinquent behavior* drug or alcohol abuse^ etc. Ti*«o child my 
become a parent and devislop parenting pr<4dems. It is likely that he will not seek a 
parenting class or drop out if he starts* What he needs first is some reparenting. 

Concerning the question of the elliectieness of the P*A. approach and the low cost 
nf sf^rvice: Three notional studies have been conducted ivgardtng the success of the 
r.A. approach. All three concluded that RA. is the moet effective treatment 
mmrce of its kind, especially when used In coi^unction with a parotit aid program 
which is also seen as an effective treatment method. The three rtudies were dcxte 1^ 
Behavior Associates* Tuscon Arizona; Berkeley Planning Associates* Berkeley^ Call* 
fornta: and Health and Human Services. I am not aware of any studies vvhidi ta«c 
been done on the State level in this area. 

The cost effectiveness of Parents Anonymous vs other m^jor providere treat* 
ment is as foUom: 
Parents Anonymcus^no fee; $76 per year per family. 
Family and Children's Service— sliding scale* fee $l-$40 per hour per person* 
Public Service Agencies flguree not available at this time. 
Private TTierapy— $40-|76 per hour per person* 
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
